Defense chief shrugs off ‘Hello Garci”

Asked whether he was interested to 
know if the military, particularly, the 
intelligence service of the Armed 
Forces of the Philippines, was engaged 
in wiretapping, the defense chief said 
this was an “operational matter and 
nota policy matter for me.”

other graft raps junked

APPARENTLY SPOOKED BY THE 
Sandiganbayan’s guilty verdict on 
former Parahaque Mayor Joey Mar- 
quez, his lawyer yesterday moved 
to junk eight other cases of graft 
pending in another division in con- 
nection with his alleged purchase of 
overpriced broomsticks (walis tingt- 
ing) in 1997. 

In a 14-page demurrer to evi- 
dence filed with the antigraft 
courts Second Division, lawyer 
Noel Malaya pointed out that gov- 
ernment lawyers have clearly 
failed in its duty to prove the neces- 
sity and the lack of public bidding 
in the procurement of the broom- 
sticks. 

"What evidence has the prose- 
cution presented that there was 
no public bidding? None. As a 
matter of fact the prosecution has 
presented evidence that there 
Was a personal canvass. This is it- 
self evidence that bidding had 
been conducted,” argued 
Malaya. 


50 years in jail 

The comedian-actor was meted 
with a jail term ranging from 30 to 
50 years by the Fourth Division on 
‘Thursday after finding him guilty of 
buying 55,432 overpriced broom- 
sticks worth P1.07 million between 
January 1996 and September 
1997. 

The court also ordered him to 
pay P462,708 representing the 
overpriced amount in the procure-

Three former Parafiaque offi- 
cials were also convicted of graft 
while two officials were acquit- 
ted along with a private respon- 
dent. 

The eight pending graft cases in 
the Second Division involved more 
than 8,000 broomsticks worth over 
P120,000 which were allegedly 
procured without public bidding 


sometime in March 1997. 


Same respondents 

The same respondents were 
identified: Marquez; Silvestre de 
Leon, the city treasurer; Marilou 
Tanael, the city accountant; Ofelia 
Caunan, officer in charge of the 
city’s general services office; Flocer- 
fida Babida, city budget officer, and 
Ailyn Romea, chief of staff of the Of- 
fice of the Mayor. 

The six officials were accused of 
allegedly conspiring with private 
suppliers Ricardo Adriano and Re- 
alina Ty in entering into the “grossly 
disadvantageous” walis tingting 
deal. 

1n asking the court to junk the 
graft cases, Malaya also questioned 
the manner of gathering of evi- 
dence by the witness presented by 
the prosecution in proving that the 
broomsticks were overpriced. 

‘The witness had submitted in evi- 
dence their purchase of broom- 
sticks from five different supermar- 
kets and price list quoted by the Las 
Pifias government and the Techni- 
cal Services Office of the Commis- 
sion on Audit. 

“It is clear that the prosecution 
failed to present evidence to sub- 
stantiate that the contracts entered 
into by the accused is grossly and 
manifestly disadvantageous to the 
government ... how can you even 
gather evidence when in the first 
place you do not have the evidence 
of the purchases made?" said 
Malaya.

Heritage of humanity

Hudhud literally means story. But 
itis not merely a story but a manner 
ofchanting a story.

Dolina, the former chief of the National 
Capital Region- Criminal Investigation and 
Detection Group, has been chief of the Bu-

get their hands dirty

йк 100 ARMY OFFICERS 
and men got their hands dirty 
planting tree saplings into 
freshly dug holes at a section of 
the parade grounds in Camp 
Aguinaldo early yesterday

The soldiers joined former Sen. 
Ramon Magsaysay Jr and a gag- 
gle of personalities at the launch 
of a nationwide move to plant 
100,000 trees in memory of the 
Jate President Ramon Magsaysay. 

‘The uniformed men and civil- 
ians, all named after the "most 
popular” President in history, 
planted 100 trees to mark the 
late Magsaysays 100th birth 
anniversary yesterday. 

"There's no more important 
and essential part of the pro- 
gram than the Armed Forces of 
the Philippines itself, an agent 
of change, volunteering to be 
part of this,” said Magsaysay, 
the senator, in his remarks at 
the grandstand overlooking the 
parade ground. 

The activity is part of the 
"Trees for Life,” a joint project of 
the Department of Environment 
and Natural Resources, and 
Green Army to plant 20 million 
trees across the country between. 
July and November this year. 

Maj. Ramon Zagala, who ad- 
mitted to having employed 
Magsaysays strategy in dealing 
with insurgents in the Zambales 
province, said he felt "honored" 
to plant trees in memory of the 
late President.

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Solon delivers children’s 
story as privilege speech

HOW DOES ONE TAKE UP A COM- 
plex issue like the high cost electric- 
ity and engage the attention and in- 
terest of a passive public? 

By presenting the roles of such 
agencies as the Power Sector Assets 
and Liabilities Management Corp. 
and the Wholesale Electricity Spot 
Market in a manner that a 7-year- 
old would understand. 

Like in a children’s story as 
Bukidnon Rep. Teofisto Guingona 
Ш, а member of the House minority 
“shadowing” the government's en- 
ergy sector, demonstrated in a privi- 
lege speech late Monday. 

In Guingona's view, Psalm, the gov- 
ernment agency responsible for di 
posing of state power assets, and the 
National Power Com, the state- 
owned power generator, are the major 
causes of the country’s high electricity 
costs instead of being the factors for 
the lowering of power prices as man- 
dated by the Electricity and Power In- 
dustry Reform Act of 2000 (Epira). 


Open access 

‘The congressman said President 
Macapagal-Arroyo's proposal to allow 
open access—a system under which 
electricity end-users can choose to 
buy electricity from any generating 
plant—with just 40 percent of Napoc- 
ors assets privatized will only result in 
price-manipulation by only a handful 
of power industry players. 

“To better understand the issue, 
lets listen to a story,” Guingona said. 

In his story, Psalm and Napocor 
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were portrayed as a greedy trader 
named Salmo. 

Salmo has three sons—Sual, Pag- 
bilao and Mijan—who Guingona 
said represented the three huge 
power plants controlled by Psalm 
and Napocor. 

“Once upon a time, the Arroyo ad- 
ministration created Salmo. Salmo is 
tasked to generate electricity. Today, 
he generates 74 percent of the coun- 
trys electricity. Salmo is lazy so he 
lets his three sons, Sual, Pabilao and 
Tijan to generate the electricity and 
sell them to the market,” he caid. 


Policeman 

Guingona said the market has no 
manager but a policeman named 
Ersi, or the Energy Regulatory Com- 
mission, was placed to make sure 
Salmo and his sons didn't sell elec- 
tricity at exorbitant rates. 

“Salmo and his sons are afraid of 
Ersi,” Guingona said. 

Guingona said a market manager 
Wesmo, the Wholesale Electricity 
Spot Market, was later put in place. 

"[Sual, Pagbilao and Пап} try to 
get their way with Wesmo. One day, 
Wesmo implemented a rule in the 
market: the one with the lowest 
price will prevail. In this way, the 
consumers are assured of the best 
bargain,” Guingona said. 

“The three sons of Salmo will 
compete with one another, they 
have to come up with the lowest 
price,” he added. 

Buton Aug. 30, 2006, Wesmo no- 
ticed that the prices being offered 
by Salmo's three sons were suspi- 
ciously high. 

“The selling process were 
all the same—P10,000 per 
megawatt..... Wesmo caught 
them conniving in order to 
‘fix’ the prices. Salmo and 
his three sons were caught 
red-handed, guilty of price- 
fixing,” Guingona said. 


Price manipulation 
Guingona said that only a 
month ago, Psalm demand- 
ed that Wesmo pay P9 bil- 
lion for the price of electrici- 
ty sold in September and 
October 2006 “in spite of the 
fact that they were caught 
by Wesmo dictating and ma- 
nipulating the price." 


“If Salmo [or Psalm-Napocor] 
would be allowed to collect the P9 
billion, this would translate into an 
increase of P2 per consumer. The 
administration of Ms Arroyo says 
that their goal is to reduce the price 
of electricity but look at what they 
are doing,” Guingona said. 
Guingona said that in her July State 
of the Nation Address, Ms Arroyo 
asked for open access in electricity. 
"Open access means that end- 
users of electricity can choose from 
any generating plant from which it 
will buy electricity" Guingona said 
"This means that SM Megamall 
can purchase its electricity from the 
Masinloc plant in Zambales while 
the Robinson's Mall in Ortigas can 
purchase its electricity from the Sual 
plant based in Pangasinan," he said. 


Great idea 

“It seems like a great ideal The 
buyer has the right to choose and 
shop for the lowest electricity 
rates,” he added. 

But two requirements of the Epi: 
ra for open access have yet to be 
met, he said. 

These include the privatization of 
at least 70 percent of the total power 
generating assets of Napocor in Luzon 
and in the Visayas and the transfer of 
at least 70 percent of the total energy 
output of power plants to indepen- 
dent power producer administrators. 

Guingona said the government 
has proposed the lowering of the 
privatization threshold from 70 
percent to 30 percent so that open 
access can be implemented sooner. 

Pampanga Rep. Juan Miguel Ar- 
royo, chair of the House committee 
on energy and a son of the Presi- 
dent, has filed a bill proposing 
amendments tó the Epira, one of 
which is the lowering of the thresh- 
old to 30 percent. 

“[think this proposal is flawed. This 
will perpetuate the monopoly of 
Psalm/Napocor-owned electric power 
generating plants,” Guingona said. 

“For open access to work, there 
must be free, fair competition 
among the power plants conducted 
under a level playing field. This is 
not the case now, and it will get 
worse when open access is permit- 
ted when less than 70 percent of the 
electric power generating plants 
have been privatized,” he added.

PCGG CHAIR CAMILO SABIO HAS 
expressed confidence that the Presidential 
Commission on Good Government will be 
able to work out a compromise agreement 
“within the year" with several stakeholder 
groups of the coconut levy funds. 

The deal calls for the government to or- 
ganize the coco levy funds, now estimated. 
to reach P130 billion, into a found 
where all the stakeholders will be repre- 
sented, Sabio told ANC television late 
Thursday. 

Sabio said the main feature of the com- 
promise agreement is the creation of a 
foundation that would initially be con- 
trolled by government. It will have 15 
board members, eight of whom would Be 
government nominees and seven nominees 
of coconut farmers’ groups. 

But as the coconut farmers get better or- 
ganized, the government will gradually 
cede control of the foundation to represen- 
tatives of the sector, he said. 


Finer points 

Last March, the PCGG said the Depart- 
ment of Finance was working out the finer 
points of the compromise agreement, al- 
though the main idea of setting up the foun- 
dation has been agreed upon in principle. 

The DoF is expected to complete the 
compromise deal proposal soon, after 
which it will be presented to the various 
stakeholder groups for ratification. 

"The coconut levy was a forced tax imposed 
‘on coconut farmers from 1973 to 1982 by the 
late dictator Ferdinand Marcos who appoint- 
ed his close associate, businessman Eduardo 
Cojuangco Jt, to administer the levy 

According to the PCGG—the agency 
tasked with the recovery of the ill-gotten 
wealth of Marcos, his family and associ- 
ates,—the monopoly of the coconut indus- 
try through Cojuangco was one of the 
methods by which the Marcos ill-gotten as- 
sets were acquired and safeguarded. 

The PCGG earlier sequestered a number of 
firms associated with Cojuangco, most, if not 
all, of which involved the coco levy funds. 

They include the Coconut Industry In- 
vestment Fund (СПЕ), a group of 14 hold- 
ing companies owned by six oil mills that 
held the assets acquired by Marcos and his 
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PCGG sees compromise 
deal on P130-B coco levy 


cronies with the use of the coco levy funds. 

‘The PCGG claims that Cojuangco, with a 
number of associates, used the levy funds 
to buy shares in San Miguel Corp., the Unit- 
ed Coconut Planters Bank (UCP) and vari- 
ous coconut trading firms, coconut oil mills 
and export firms. 


Acquired assets 

‘These acquired assets were not placed in 
the name of the Philippine Coconut Author- 
ity, the government agency tasked to devel- 
op the coconut industry, but under the СПЕ 
which was administered by the UCPB. 

‘According to Sabio, the foundation will 
initially manage the government's 27-per- 
cent stake in San Miguel Corp., Southeast 
Asia's largest food and beverage firm, 
which were acquired with coco levy funds. 
Cojuangco now chairs the SMC board. 

At present market prices, this SMC stake 
is worth more than P32 billion. 

The proposed compromise agreement 
will deal solely with the 27-percent block of 
shares under the name of the CHE 

In 2001, the Supreme Court ruled that 
the coco levy funds were prima facie public 
funds. Two years later, the Sandiganbayan 
declared the funds as “conclusively public 
funds" held by government in trust for the 
country’s coconut farmers. 

‘After the high tribunal and antigraft court 
rulings, control of ће СПЕ and the 27-per- 
cent block of SMC shares went to the PCGG. 

But until the court decisions become fi- 
nal, the assets remain under government 
sequestration.

Sison was arrested Tuesday in the 
town of Utrecht, where he has lived for 
20 years.

one else was arrested. 

He was arrested on charges that he 
had ordered the murder of comrades 
Romulo Kintanar and Arturo Tabara. 

Demonstrators demanded Sison's 
freedom as the closed hearing was un- 
der way. 

Dutch authorities have declined to 
disclose the nature of the evidence 
against Sison; but said it originated both. 
in the Netherlands and the Philippines. 

Sison's wife, Julie, said she feared 
for her husband's health in prison, and 
was concerned he could die in his cell. 

“T have not been allowed to contact 
him, and I do not trust the doctors in 
prison,” she told The Associated Press 

She displayed bruises on her arm 
which she said she sustained when 
Dutch police raided her home and pre- 
vented her from calling a lawyer. 

Protesters wore white headbands 
bearing the slogan "Free Joma,” using 
Sison's nickname, Bands blared music 
as the demonstrators chanted anti-fas- 
cist, pro-socialist slogans. Dutch-based 
leftist groups waved banners of soli- 
darity.

Foreign Secretary Alberto Romulo 
said that Sison would be provided con- 
sular assistance, including a lawyer, 
just like any Filipino facing charges in 
another country. 

Sison and other Filipino communist 
personalities have been living in exile 
in The Netherlands since the 1980s. 

Sison's Filipino lawyer said that up 
to now, neither the Philippine govern- 
ment nor the widows of Kintanar and 
Tabara had filed murder charges 
against Sison. 


“Case weak” 
"This is a sign that they have no evi- 


dence against Sison to 
link him to the killings, 
lawyer Romeo Capulong 
said in a phone inter- 
view, citing checks made 
by his group with the 
Quezon City prosecu- 
tors office and regional 
trial courts. 

Kintanar was killed on 
Jan. 23, 2003 while 
Tabara and his son-in- 
law Stephen Ong were 
shot dead on Sept. 26, 
2004.

Capulong said this 
could also impair the credibility of the 
two widows, Gloria Kintanar and 
Veronica Tabara, should they appear 
before The Hague court to testify 
against Sison. 

Capulong said he expected the wid- 
ows to echo the statements they made 
in affidavits that were among the 392 
documents submitted in the rebellion 
case that was dismissed on June 1. 

According to him, the widows con- 
cluded in their affidavits that Sison, as 
head of the CPP central committee, 
was responsible for the killings, but of- 
fered no specific details. 


Diversionary move 

“These will be substantially the same 
testimony that they will make before the 
judge.

On the eve of Sison’s appearance be- 
fore Dutch judges, around 50 people 
gathered Thursday near the Dutch na- 
tional monument on Dam Square in 
Amsterdam to protest Sison's arrest. 

Some held signs demanding his re- 
lease, while others carried pho- 
tographs of dissidents they said have 
been abducted by President Macapa- 
gal-Arroyo's government. 

Members of the Dutch Communist 
Party and other groups waved flags 
and carried banners in a show of sup 
port 

“We condemn Sison's arrest, which 
the government of the Philippines is 
using to divert attention from its hu- 
man rights violations,” said Chico 
‘Taguba, spokesperson for the Nether- 
lands-Philippines Solidarity Move- 
ment. 


10,000 miles away 

He has been denied asylum in the 
Netherlands, but courts have ruled he 
cannot be extradited to the Philip- 
pines. 

Jalandoni, chair of the international

She told Ermita to tell me that I should 
go on leave for as long as it's necessary to 
improve {my health]," Gonzalez said. 

Even before Malacafiang admitted that 
Gonzalez was sick, rumors of his quitting 
the Cabinet have been making the rounds 
since early this year. 

On Thursday, the Ingumer published a 
photograph of a frail-looking Gonzalez be- 
ing helped to his chair by two aides during 
the National Security Council (NSC) meet- 
ing in the Palace.

Bleeding ulcer

He added that he only had difficulty with 
physical tasks 

He said he would continue to work while 
on leave, having instructed his staff that all 
important papers and matters should be 
sent to him.

He said his condition was improving and 
although he was not in his office, he signed 
about 20 documents on Thursday. 

He also said he intended to return to the 
Department of Justice as soon as he can. 

Malacafiang did not disclose Gonzalez's 
medical condition. 

He was rushed to an undisclosed hospital 
on Aug. 3 due toa bleeding ulcer, but he de- 
nied rumors that he was in the intensive 
care unit. 

At the time, he said he was fine and ex- 
pected to be up and about soon. 


Latest casualty 

Gonzalez is the latest in the list of Cabi- 
net officials who have fallen ill while work- 
ing for a workaholic President, which in- 
cludes then Executive Secretary Renato de 
Villa, his successor Alberto Romulo, then 
Presidential Management Staff chief Rigob- 
erto Tiglao, National Security Adviser Nor- 
berto Gonzales, Presidential Management 
Staff head Cerge Remonde, Press Secretary 
Ignacio Bunye and former Political Adviser 
Gabriel Claudio. 

In June last year, Ms Arroyo herself was 
admitted to St. Luke's Medical Center for 
what doctors said was acute stomach pain. 
‘The following month, she returned to the 
hospital for treatment for flu. 

‘The last Cabinet official who quit due to 
health reasons was political adviser Clau- 
dio, who had undergone spinal surgery on 
Aug. 8. 

The 52-year-old Claudio underwent a 
surgical procedure called a decompressive 
laminectomy “to release entrapped spinal 
nerves" and an instrumented fusion "to sta- 
bilize the lower spine using titanium im- 
plants," said his twin brother, Dr. Rafael 
Claudio. 


Previous surgeries 

Claudio had previous surgeries in 1976 
to correct the congenital scoliosis of the 
lumbar spine and in 1977 and 1978 for 
treatment of ah ensuing chronic osteomyli- 
tis (bone infection) 


Claudio initially asked for a one-month 
leave, but later resigned his post after his 
doctors said it would take four to six 
months "for the bone fusion to happen and 
mature."

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Forex reserves, BOP surplus seen hitting records

:ROBUST OVERSEAS FILIPINO 
remittances and foreign invest- 
ments are expected to drive up 
the Philippines’ foreign reserves 
and external payments account to 
record-high surpluses this year. 

Despite a projected slow- 

:down in exports and the damp- 
ening impact of the recent glob- 
al financial market turmoil, the 
Bangko Sentral ng Pilipinas has 
targeted an all-time high gross 
international reserves (GIR) 
level of $30 billion and a bal- 
ance of payments (BOP) sur- 
plus of $6.3 billion by yearend. 

The revised projections 

‘marked a sharp upgrade from 
the BSP's earlier forecasts of 
$2.4-2.9 billion for the BOP and 
,$26-26.6 billion for the GIR. 

“This is due to the substantial 
surplus in the current account,” 


Merkel world’s 
most powerful 
woman; GMA 
No. 51 on list 


BERLIN—GERMANYS CHAN- 
cellor Angela Merkel tops 
Forbes magazine's list of the 
world’s 100 most powerful 
women for the second year ina 
row, as US Secretary of State 
Condoleezza Rice slipped to 
fourth from second last year. 

Merkel “continued to impress 
the world with her cool leader- 
ship at two back-to-back sum- 
mits,” Forbes said. 

‘The magazine cited her work 
getting leaders at the Group of 
Eight summit to agree to goals for 
cutting greenhouse gas emissions 
and persuading European Union 
leaders to get moving on a treaty 
to replace their failed constitution. 

Philippine President Gloria 
Macapagal-Arroyo is at No. 51. 
Ms Arroyo was No. 9 in 2004, 
climbed to No. 4 in 2005 and 
plunged to No. 45 in 2006 in the 
Forbes magazine's list. 

China's vice premier Wu Yi was 
No. 2, and Ho Ching of Singapore, 
chief executive of Temasek Hold- 
ings, was third ahead of Rice. 

Several other female heads of 
state or government made the list, 
including Britain's Queen Eliza- 

beth at No. 23, New Zealand's 
“Prime Minister Helen Clarkat No. 
38, and Finland's President Tarja 
i Halonen at No. 50. AP 
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BSP Governor Amando Tetang- 
co Jr. said in a press briefing 
yesterday. 

"The BOP measures the foreign 
exchange transactions between 
the domestic economy and the 
restof the world. Any transaction 
which gives rise to a payment by 
а Philippine resident like impor- 
tation or debt servicing isa deficit 
item in the BOP while any which 
gives rise toa receipt like borrow- 
ing, exporting or overseas Fil- 
ipino worker (OFW) remittance 
isa surplus item. 

On the other hand, the GIR isa 
key indicator of a country's abili 
ty to cover the foreign exchange 
requirements of the economy 
consisting of the BSP's gross for- 
eign currency holdings, gold re- 
serves, foreign investments and 
special drawing rights from mul- 
tilateral institutions like the In- 
ternational Monetary Fund.

IN THE SLUMS AND BAZAARS 
of Manila and the farming vil- 
loges that dot the archipelago, 
the GDP figures mean very lit- 
tle. 

“The economy is getting bet- 
ter only for those with money,” 
said Edwin Manaloto, a 40- 
year-old construction worker 
who abandoned farming in Is- 
abela province to work in Mani- 
la. 


The current account of the 
BOP includes trade transactions 
as well as OFW remittances. 

“Tetangco said the BSP now ex- 
pects a surplus of $6.4 billion in 
the current account from an ear- 
lier forecast of $6 billion on the 
back of some $14.7 billion OFW 
remittances expected this year. 

On the other hand, the BSP 
scaled down its export growth out- 
look for this year to 8 percent from 
an earlier growth of 11 percent. 

“But at the same time we're 
looking at a lower import 
growth so there's smaller trade. 
deficit so that will contribute to 
a larger current account sur- 
plus," Tetangco said. 

The export growth forecast for 
the year was lowered not due to 
the adverse impact of a strength- 
ening peso value but due to the 
declining prices of electronics as 
a result of stiffer competition 


among global manufacturers. 

In the capital and financial ac- 
count transactions, the BSP re- 
versed its forecast from a deficit 
of $2 billion to a surplus of $1 bil- 
ion due to substantial foreign in- 
flows going to local stocks, bonds 
and other money market instru- 
ments since the startof the year 

Net foreign portfolio invest- 
ments in equities, bonds and 
notes are now seen hitting $3.7 
billion by yearend from an earli- 
er forecast of $3.2 billion. 

Despite sporadic aversion 
among global investors on assets 
from emerging markets like the 
Philippines, the country has ben- 
efited from a resurgence in port- 
folio investments or hot money. A 
bullish stock market amid a be- 
nign global economy has jacked 
up the net inflows of hot money 
into the country by nearly 300 
percent to $3.5 billion from Jan- 


vary to July over a year ago. 

‘Also, foreign direct invest- 
ments were being pumped into 
electronics, including semicon- 
ductor manufacturing, mining 
and ship-building 

Unlike portfolio investments 
which are more volatile, FDI 
flows represent investments in 
brick-and-mortar — businesses 
that are capital- and usually la- 
borintensive such as those 
spent in building new factories, 
power plants, mining ventures 
or other enterprises. They are 
considered the least volatile 
form of financial flows. 

The BSR however, has lowered 
its net FDI forecast for the year to 
$1 billion from $1.5 billion due 
to an increasing trend of repay- 
ments by local subsidiaries of 
debts owed to foreign principals. 

“This is good because it means 
that the local companies are 


making money,” Tetangco said. 

From the start of the year un- 
til the week ending Aug. 3, the 
Philippines’ BOP surplus has hit 
$5 billion as strong foreign ex- 
change inflows continued to 
pour into the country. 

t was earlier reported that 
the BSP's foreign reserves have 
also surged to a new record 
high of nearly $28 billion as of 
end-July due to strong foreign 
inflows that have allowed the 
central bank to become a heavy 
buyer of dollars at the Philip- 
pine Dealing System, the spot 
foreign exchange market. 

The strong foreign inflows 
since the start of the year have 
supported the peso's strength- 
ening against the US dollar and 
allowed local borrowers, in- 
cluding the national govern- 
ment, to pay off some foreign 
debts ahead of maturity.

2 disturbing figures 

Villar cited two disturbing 
figures in the unemployment 
data—Metro Manila had the 
highest unemployment rate at 
12.5 percent and half of all job- 
less Filipinos were between 15 
and 24 years old. 

Roxas explained that Ms Ar- 
royo's rosy economic statistics 
have not translated to more jobs or 
higher income for more Filipinos 
because the economy was driven 
more by consumption (bloated by 
P40 billion in election spending) 
rather than investments. 

Consumption, which ac- 
counts for about 70 percent of 
СОВ soared by 8.7 percent in 
the second quarter, mostly due 
to purchases of goods and prop- 
erty from funds sent home by 
overseas Filipinos. It contribut- 
ed 4.69 percentage points to the 
total GDP growth. 

‘Another reason for the discon- 
nect in the economy, Roxas said, 
was the lackluster growth in agri- 
culture—up by only 3.9 percent 
from 6.7 percent last year. “It 
contributed less than one percent 
to economic growth yet agricul- 
ture accounts for 40 percent of 
the labor force. This is the sector 
where the country’s poor eam 
their living, and we should im- 
mediately focus on establishing 
sustainability of agriculture pro- 
duction,” said Roxas. 

Cabinet Secretary Ricardo 
Saludo dismissed doubts over 
the record GDP growth. 

“Sometimes, we are quick to 
doubt. We should not ignore 
their exemplary work just be- 
cause of some suspicious text 
messages and criticisms that are 
not validated,” he said.

RESIDENT MACAPAGAL-ARROYO WAS SAID TO 
P have been euphoric Thursday as she announced the 
strong performance of the Philippine economy in 
the second quarter of the year. And quite understandably 
so. The economy, as measured by the gross domestic 
product, grew by 7.5 percent in the period from April to 
June, a growth rate that exceeded not only the govern- 
ment’s forecast of 6.6 percent but 
EDITORIAL even the most optimistic expecta- 
tions. It was, as Ms Arroyo proudly 
pointed out, the highest growth in any quarter in the past 
20 years, keeping intact the series of successive growth 
during her six years in office. That is a record unmatched 
by any other administration, she added. And it came after 
an already healthy first quarter growth of 7.1 per- 
cent—better than the 6.9 percent growth earlier estimat- 
ed by the National Statistical Coordination Board. 

This is certainly good news for everyone but those who 
do not wish the Arroyo administration well. But can such 
growth, which is still slow by Asian standards, be sus- 
tained? Businessmen and economists, who were just as 
elated as the President was over this year's economic per- 
formance so far, see the economy continuing to grow for 
the rest of the year, but at a slower pace. Ms Arroyo her- 
self said the government would stick to its full-year 
growth target of between 6.1 percent and 6.7 percent, 
which means essentially the same as what the business- 
men are seeing: a slight slowdown in the second half. 

The reason is that some of the main drivers behind the 
unexpectedly robust growth in the second quarter will ei- 
ther become weaker or even be gone. Election-related 
spending, for instance, will no longer be there to boost 
consumption, which expanded by 6 percent during the 
quarter; and construction whose growth was propelled by 
а 39.6 percent increase in government spending on infras- 
tructure. For the short term, mining is expected to power 
the growth of the industry sector as foreign investments 
continue to pour in, and business process outsourcing, 
which mainly involves call-center operations, should keep 
the growth in services healthy. But it is doubtful whether 
these two growth centers by themselves can pull the econ- 
omy as a whole to a vigorous level of growth. 

Giving her administration a pat on the back, the Presi- 
dent declared that the remarkable performance of the 
economy showed that “our economic plans succeeded.” 
Said she: “No one thought that we could get more rev- 
emues, cut down on tax cheats, strengthen the peso and 
move the stock market. No one thought, we could bring 
‘dur budget into balance, repay our debts and increase 
jobs, but we have done it." 

As far as those things are concerned, the review should 
be mixed. For one thing, the administration cannot 
claim all the credit for the stronger peso, without ignor- 
ing the more significant contribution of the inward re- 
mittances of overseas Filipino workers. Revenue collec- 
tions may be higher in the last two years, but that is 
largely the result of the introduction of new tax mea- 
sures, particularly the increase to 12 percent of the val- 
ue-added tax. In fact, collections of both the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue and the Bureau of Customs fell short of 
target during the first half of 2007, and now their chiefs 
are seeking lower collection targets for next year, even 
as the government seeks to increase its expenditure pro- 
gram to P1.227 trillion. True, a part of the country’s 
debts have been retired sooner than planned, but the 
government has not balanced its budget yet. Neither has 
it made a lot of headway in going after tax cheats as well 
as corrupt officials not only in the BIR and Customs but 
in the entire government bureaucracy. 

Job creation? That is still one of the weakest points of 
the administration. Senate President Manuel Villar point- 
ed out that 2.7 million Filipinos remain jobless while 
close to 6.4 million are holding either part-time jobs or 
jobs where their education, training or talents are not be- 
ing fully utilized, The bellwether of economic progress, 
he said, should be whether or not this army of unem- 
ployed and underemployed benefits from the growth be- 
ing touted by the administration. 

‘Apparently, years of growth has not opened more jobs 
or created the kind of jobs that put a little more food on 
the table for millions of Filipino families. Ms Arroyo has 
to do a lot more to ensure that the benefits of growth 
trickle down to those who need them most. Otherwise, as 
Villar put it, people might think they are being tricked to 
believe there is progress.

IF THERE IS ONE PUBLIC OFFICIAL IN OUR 
country today who does his work seemingly 
without regard for the political consequences, 
that person has to be Bayani Fernando, the cur- 
rent chair of the Metropolitan Manila Develop- 
ment Authority (MMDA). In a just society, he 
would be a model public servant. But in our 
kind of society, he can only be the blind, uncar- 
ing agent of the powerful. 

BF as he is popularly known, is ironically, for 
the same reason, the modern Metro Manilan's 
folk hero. For the city’s most persistent prob- 
ems illegal encroachment on public space, 
traffic gridlocks, rampant criminality, flooding, 
urban blight, etc.—he finds solutions that are, 
at one and the same time, capricious and inge- 
nious, impulsive and experimental, outlandish 
and generally effective. The upper and middle 
classes hail him as modernity's champion, and 
think of him as the kind of president we need, 
But I doubt that he will ever win an election 
outside of Marikina, where he was mayor for 
many years. 

For BP is also possibly the Filipino poors 
most hated figure. This is understandable. To 
him belongs the unenviable job of dealing with 
all the illegal improvisations that make up the 
typical life of those who are forced to spend the 
greater part of their time trying to survive. BF 
is right in the frontline of the class conflict that 
rages daily in our divided society. And he is 
staunchly on the side of power. 

While his political bosses may pay lip service 
to the needs of the poor even as their policies 
systematically oppress them, BF has no choice 
"but to face the poor as if they were a perpetual 
nuisance, in accordance with his assigned role 
as the hatchet man of an unjust property sys- 
tem. 

In this capacity, he must remain blind to the 
larger societal context of the problems he is as- 
signed to fix. He cannot propose long-term solu- 
tions that touch on the structural inequalities 
from which flow all the problematic outcomes 
of mass poverty. He is effective precisely be-

government employees to share with me, by 
Text or e-mail, their experiences in dealing 
with the Government Service Insurance Sys- 
tem drew an avalanche of responses from GSIS 
retirees and active members alike, not one of 
whom had anything complimentary to say 
about the organization. The messages are still 
coming as | write this column, and the frustra- 
tion, rage, anger, helplessness, desperation, 
that they convey are almost palpable. The writ- 
ers or texters range from Ph.D.s on one end of 
the education scale, to the barely articulate. 
‘They write either on their own behalf or in rep- 
resentation of groups. What's more, they come 
from all over the country--literally, from 
Aparri to Jolo, I cannot help but share their 
feelings. 

Actually, a couple of the responders said 
they disagreed with me—they were under the 
impression that I was defending the eCard sys- 
tem of the GSIS. Let me make it clear: 1 find 
nothing wrong with the eCard concept. But 
the way it was and is being implemented is an- 
other matter altogether, 

Let me provide the reader with a flavor of 
some of the messages 1 received: Ernest Fed- 
eriso of the Iloilo DENR, a board member of 
the Iloilo Council for Personnel Officers (ICPO) 
for National Government Agencies (NGAS), 
and designated "Agency Authorized Officer" to 
the GSIS, asks me to "[p]lease help, stand up, 
speak up and take the cudgels for us! 1 believe 
that as soon as you vigorously raise this, it 
would produce a snowball effect nationwide 
and you will realize the overwhelming support 
from other state workers.” What impressed me 
is that he and his group are not letting grass 
grow under their feet, but are “currently solic- 
iting our co-workers’ support through a sign: 
ture campaign on the Manifesto hereunde 

‘The Manifesto strikes me as a very well-pre- 
pared document which proclaims “our great 
dismay and frustration with the way the Gov- 
emment Service Insurance System (GSIS)-Iloi- 
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‘cause he treats the symptoms, and remains un- 
mindful of the profound social illness that pro- 
duces them. In countless media appearances, 
BE speaks of the problems of the city in such 
folksy commonsensical terms that he leaves you 
‘wondering how someone like him can be so in- 
sensitive in his dealings with the poor. You ex- 
pect this lack of empathy to come from a disen- 
gaged technocrat who cannot see beyond his 
theory. It is shocking to find it in a practical man 
like BF who has lived among the masses. Is it 
possible that he thinks he knows the poor so 
"well that he actually believes there is no way of 
dealing with them except by acts of toughness? 

A few years ago, he stopped illegal vendors 
from plying their trade on sidewalks by order- 
ing his men to spray kerosene on the goods 
they were selling. In this manner, he reasoned, 
there is no way they can recover their invest- 
ments. He confiscated their carts, and detained 
those who persisted in occupying the side- 
walks. 

"The other day, I heard him on radio talking 
about the demolition of shanties along esteros 
and under bridges that impede the flow of rain 
"water and cause flash floods. Asked if there 
were relocation sites to which the affected 
families could be transferred, BF had a ready 
reply: "We cannot reward these lawbreakers 
by giving them homes.” He wants to send them 
back to the provinces where they came from. 
‘One might wonder where such attitude is com- 
ing from. But in fact it is a sentiment that is 
silently held by many Filipinos who do not 
have to live dangerously along river banks or 
pitch their shanties inside cemeteries. 
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lo Branch handles our and our co-workers’ 
funds, processes our claims and maintains our 
vidual and office remittances records"; it 
presents a 19-item list of exactly what is wrong 
with the GSIS, provides another 19-item list of 
what GSIS should do to improve. It could actu- 
ally be the basis of a Senate inquiry. Any takers? 

‘Then there is Judy Taguiwalo, an associate 
professor at the College of Social Work and 
Community Development (CSWCD) in UP Dil- 
iman, and also the current president of the 
union of the rank-and-file faculty and REPS of 
‘UB the All-UP Academic Employees Union. She 
writes that “the GSIS under Winston Garcia 
has been a major source of complaints from 
our members and the members of the All UP 
Workers Union, and the union of administra- 
tive staff of UP” We have seta lunch date to dis- 
cuss some of the actions they want to take to 
resolve their problems. It looks like Federiso's 
“snowball effect” might just be starting 

‘The complaints of retirees reveal some 
teresting similarities. One such is the four- 
month delay in the receipt of their pensions. 
Elmer Casillan, whose father died in a public 
hospital (he had to be transferred from a pri- 
vate one because his pension was delayed), 
wrote about this four-month delay, as did re- 
tirees from Romblon, from Zamboanga, from 
Metro Manila, from South Cotabato, ete. 

Tt looks like the delays—and this comes 
from Mon L., who writes in the hope that his in- 
formation will help "melt the iceberg”--are 
caused by problems in the new system being 
installed in the GSIS, during which the pro- 
cessing of all the systems running in the main- 
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Iris difficult not to appreciate BF’s stubborn 
ideas about how to make the city livable. To 
him it is all a matter of teaching people how to 
live in a modern society. There is a lot of truth 
in this, but it is not the whole story. It omits the 
one crucial element that determines the char- 
acter of most of our social problems as a na- 
tion—máss poverty. 

You cannot have a well-ordered city if nearly 
one-half of your residents have no regular jobs, 
по decent homes, and no bright future to look 
forward to no matter how hard they try. Law- 
abiding citizens will not thrive in a society in 
which the very structure of opportunity has 
collapsed for the many. They will be forced to 
improvise in order to survive. They will put up 
their homes wherever they can so they can be 
close to schools, hospitals and places of work. 

You cannot tell people constantly on the 
verge of starvation to stay away from garbage 
heaps. You cannot tell them that scavengingis 
an unworthy way to earn a living. You have to 
show them that a better way is within their 
reach, BF knows this. He was irked by the sight 
of grown men stopping in the middle of the 
streets to urinate behind the doors of their 
taxis or on the tires of their jeepneys. He tied 
shaming them for acting like stray animals, but 
to no avail, What finally put a stop to this un- 
civilized habit were the pink urinals he put up 
on Metro Manila's sidewalks. 1f you build pub- 
lic toilets, people will relieve themselves de- 
cently. If you build them proper homes, they 
will voluntarily leave the esteros. 

People in general are not unreasonable. 
They may stall, negotiate and try to assert the 
primacy of their interest—but such behavior is 
pretty much distributed across social classes. 
Poverty is certainly no excuse for recalcitrance. 
But even under a rule of law, the MMDAs 
forcible demolition of poor people's shanties, 
leaving them without a roof over their heads, 
constitutes an unspeakable atrocity 
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frame was stopped. Mon asks some pointed 
questions: What if this new system is not capa- 
ble of handling all the system requirements of 
GSIS (apparently, this has happened before)? 
"Why not do a parallel so members and retirees 
are not inconvenienced? 

Then there are the horror stories: balances 
disappearing, eCard not working, long lines in 
the only branch or ATM that Union Bank owns 
(you have to pay a service charge if you use the 
other ATMS in the network), the Union Bank 
АТМ not recognizing the eCard, GSIS Kiosks 
down, more delays in getting a loan with the 
eCard than with the old system, delays in infor- 
mation processing, 

GSIS also responded to my column—in a 
letter (published yesterday, together with my 
response and that of Ramon Farolan), and ina 
meeting Thursday night organized by the IN- 
‘quinn at the behest of GSIS President Winston 
Garcia (which is written about elsewhere in 
this issue). The point was made that the num- 
ber of complaints are minuscule compared to 
the total number of claims settled, loans grant- 
ed, and pensions processed, amounting to 
2,426,552 transactions (not persons) for the 
first seven months of 2007. 

That sounds impressive, so T asked to be fur- 
nished with comparable data for previous 
years, to track the improvements in GSIS "pro- 
duction” since, say, the computerization and 
the eCard. The information was faxed to 
me—and I was stunned, Why? Because instead 
of an increase in total number of total loans 
and claims since 2004 (the eCard project was 
started in the second half of the year), there 
has been a decrease: 5 million in 2004, 4.6 
million in 2005, and 3.6 million in 2006, A 
simple projection of the 2007 number by get- 
ting the monthly average for the first seven 
months and multiplying it by 12 will yield 4.2 
million for this year—larger than 2006, but 
smaller than 2005 and about 20 percent less 
than the 2004 figure 

Thisis progress? 
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OPINION POLLING ON THE JUDICIARY GOES 

back to 1985, when only 49 percent of Filipinos 
agreed, in a national poll for the Philippine Bar 
Association, that "Whether rich or poor, people 
‘who have cases in court generally receive equal 
treatment.” There has been no improvement 
since then: in SWS national polls, only 43 percent 
in 1993, 41 percent in 1997, 36 percent in 1999, 
and 40 percent in 2003 considered rich and poor 
equally treated in court. 

Many in the profession accepted the findings. 
In 1985, then Judge Miriam Defensor-Santiago 
said, "The survey results coincide with the reali- 
ties of the courtroom,” and Fr. Joaquin Bernas, 
S.J. called the answers “a severe indictment of 
jlawyers in general.” However, many felt that the 
voices of lawyers, and of judges especially, are es- 
sential in evaluating the judiciary. 

The voices of the judiciary were heard, most 
recently, by the research project “Diagnostic 
Study of the Challenges in the Judiciary” It was 
based on 1,072 responses from all the 1,512 
judges in Regional Trial Courts and lower levels, 
to whom SWS mailed questionnaires in 2005/06, 
in close cooperation with the Supreme Court. 
This was a full referendum, not a sample survey, 
of judges at those levels. 

‘Young judges, heavy loads. With many posi- 
tions having been recently vacated, and then re- 
filled, there are now many judges relatively new 
оп the job. One in five has at most two years, and 
two in five have at most five years, of experience 
on the bench. 

The median caseload is 382 cases per Regional 
"Trial Court judge, and 236 cases per judge in low- 
ег courts. For RTCs and lower courts combined, 
the median is 300 cases per judge. 

Improving compensation. À decade ago, four 
ош of five judges called their compensation inad- 
equate, Now, thankfully, only three out of five say 
this. Those who say the pay is adequate are still a 
minority, but have grown steadily in number from 
17 percent in 1996 to 36 percent in 2006. 

Adding fringe benefits is a way of raising com- 
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pensation. What judges would most appreciate 
are health and hospitalization insurance and 
improved retirement benefits. 

‘They are particularly adamant that the policy 
of adjusting benefits for retired justices, whenev- 
er salaries of incumbent justices are increased, al- 
so be applied to ordinary judges. 

Physical security. This is an extremely impor- 
tant concern: 85 percent of judges say they need 
adequate life/disability insurance, but only 11 
percent say they have it. 

Sixty-four percent say they need, but only 16 
percent say they actually have, a personal 
firearm with license to carry. Twenty-eight per- 
cent say they need, but only 4 percent have, an 
armed bodyguard. 

Discomfort with the Rules of Court. The 
Supreme Court is sensitive to criticism that “the 
Rules of Court are cumbersome.” The percentage 
of judges who disagree that the Rules are cum- 
bersome fell from 58 percent in 2004 to 37 per- 
cent in 2006; that's not good. 

Judges who see the Rules as cumbersome say: 
“They make unreasonable demands on the time 
and resources of judges"; “they allow dilatory tac- 
tics of lawyers”: and “they become complex be- 
cause of numerous circulars.” 

Equally worrisome is the fall in those who dis- 
agree that “the Rules of Court encourage corrup- 
tion,” from 80-81 percent in 1996 and 2004 to 64 
percent in 2006. The Rules seen as most con- 
ducive to corruption are on execution of judg- 
ment and provisional remedies. 

Amenability to the Continuous Trial System. 
(CTS). A 43-percent plurality of judges now say 


that CTS works, versus a minority 31 percent two 
years ago. Those who say CTS does not work are 
now a minority 35 percent, from a majority 60 per- 
cent before. This is a turnaround for the better. 

The problems most cited by judges about CTS 
are the unavailability of prosecutors, lawyers, lit 
igants, and lawyers from the Public Attorney's Of- 
fice. Judges unhappy with CTS also have the 
greatest tendency to complain about the clogging 
of court dockets. 

Consistency in court decisions. To assess 
daims that court decisions are too unpredictable, 
SWS asked the judges if certain court-levels tend 
to base their decisions on precedents, or if they 
tend to look for exceptions to them. This resulted 
in ratings for consistency of 81 percent for the 
Supreme Court, also 81 percent for the Regional 
Courts, and also 81 percent for lower trial courts, 
but only 72 percent for the Court of Appeals. 

Corruption. When asked to roughly estimate 
the number of corrupt judges or justices in specif- 
iccourts, 17 percent of those who responded saw 
“many/very many" such judges in ће КТС. The 
other “many/very many” scores were: 14 percent 
in the metropolitan and municipal courts, 12 per- 
cent in the Court of Appeals, 4 percent in the 
Shari'a Courts, 4 percent in the Sandiganbayan, 
and 2 percent in the Supreme Court. 

Judges who see consistency in the decisions of 
а specific court-category also tend to see fewer 
corrupt judges in that category. 

SWS submitted its new study on the judiciary 
to then Chief Justice Artemio Panganiban early 
last December. Earlier referenda of judges com- 
pleted in 1996 and 2004 are discussed in a forth- 
coming book, Insiders’ Views of The State of 
the Judiciary and the Legal Profession in the 
Philippines. All three studies were sponsored by 
the Asia Foundation, with support from the US 
Agency for International Development.

A Tribute To Teachers” 


TODAY 115,000 TEACHERS WILL. GATHER 
at the Araneta Coliseum to celebrate the nobility 
of being a teacher. Over the years the face of the 
Filipino teacher has not changed. Underpaid and 
overworked, yet they are tasked to form the foun- 
dation of our future—educating the Filipino 
youth. 

Ours is a culture that puts little value in the 
teaching profession. Even teachers themselves 
seem to acknowledge this by adopting a “teacher 
lang" attitude, when in fact, it is the only profes- 
sion that has a hand in shaping the nation's fu- 
ture. Future leaders, businessmen, en- 
trepreneurs, home-based professionals, all have 
their teachers to thank for their education. 

Our teachers carry a heavy burden, in their 
hands lie the formation of the hearts and minds of 
the youth while they themselves have to embody 
the values and principles that they teach. Though 
far from perfect, we have many teachers who 
silently fulfill this task without asking for recogni- 
tion or attention 

‘Teachers who put the country above them- 
selves and their families to protect our votes; 
teachers who walk kilometers each day to reach 
their students who are waiting in their makeshift 
classrooms to learn; teachers who share their 
own meager salaries with students who cannot 
afford to buy books, pencils or food; teachers who 
act as second parents to abused, neglected stu- 
dents seeking love and attention not provided in 
their homes; teachers who have chosen to stay in 
the profession despite other better offers abroad 
or locally because they uphold the greater retum 
of an inspired and educated youth. They are the 
“Filipino teacher” who lives for the benefit of her 
students. 

Giving due recognition is one thing, but to en- 
able policy changes to effect the needed upgrad- 
ing of standards for our teachers is another. How 
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can we improve the quality of our education sys- 
tem when the very basic issue of compensation 
for teachers cannot be settled? The private sector 
has not been remiss in its duties to uplift the qual- 
ity of education; in fact it makes sure that its ef- 
forts support the Department of Education's pro- 
grams and policies. But the DepEd's frequent 
change of leadership has made it difficult for the 
agency to follow through and maintain its pro- 
grams 

What is more alarming is that the education 
crisis is not even about just public schools any- 
more but private schools as well. Only a number 
of top-tier private schools can be labeled as suc- 
cessful, with the remaining private schools hav- 
ing to contend with students shifting from private 
to public and the lack of policy support. 

Education expert Mario Taguiwalo and former 
Education Secretary Florencio "Butch" Abad con- 
tend that the reform process in our education sys- 
tem is essentially political and it is important to 
recognize it as such. 

Private sector resource mobilization efforts, 
such as the 57-75 campaign, are commendable 
and are steps toward creating a deeper awareness 
of—and triggering--structural changes in educa- 
tion. But the key still lies in the leadership and re- 
form process within the education department. 

Much still needs to be done, but we should cel- 
ebrate our victories—the things that give us hope, 
that allow us to strive harder and aim higher. Our 
teachers are one of them. 

The Philippines is highly respected in the spe- 
cialized field of robotics. In the World Robotics 


Olympiad held in China last year, our students 
competed against the best of the best among 16 
countries. We won the Gold Medal in the Open 
category for the First Asia Institute of Technology 
and Humanities in Tanauzn City, Batangas and 
the Best Team Spirit for Grace Christian High 
School. 

Mylene Abiva of FELTA Multi-media—organiz- 
ers of the Philippine Robotics Olympiad—said 
that the Philippines is indeed making a name for 
itself in ће field of robotics. 

‘The Department of Science and Technology is 
taking this on as a project for the youth. It takes a 
different skill set—one that involves creativity 
and innovation—EQ rather than 10. It goes to 
show that there are other, more critical areas 
wherein which our youth can excel. More than 
just creating batches of American-accented En- 
Hlish speakers for call centers, we can still ven- 
Ture into other areas that tap the resourcefulness 
and creativity of our youth. 

This is the time for us to work hand-in-hand 
with our teachers to discover new areas of con- 
gruence, new solutions to old problems. Itis time 
for us to thank them for the years of educating 
our children, for being role models and inspiring 
hope for our country. 

Today we give honor to the countless, name- 
less heroes of our nation—our teachers.

“Worlds of Wisdom” is simply a 
diversion, albeit one that has become a rebound- 
ing success.

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Revise Anti-Wiretapping Act 


LOST IN THE MIDST OF THE GARCI 
tapes controversy is an anomalous situa- 
tion in Republic Act 4200, (Anti Wire- 
tapping Act). 

‘The law is good in that it protects 
against illegal intrusion into people's 
right to privacy of conversation. The law 
is bad in that it bans all kinds of wiretaps 
unless authorized by a written order is- 
sued by a judge. 

Consider this dreadful situation. Your 
child is kidnapped. You receive a tele- 
phone call from the kidnapper who lets 
you hear your child's crying voice. He 
demands ransom money. He instructs 
you not to call the police. He calls you in 
30 minutes to know if you have raised 
the money and gives directions of 
where, when and how the ransom will 
be delivered by you. 


Since it is impossible to go to court to 
get a written order within 30 minutes, 
you wiretap your phone. You record the 
kidnapper's voice and ransom instruc- 
tions. Because of the recorded conversa- 
tion, the police are able to investigate 
and arrest the kidnapper. 

Who goes to jail? The kidnapper? No. 
You go tojail. 

All because RA 4200 absolutely bans 
the use of illegally wiretapped evidence 
in a court of law or in any criminal, civil 
or administrative proceedings. 

The prosecutor cannot introduce the 
wiretapped voice of the kidnapper as ev- 
idence to prove the identity of, and in- 
structions given, by the kidnapper 
Lawyers love to call this, “the fruit of the 
poisonous tree.” Therefore, inadmissible 
evidence. The kidnapper is set free. 
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The kidnap- 
per turns the ta- 5 5 
bles on you. He sues you for violation of 
RA 4200 because you wiretapped him 
without a written court order. You, the 
victim of the crime, go to jail. 

RA 4200 admits of no exception to 
wiretapped conversations. The only le- 
gal use of wiretapping is when autho- 
ized in writing by a judge who must 
first interview you to see if his order to 
wiretap is justified. 

ВА 4200 must be amended to admit 
of some exceptions such as the one just 
described.

Opposition Rep. Carlos Padilla, in а 
privilege speech last Wednesday, alleged 
that Abalos brokered the deal for ZTE 
with the Philippine government. The 
Nueva Vizcaya congressman alleged that 
Abalos was seen playing golf with ZTE of- 
ficials in Manila and Shenzen, China. He 
also alleged that the Comelec chair had 
received lavish gifts and women from his 
Chinese hosts. 


Golfing tradition 

In earlier reports, Abalos admitted to 
being golfing buddies with ZTE officials 
and that the latter paid for his trips to Chi- 
na. He said there was nothing wrong with 


the visits as they were part of golfing tra- 
dition, “I foot their bills when they come 
here.” 


He denied that his Chinese hosts had 
supplied him with women in Shenzen. 

Abalos also denied having had a hand in 
ZTE' dealings with the Philippine govern- 
ment on the NBN project. 

He said all he did was help the ZTE offi- 
cials obtain an audience with Teves as he 
found the ZTE proposal favorable for the 
Philippines. 

Ata press conference yesterday, the em- 
battled Abalos surmised that a Comelec of- 
ficial—largely suspected to be him—was 
being linked to the now controversial na- 
tional broadband network deal because the 
contract is alleged to have been signed at a 
time when there was an election ban 
against the signing of government con- 
tracts. 


Ban during election campaign 

“The suspicion is because allegedly this 
contract was signed during the election pe- 
riod.

On April 21, 2007, at the height of the 
campaign for the May 14 midterm elec- 
tions, Mendoza and Yu Yong, the ZTE vice 
president, signed the P329-million deal in 
ceremonies witnessed by President Maca- 
pagal-Arroyo in Boao, China. 

That same day, Trade Secretary Peter 
Favila signed on behalf of the Department 
of Education a $460-million contract with 
Chinese authorities for a satellite-based 
backbone for the Philippines’ cyber educa- 
tion project.

Exemptions may be made for contracts 
or disbursement of funds if these are to be 
used in response to a calamity or disaster, 
and these must be done with the consent of 
the Comelec. 

Yesterday was the first time that Abalos 
acknowledged that the election ban on con- 
tracts could be a possible reason why a 
Comelec official was being linked to the 
controversial deal. 

“Abalos said the Comelec en banc had giv- 
en him the authority to decide whether ex: 
emptions should be granted during the May 
electoral campaign. His decisions were lat- 
er reviewed by the entire commission, he 
said. 

But he stressed that the Comelec never 
issued any clearance for the ZTE Corp. con- 
tract as no request for an exemption was 
made by any government agency. 

“That's why I'm being suspected. 1 am 
telling you now, we have not issued any 
clearance or any exemption for that mat- 
ter,” Abalos said. 


Additional credit. 

Another controversy has put the NBN 
project in the headlines following the sign- 
ing last week of an additional $400 million 
in preferential buyers’ credit from the Chi- 
na Export-Import Bank. 

Favila, who witnessed the signing, said 
the additional amount was not particular- 
ly intended for the $329-million NBN pro- 
ject. 

“China has extended this [credit line that 
now totals $1.4 billion] to help in our de- 
velopment efforts. It is up to us which prior- 
ity projects would benefit from this fund- 
ing,” he said. 

He said the NBN project was not even 
mentioned during the signing ceremony 
Jast Saturday which was attended by Chi- 
nese Commerce Minister Bo Xilai. 

“We talked about updates on the 
Northrail project, which was the first pro- 
{ject to avail of funds from [the loan package 
from China];" he said.

“If there are still wayward minds out 
there, I enjoin you my brothers to come 
home and be true Marines once again,” he 
said.

Puno sees no trouble 

Interior Secretary Ronaldo Puno, who 
served in the same post under Estrada, said 
he was in regular contact with the Estrada 
family. 

“I don’t know if he (Estrada) is planning 
anything. He is just waiting for the deci- 
sion. We need to let the law take its course,” 
Puno told reporters. 

He also said he believed there would be 
no repeat of the 2001 siege of Malacahang 
by Estrada supporters, much less an attempt 
to destabilize the Arroyo administration.

Similar aliases 
According to Bacarro, the 
Delfin de Guzman whom con- 
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fessed communist guerilla 
Emerito Lipio said ordered him 
to shadow Burgos, and the 
Delfin De Guzman presented 
last year by the military to the 
media as the assassin of Tabara 
and other communist leaders 
are "two different persons.” 

Burgos’ mother Edita had ac- 
cused the military of trying to 
muddle the case saying De Guz- 
man could not have ordered Lipio 
to shadow her son since De Guz- 
man was detained at that time. 

Burgos' mother said she had 
learned that De Guzman was 
arrested in Norzagaray, Bulacan 
in May 2006 for his alleged in- 
volvement in the killings of 
Tabara and Kintanar. 

Bacarro said AFP records 
would show that the military 
had arrested NPA members tak- 
ing on similar aliases. 


No cover-up 

“There was a Delfin de Guz- 
man who was apprehended in 
Cavite,” he said.

“This project is a big help to us marginal- 
ized farmers and our families, because it 
provides us additional income and we can 
now buy some important things we need in 
‘our homes," he said. 

His group, called the Local Initiatives for 
Rural Industry and Occupational Sustain- 
ability, is composed of 80 farmers with 
small rain-fed rice fields, tenants, farm la- 
borers, mat weavers, vendors and even 
some jobless people. 

‘Together with more than 400 other poor 
farmers in the area, they supply the Tolosa 
Pure Vinegar Processing Plant with coconut 
sap. They earn more by working in the 
plant or through sales commission. 


P2.5-M grant 

‘Their organization is a beneficiary of a 
2.5-million grant from the Japan Fund for 
Poverty Reduction-Sustainable Livelihood 
Projects for the Poor in Southern Philip- 
pines, through the Infrastructure for Rural 
productivity Enhancement Sector (InfRES) 
project of the Department of Agriculture. 

Of the amount, P2.17 million was ear- 
marked for livelihood, P124,300 for train- 
ing, and P217,507 for administration. 

The beneficiaries are taught coconut vinegar 
making, business attitude and skills like mar- 
keting, bookkeeping, monitoring and evalua- 
Чоп, and plant operations, health and safety. 

Chipping in about P600,000 in cash and 
kind for the project were the municipal gov- 
emment through Mayor Hilario Cadaan, the 
offices of Leyte Gov. Jericho Petilla and Rep. 
Remedios Petilla, and the Tools and Concepts 
for Community Development. 

‘Coconut vinegar making is the flagship 
product of Tolosa, in line with the govern- 
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ment's “One Town, One Product” program. 

The processing plant stands on a 1,000- 3 
square-meter lot surrounded by coconut 
trees in Barangay San Roque. Itis about 300 
meters away from the national highway. 

Its building has fermentation and pas- 
teurization rooms, laboratory room, pack- 
aging room, stockroom and office. A waste- 
settling pond is found at the rear. 

The facility can produce 45 gallons of 
natural vinegar per day, said Fiorello Lirios, 
executive director of the Tools and Con- 
cepts for Community Development which 
made the feasibility study and submitted 
the proposal for the livelihood project to 
concerned agencies. 


Tolosa Farm Delights 

Its two products—Pure Coconut Vinegar 
and Hot and Spicy Coconut Vinegar—bear 
the brand Tolosa Farm Delights and are sold 
atP65 and P75. “What the plant produces is 
naturally fermented vinegar with 4.5-per- 
cent acidity,” said Lirios. К 

His group has been providing the beneficia- 
ries with technical and managerial assistance. 

At first, the plant used the traditional way. 

«of making vinegar, using big earthen or clay 
jars as containers. The Department of Science 
‘and Technology taught them how to use an ` 
acetator to make the vinegar clean and safe, 
and hasten production. Natural fermenta- 
tion, which took 60 days to attain the 4.5- 
percent acidity, was reduced to only one day. 

Nine acetators were acquired, making 
the plant the biggest vinegar-making facili- 
tyin Eastern Visayas today. 

“Our products are still natural because noth- 
ing has been added to the coconut sap, the raw 
material in coco vinegar making,” Lirios said. 

‘The Department of Trade and Industry also 
helped train beneficiaries in product develop- 
ment and in marketing through trade fairs.

Villena had a hastly-called din- 
ner with President Macapagal-Ar- 
toyo in Malacafiang on Wednesday 
to seek her help in solving the min- 
ing conflict between tribal groups 
and an Australian mining firm. 
‘The next day, Environment Sec- 
retary Lito Atienza ordered Oxiana 
Philippines Inc. (OPD to stop its 
planned exploration activities in 
the area, until the issues raised by 
the people there were resolved, ac- 
cording to media reports. 


Dialogue with the President 
In a statement made over the 
Catholic Church-run radio sta- 
tion dwRV on Friday, Villena 
gave accounts of how he had to 
ask Ms Arroyo for a dialogue on 
Wednesday, hours after several 
tribal men and women in Kasibu 
were hurt following an attempt 
to dismantle their human barri- 
cade in remote Paquet Village. 
"Over dinner, I told the President 
about the highly explosive and crit- 
ical situation in Nueva Vizcaya. I 
told her my fear that there could be 
bloodshed and that lives might be 
lost because of the persistence of 
the mining company" Villena said. 


Quick action 

Immediately the President 
called Atienza on the phone and 
asked him to talk to the bishop. 

“(Secretary Atienza) assured 
me that he would act on my re- 
quest immediately.

Military says 
99 NPA rebels 
turn selves in 


ALABEL, SARANGANI—TOP OF- 
ficers of the Armed Forces of the 
Philippines presided over the sur- 
render of 99 communist guerril- 
Jas who were quoted as saying 
hardship, hunger and demoral- 
ization in the mountains forced 
them to turn themselves in. 

The guerrillas were operating 
in Sarangani and South Cotaba- 
to, according to the military. 

"The former New People's Army 
(NPA) rebels, led by a certain 
Laide Malinao alias Commander 
Rustom, also tumed-over 92 
firearms to the military during the 
ceremony held at the Alabel Gym- 
nasium 2:30 p.m. Thursday. 

The firearms include M-16 
assault rifles, Garands, Car- 
ines, .38 cal. revolvers and one 
grenade launcher. 

In an interview with re- 
porters, Malinao said life in the 
mountains has become difficult 
due to lack of food and continu- 
ing military offensives. 

He said this was exacerbated 
when many among the NPA rebels 
were demoralized due to the arrest 
of CPRNPA founding chair Jose Ma. 
Sison in Utrecht, The Netherlands. 

Sison was ordered arrested by 
the Dutch government for al- 
Jegedly ordering the assassination 
of Kintanar and Tabara, former 
high-ranking CPP-NPA leaders, 

Col. Gaudencio Pangilinan, 
commanding officer of the 
1002nd Army Brigade based in 
Malungon in Sarangani, said 
the military did not convince 
the former rebels to surrender.

Courts urged 
to use Filipino 
in proceedings 


CITY OF MALOLOS—A SUPREME COURT 
justice has urged judges, lawyers and court 
officials to follow the example set by three 
Bulacan courts that have started using Fil- 
ipino in their court proceedings. 

During the program commemorating the 
157th birth anniversary of propagandist Marce- 
lo Н. del Pilar at the Bulacan State University 
here on Thursday Associate Justice Ruben Reyes 
commended the program started by the courts 
here to use Filipino in their proceedings to expe- 
dite handling of cases, among other things. 

А native of Hagonoy, Bulacan, Reyes told 
teachers, government officials and students that 
the use of Filipino in Del Pilars Dyaryong Taga- 
log played a crucial role in enlightening Filipinos 
about the oppression during the Spanish period. 

He admitted that the use of Filipino in 
court hearings is a sensitive issue especially 
in non Tagalog-speaking regions. 

“There is a strong resistance to the use of 
Filipino among the 
lawyers and judges. So we will be doing 
this gradually," he said. 

Last month, 12 stenographers from Branch- 
es 6, 80 and 81 of the regional trial court in 
Bulacan completed their training on the tak- 
ing of stenographic notes in Filipino following 
a directive from the Supreme Court. 

The three RTCs will use Filipino, instead 
of English, in their court proceedings. 

Retired Court of Appeals Justice Jose de 
la Rama said the three branches would 
serve as the model for other courts. 

The program was initiated by De la Rama, 
retired Judge Cesar Peralejo, a member of the 
Judicial and Bar Council, and lawyer Rosa 
Maria Bautista, a member of the linguist 
committee of the University of the Philip- 
pines College of Law. The stenographers un- 
derwent training for a month at the BulSU.

Team formed to keep boat 
rides in Pagsanjan safe 


CALAMBA CITY—A TEAM WAS 
formed to keep tourists on boat 
rides along the Pagsanjan River 
safe following the stranding of 
Korean and local tourists recently. 

Mayor Emilio Ramon Ejercito 
said the team will be composed 
of representatives from the De- 
partment of Environment and 
Natural Resources, local envi- 
ronment office and municipal 
government of Pagsanjan. 

Officials from the provincial 
and local tourism offices were 
also asked to join the panel, the 
mayor said. 

“What we need right now is a 
scientific approach to avoid freak 
accidents like what happened 
last Tuesday,” Ejercito told the IN- 
лиев over the phone. 

‘Thirty-eight Koreans and Fil- 
ipinos were trapped between 
huge rocks on their way to the 
Pagsanjan Falls when a heavy 
downpour caused the river to 
swell along the boundary of 
Pagsanjan and Cavinti towns. 

‘After being stranded for at least 
six hours, the vacationers and 
boatmen were safely plucked 
from the area by rescuers.

Romi Garduce back 
from latest conquest

MOUNTAINEER ROMI GARDUCE YESTER- 
day thought he could slip back into the 
country as quietly as he left two weeks ago. 

But Garduce, one of the first Filipinos to 

have conquered Mt. Everest, was pleasant- 
ly surprised to find media persons waiting 
for him at the Ninoy Aquino International 
Airport when he arrived yesterday after- 
тооп from Moscow. 
“О, anong ginagawa nyo dito? Anong meron? 
(Hey, what are you doing here? Whats up?” 
said a grinning Garduce upon seeing the re- 
porters and photographers at the airport. 

He did not expect a fanfare that came 
with his celebrated success in reaching the 
summit of Mt. Everest in Мау last year. 

But completing a trek up Russia's Mt. El- 
brus, the highest mountain in Europe, was 
no mean feat for Garduce and simply could 
not escape media's prying eyes. 


Historic feat 

The 38-year-old information technology 
professional returned with another historic 
feat: He's the only Filipino to ever have 
scaled four of the Seven Summits, the tallest 
peaks in each of the world’s continents. 

But while he has set foot on the planet's 
highest point, conquering any mountain is 
just never the same. 

“This is my second attempt sa mountain 
(Elbrus). 1 failed the last time. So there was 
an additional fuel for me to finish it. Right 
after you finish, you should be happy right? 
But when I got there at the peak, I only felt 
two things: First, relief that I finished it, 
and secondly, three more to go,” Garduce 
said, laughing at the thought. 

He had been forced to abort his expedi- 
tion up Mt. Elbrus three years ago because 
of severe weather. 

“You already start thinking what's next, 
what you will do the next time, when you 
are just descending the mountain,” he said. 


Surprises 

‘The Balanga, Bataan, native reached the 
peak of 5,642-meter Mt. Elbrus at 11:02 
a.m. (Russia time) on Aug. 27. Besides Ever- 
est, he had earlier climbed Kilimanjaro in 
‘Tanzania, Africa, in September 2002, and 
Aconcagua in Argentina in January 2005. 

While Everest was a colder and more 
tricky climb, Elbrus had its own surprises 
for the experienced mountaineer. 

“Elbrus is notorious for sudden change of 
weather, especially when you are close to 
the summit. In fact, 20 minutes before we 
reached the summit, we almost aborted be- 
cause of strong winds and white-out. You 
won't see anything. White-out is like you're 
inside a pingpong ball,” he said. 

As Garduce described it, the "tourist 
mountain" highly commercialized as it is

surrounded by ski resorts—has been an 
“underestimated” peak. 

Garduce and six other climbers in the in- 
ternational expedition stayed at the peak 
for just four minutes and headed back 
down, wary that bad weather might strike 
anytime. The entire trek took 10 days to 
complete. 

‘A day later, he related, two incidents of 
avalanche were reported near the summit, 
aborting the day's summit attempts. 


New challenge 

“Every mountain is a challenge. Thats 
my realization. You can never be compla- 
cent that just because you've climbed Ever- 
est, you can climb all. It's not like that. Ev- 
ery mountain is a new challenge that comes 
with new difficulties, a different way of ac- 
climatization,” he told the INQUIRER. 

Asked when his next expedition would 
be, Garduce said he would take a break first 
and focus on writing a book about his Mt. 
Everest climb. The remaining mountains on 
the checklist are the tallest peaks in North 
America, Australia and Antartica. 

“I haven't decided yet but maybe, the 
next mountain is McKinley in Alaska... but 
in the next three months, my focus will be 
my book. I'm writing my book first about 
the Everest experience,” Garduce said. 


Comelec firm on Bedol verdict

THE COMMISSION ON ELECTIONS (COM- 
elec) has junked the motion of Maguin- 
danao provincial election supervisor Lin- 
tang Bedol to overturn a six-month impris- 
onment for indirect contempt. 

Comelec Chair Benjamin Abalos told re- 
porters yesterday that the election body has 
denied Bedol's motion for reconsideration 
for lack of merit. 

He said the Maguindanao election super- 
visor “was not able to offer any evidence or 
material that would make the Comelec re- 
verse its position" on the case. 

Despite the denial of Bedol's motion for 
reconsideration, another avenue is still 
open to the beleaguered provincial election 
supervisor since he can still appeal the ver- 
dict to the Supreme Court. 

In a 21-page decision on Aug. 7, the 


Comelec unanimously sentenced Bedol t 
six months and a P1,000 fine for indirec 
contempt following his failure to appea 
before the poll body despite repeated sum 
mons to answer questions on alleged cheat 
ing activities in Maguindanao. 

Apart from this, the poll body's guilt 
verdict was also based on Bedol's failure t 
attend the scheduled canvassing of th 
provincial certificates of canvass (CoC) c 
Maguindanao in May and the hearing c 
Task Force Maguindanao in June, as well 
his unlawful assumption of the custody с 
the municipal CoC and other election ос, 
ments of Maguindanao.

UP studes hit ‘code of silence’ in Case zum

THE NATIONAL BUREAU OF 
Investigation (NBI) will help in 
investigating the death of sus- 
pected hazing victim Cris An- 
thony Mendez on the request of 
his family. 

Mendez grandfather, Servando de Ocam- 
po, 55, of Tiaong, Quezon, said they asked the 
agency to help the Quezon City Police District 
(QCPD) in ensuring justice for the University 
of the Philippines Diliman senior. 

‘This developed as some 200 UP students 
and members of the faculty rallied yesterday 
to denounce fraternity violence in the Diliman 
campus. Without naming the fraternity in- 
volved, they decried the “code of silence” in 
the 20-year-old students case. 

The university student council, headed by 
president Shahana Abdulwahid, said 
Mendez death should be a challenge to the 
student body to re-orient their organizations 
based on the principles of service to others and 
to country and not to violence. 

Officers and members of the UP College of 


Law joined the call for justice and urged 
Congress to review the anti-hazing law and 
recommend “a solution to the ambiguities still 
evident.” Mendez. was a public administration 
student and council officer. 

NBLNational Capital Region chief Ruel 
Lasala said they would assist the QCPD in 
looking for Dr. Francisco Cruz, chief ophthal- 
mologist of the Veterans Memorial Medical 
Center, to shed light on the incident. Cruz al- 
legedly brought Mendez, a public administra- 
tion student, to the VMMC. Unconfirmed re- 
ports said the doctors son was a member of 
the UP fraternity that was reportedly recruit- 
ing Mendez. 

“We are also looking for a certain Paolo, 
said to be a classmate of Mendez, because he 
was seen leaving the boardinghouse with the 
victim,” Lasala said. The death certificate indi- 
cated that Mendez suffered from “traumatic 
injuries on the trunk.” 

De Ocampo said, on the night of Aug. 27, 
Mendezss mother Cristina received a text mes- 
sage saying her son passed away and his body 
жаз at the St. Peter Memorial Chapel on Que- 
zon Avenue.

A FEW WEEKS AGO, 11 FRA- 
ternities in the University of the 
Philippines in Diliman gathered 
at the Iskolar ng Bayan Village 
near the campus to build houses 
for homeless marginalized 
members of the community.

The judge reportedly con- 
nives with corrupt policemen 
and crooked agents of the Na- 
tional Bureau of Investigation. 

Millions of pesos worth of 
goods have allegedly been con- 
fiscated by police and NBI 
agents from Chinese merchants 
in Baclaran, Parafiaque and Di- 
visoria, Manila, but they were 
never used as evidence. 

Instead, they were reportedly 
divided among the police or 
NBI raiders and the judge, ac- 
cording to my sources. 

The modus operandi of the 
corrupt cops or NBI agents is to 
swoop down on the big malls in 
Baclaran or Divisoria suspected 
of selling smuggled goods, 
armed with a search warrant is- 
sued by the Manila judge. 

The confiscated goods end up 
in the hands of the raiders and 
the judge, instead of the court's 
evidence custodian. 

‘These are not raids but plain 
robbery. 

The latest caper was pulled 
by alleged NBI agents in a 
Baclaran mall Thursday. They 
raided stores selling what they 
said was fake jewelry. 

So, what if its fake jewelry, it 
was meant for ordinary shop- 
pers who know they are buying 
fancy jewelry, not real ones. 

Why should they raid a store 
that sells fancy jewelry?

US Marine tells court he was ordered 
to execute roomful of Iraqi women, kids 


CAMP PENDLETON, CALIFOR- 
nia—A US, Marine was ordered 
to execute а room full of terrified 
Iraqi women and children during 
an alleged massacre in Haditha 
that left 24 people dead, a mili- 
tary courtheard on Thursday. 
The testimony came in the 
opening of a preliminary hearing 
for Marine Sergeant Frank Wu- 
terich, who faces 17 counts of 
murder over the Haditha killings, 
the most serious war crimes alle- 
gations faced by US troops in Iraq. 
Wuterich, dressed in desert 
khakis, spoke confidently to con- 
firm his name as the hearing to de- 
cide if he faces a court martial be- 
gan at the Marines’ Camp Pendle- 
ton base in southern California. 
The 27-year-old listened in- 
tently'as Lance Corporal Hum- 
berto Mendoza recounted how 
Marines had responded after a 
roadside bomb attack on their 
convoy in Haditha on Nov. 19, 
2005, left one comrade dead. 
Mendoza said Marines under 
Wuterich's command began 
clearing nearby houses suspect- 
ed of containing insurgents re- 
sponsible for the bombing. 

At one house Wuterich gave an 
order to shoot on sight as Marines 


waited for a response after knock- 
ing on the door, said Mendoza. 

“He said Just wait till they open 
the door, then shoot,” Mendoza 
said. Mendoza then said he him- 
self shot and killed an adult male 
who appeared in a doorway. 

During a subsequent search 
of the house, Mendoza said he 
received an order from another 
Marine, Lance Corporal 
Stephen Tatum, to shoot seven 
women and children he had 
found in a rear bedroom. 

“When I opened the door there 
was just women and kids, two 
adults were lying down on the 
bed and there were three chil- 
dren on the bed ... two more were 
behind the bed,” Mendoza said. 

"1 looked at them for a few 
seconds. Just enough to know 
they were not presenting a 
threat... they looked scared.” AF 
ter leaving the room Mendoza 
told Tatum what he had found. 

“I told him there were womeri 
and kids inside there. He said: 
"Well, shoot them," Mendoza told 
prosecutor Lieutenant Colonel 
Sean Sullivan. 

"And what did you say to 
him?" Sullivan asked. 

“1 said: ‘But they're just wom- 


еп апа children.’ He didn't say nothing.” 
Mendoza said he rerumed to a position at 
the front of the house and heard a door open 
behind him followed by a loud noise. Return- 
ing later that afternoon to retrieve bodies, Men- 
doza said he found a room full of corpses. AFP 
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Burma protests persist despite arrests 

BANGKOK, Thailand—Linking arms for mutual support, grim in the 
face of plainclothes paramilitary gangs, small groups of protesters in 
Burma (also known as Myanmar) have staged street demonstrations 
for nearly two weeks in the most sustained defiance of the junta їп a 
decade. The protests have dwindied in size since they began on Aug. 

19, but to the surprise of outside analysts, they have continued to erupt 
in several parts of the country. They do not appear to be centrally orga- 
nized and have continued despite the arrests of a number of antigovern- 
ment leaders. "A week and a half ago, people were saying the protests 
didn't have that much future,” said Dave Mathieson, an expert on Bur- 
ma with Human Rights Watch in Thailand. “But they are starting to 
spread, and they are continuing in Rangoon.” Rangoon, now known as 
‘Yangon, is the country's commercial capital. NYT 


Ex-astronaut allowed to shed ankle bracelet 
ORLANDO, Fla.—Former Nasa astronaut Lisa 
Nowak no longer has to wear an electronic an- 
kle bracelet before her trial next month on 
charges she attacked a romantic rival when a 
love triangle with a fellow ex-astronaut unrav- 
eled in February, a Florida judge ordered on 
Thursday. But Judge Marc Lubet added three 
states and Washington, DC, to the list of places 
to which she cannot travel. Lubet said in a court 
order that Nowak, a Navy captain, had complied 
with all conditions of her pretrial release, includ- 
ing one that bars her from traveling to Brevard 
County, Florida, home of her alleged victim, Air 
Force Capt. Colleen Shipman. The judge noted 
that since the alleged assault, Shipman had gone to Nowak's hometown 
of Houston three or four times to visit former Nasa astronaut Bill Oe- 
felein, whom both women had been dating. Reuters 


US senator in sex sting abandoned by fellow GOPs 
WASHINGTON—A Republican senator who has represented his state in 
the US Congress for 27 years is finding himself increasingly isolated 
from his political allies as more members of his party call for him to re- 
sign over his arrest in an airport men's room on a disorderly conduct 
charge. A spokesperson for Sen. Larry Craig denied widespread specu- 
lation in Washington that the senator—up for reelection next. 
year—was preparing to quit. Republican Senate leaders pushed Craig 
{гот senior committee positions. A White House spokesperson ex- 
pressed disappointment in the 62-year-old lawmaker, who pleaded 
gulity earlier this month to a charge stemming from an undercover po- 
lice operation last June in a Minneapolis airport bathroom. AP 
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The four women and three men were 
handed over in two batches to officials of 
the International Committee of the Red 
Cross in Ghazni province in southeast 
Afghanistan, from where the Taliban seized 
23 Christian volunteers on July 19. 

It was the largest case of abductions in 
the resurgent Taliban campaign since US- 
led troops ousted the Islamists from power 
in2001. 

"The remaining bostages released are in 
good health, and the hostage drama is over,” 
said Merajuddin Pattan, governor of Ghazni. 
"We have identified the people responsible 
for that and they will be punished in the com- 
ing weeks. We will teach them a lesson.” 

Reporters were not allowed to speak to 
the released captives as they stepped down 
from a minibus after dusk outside Ghazni 
town, the women covering their heads and 
faces with scarves. 

The Taliban killed two male hostages last 
month, but later agreed to release 19 others 
they were still holding after Seoul agreed to 
pull all its nationals out of the insurgency- 
wracked central Asian country. 

Some Afghan officials say South Korea 
agreed to pay a ransom during negotiations 
with the Taliban, which one foreign diplomat 
said started out as a demand for $20 million. 

The South Korean government was 
praised at home on Thursday for its part in 
securing the release of its nationals. But some 
said Seoul may have set a dangerous prece- 
dent in directly negotiating with the Taliban. 

"The Canadian position on dealings with 
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terrorists is well-known to all those with 
even a passing familiarity with the subject. 
We do not negotiate with terrorists, for any 
reason," Canadian Foreign Minister 
Maxime Bernier said in a statement, 

In New York, UN Secretary-General Ban 
Ki-moon, a former South Korean Foreign 
Minister, was "happy that those released 
are now on their way to being safely reu 
ed with their loved ones,” said UN 
spokesperson Marie Okabe. 

But she said Ban was "deeply concerned 
for the safety and welfare of the other na- 
tionals who are being held against their will 
in Afghanistan," including a German and 
four Afghans. 

South Korea's presidential Blue House 
said that under the deal it struck with the 
Taliban, it must withdraw its small contin- 
gent of noncombat troops in the country 
within the year and stop its nationals from 
doing missionary work in Afghanistan. 

However, South Korea had already decided 
before the crisis to pull its 200 engineers and 
medical staff out of Afghanistan by the end of 
2007. Since the hostages were taken, it has 
banned its nationals from traveling there. 

А spokesperson for South Korea's presi- 
dent, Chon Ho-seon, was evasive in re- 
sponding to questions at a news briefing in 
Seoul on Wednesday on whether a ransom 
‘was part of the deal, saying only South Ko- 
rea had done what was needed.

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A CENTURY OF GIL PUYAT 


On the 100th year after his birth, we remember the man who minded his private business, 
swept the senate elections four times—and balanced the national budget. 


Gil J. Puyat had wanted to be a doctor. But 
his father, Don Gonzalo Puyat, an industrialist 
of legendary reputation, saw in his son the 
potential to follow in his footsteps and one 
day run the family business—a conglomerate 
that would span a number of key industries 
and would be the template for many of 
today's diversified holding companies. 


Ever the dutiful son, young Gil promptly 
changed course, and thus also the course 
of our history. 


BUSINESSMAN 


| did not feel frustrated when | shifted to 
business," Gil Puyat would later reflect. 
"Because, even as a young boy, І saw how 
much our economy was in the hands of 
aliens." A budding nationalist, he had found 
this imbalance hard to accept. So much so 
that he would devote his later life to correcting 
such imbalances whenever there were 
opportunities to do so. But first, he had to 
prove his worth as a businessman. 


In 1929, shortly after Gil Puyat graduated 
from college, his father departed for a 
business trip that would take him around 
the world. This effectively placed all the 
responsibilities of Gonzalo Puyat & Sons, 
regarded as one of the first business empires 
established in the country, on Gil's shoulders.

Despite being just 22 years old at the time, 
young Gil knew that running his father's 
‘company meant, at the very least, managing 
it with the same kínd of foresight and fiscal 
wisdom, and measure of control and 
discipline that their employees, associates 
and business partners were used to. 
Apparently, the young Puyat did a good job. 
Because upon his father's retum, a significant 
share of the management duties remained 
with him. 


He would have gone on to become a fine 
industrialist like his father. However fate, it 
seemed had other, even bigger plans for him. 


EDUCATOR 


їп 1936, Gil J Puyat was offered the Deanship 
of the College of Business Administration 
by UP President Bienvenido Gonzales--an 
offer that Puyat politely declined because 
he did not even have a master's degree. He 
also cited a moral obligation to serve at his 
father's office and mind his father's 
businesses. 


It took a personal invitation from no less 
than President Manuel L. Quezon for Puyat 
to take the position, and with no reasons 
left to decline, Gil Puyat became Dean of 
Business at UP at the age of 33—the 
youngest the University has ever seen. 


Gil J. Puyat was born in Manila on the 1st of September, 1907—100 years 
to this month. In 1979, a year before his death, Senator Gil J. Puyat wrote 
briefly, in a speech for a testimonial dinner on his 72nd birthday, about 
the intermingled histories of his career, personal life and his country. 
His sharp recall of events that took place as early as the 1920's remained 
untempered by time, and betrayed an unusual attention for detail. 


But Puyat's convergent legacies, as pencil-pushing finance man at his. 
private business, and as a hugely popular senator and powerful statesman 
who worked numbers for the Philippine economy, reveal that a great 
nation's history lies in the details. He died on March 22, 1981. 


Education then became his second career, 
and he took charge of the College of 
Business as vigorously as he did years before 
at his father's business, reorganizing the 
faculty and overhauling the curriculum. 
Because, as he later said, "Even then, | felt 
that the College of Business of the University 
should be the one institution that should 
provide Filipino leadership in business, 
finance, industry and the other areas of our 
economy." 


Over the course of his career, several universities 
‘conferred honorary doctorates on Puyat. 


By 1941 he had become an active advocate 
for industrialization in the Philippines—a 
sharp turn for what had always been an 
agricultural economy. It seemed that there 
was nothing to stop Puyat from further fueling 
his dream of a Filipino-run economy for 
Filipinos. Nothing, that is, except the war. 


When Liberation came, after a period of 
personal soul-searching, he was further 
Galvanized to take the lead. In his own words: 
© the time had come to take an active part 
in leading the Filipino businessmen in shaping 
the pattern of our economy so that it would 
be truly Filipino, that the control would reside 
in Filipino hands." 


REFORMIST 


Puyat's opportunity to pursue this goal came 
from the Philippine Chamber of Commerce, 
then a small business organization, who had 
approached Puyat after the war and asked 
him to take over as their president. His first 
official act was to expand the Chamber's 
membership roster in a bid to make it more 
powerful and dynamic. 


It was as head of the РСС that Puyat found 
ош that there were five boatioads of surplus 
construction material sitting in Manila Bay 
slated to be sold abroad. immediately, the 
industrialist and nationalist in him saw a 
‘concrete opportunity and an easier beginning 
for the reconstruction and rehabilitation of 
a devastated Manila.

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Puyat appealed to Dr. Jose Reyes, secretary 
of President Sergio Osmeña, to prevail 
upon US Commissioner Paul McNutt to 
reconsider: if any construction was needed 


to be done it would be right in Manila. His 
idealism, it became evident, was matched 
by business savvy as Puyat then organized 
a syndicate among members of the Chamber 
of Commerce that would bid for the surplus 
goods-a bid quickly and easily won, and 
one that earned Puyat chairmanship of the 
syndicate. 


This pushed the PCC into the center of the 
postwar buildup. Without benefit of official 
designation, but with the muscle of the 
reemerging middle class, the PCC became 
а real presence and a palpable force, not 
only among the local goverment institutions. 
that were simultaneously undergoing 
rehabilitation, but also to the US Congress, 
as it deliberated war damage payments to 
the country. 


Firmly entrenched as a prominent and 
influential pillar of the business world, Puyat 
continued to work hard to correct the 
imbalances he had been seen since his 
youthful days as an economics student. 
Little did he know that he would be given 
even more power and opportunities to do 
so with yet another career change that lay 
ahead.

1n 1949, Nacionalista Party President Senator 
Eulogio Rodriguez first approached Puyat 
and appealed to the young nationalist in him 
by offering him a candidacy for Senator. 
While the loss of Jose P. Laurel to Liberal. 
Elpidio Quirino in the Presidential Elections. 
stalled early plans for a political bid, politics— 
and the Party itself seemed to be hell-bent 
in acquiring Puyat, who promptly found 
himself running in the next elections. 


Puyat recalled his first push into politics as 
full of naive idealism and a growing feeling 
of self-doubt. He recalled, "At one time 
during the campaign | came back to Manila 
and told the President of the Party that | was 
withdrawing because | felt that my chances 
to win were nil. | would speak for half an. 
hour on economics and | would get no 
applause. When the campaign was about 
to come to a close, all of the newspapers 
predicted that, at the most, the Nacionalista's 
would have only three winning candidates." 


The next—and the rest of the things that 

--is history: the Nacionalista Party 
locked out the 1951 Senatorial Elections, 
cornering nine positions out of nine, and 
voters pushed Gil Puyat into a second 
position on the senatorial slate. 


STATESMAN 


Politics was to be his third professional 
career, after business and the academe, and 
Senator Puyat immediately got down to 
work. As Chairman of the Committee on 


Public Works in the early 50's, Puyat 
introduced, with much opposition even from 
his own party, a completely overhauled 
format for the Public Works Bill—one whose 
beneficial effects on the economy are felt 
up to now. 


But perhaps Puyat's most notable economic 
achievement as Senator—and the one he 
was most proud of—came when he was 
positioned in Finance. The year was 1954, 
and at this time the country was still under 
the provisions of the Bell Trade Act of 1946, 
which inextricably tied the Philippine 
economy to the US economy, pegging the 
peso to the dollar, granting US citizens and 
corporations equal access to natural 
resources in the Philippines, enforcing free 
trade and allowing the US full importation 
of goods without any import duties.

Ramon Magsaysay, who by 1953 had 
become President, appointed Puyat vice- 
chairman of an economic commission that 
would travel to Washington to renegotiate 
the Bell Trade Act. Puyat's economic 
background proved especially useful: over 
a period of several months, the commission 
ironed out the details and worked out a 
revised economic relationship between the 
Philippines and the US—the Laurel-Langley 
agreement, which abolished the United 
States" authority over the dollar-peso 
exchange rate and introduced progressive 
changes in trade relations between the US 
and the Philippines. 


Puyat saw his next important achievement, 
the Performance Budget Act, as a reflection 
of his nationalist principles. Indeed, he 
described it as an instrument that would 
effect a change in income and wealth 
distribution. Idealism aside, Puyat's 
achievements as Senator were no less 
Victories for him than they were for his party 
and the people—a clear manifestation of 
homegrown business principles that placed 
importance on people's welfare. 


Puyat, of course, proved that principles and 
popular support were highly compatible, 
securing the number one spot in the 1957, 
4963 and 1969 senatorial races, and 
becoming Senate President in 1967. By the 
time Congress was dissolved under Martial 
Law in 1972, Puyat had secured his place 
in history as a politician and a statesman.

"1 firmly believe drugs have no place in 
sport. I took my obligations to comply with 
the anti-doping codes very seriously and prid- 
ed myself on this.”

Property firm bracing

Landco Pacific Corp. yesterday 
reported a sharp turnaround in 
its earnings for the first half 
due to higher sales and a 
change in its income recogni- 
tion system. 

At the same time, the real 
estate unit of Metro Pacific In- 
vestments Corp. revealed that 
it was bracing itself for a pos- 
sible fallout from the credit 
squeeze in the United States, 
from where a_ significant 
number of its clients are lo- 
cated. 

In a press briefing, Landco 
chief operating officer Fran- 
cis Ceballos said the compa- 
ny's net income hit P109 mi 
lion as of June 2007. This 
marks a significant improve- 
ment from the P129-million 
restated net loss reported by 
the firm in the same period 
last year. 

He said this was due partly to 
the company's shift to a per- 
centage of completion income 
recognition system for the cur- 
rent fiscal year. 

During the first half, the com- 
pany reported sales of P1.01 bil- 
lion, marking a 267-percent im- 
provement over the P382 mil- 
lion reported for the first 
semester of 2006. 

Ceballos said he was expect- 
ing the company to continue its 
solid performance in the sec- 
ond half of the year, as the 
country’s strong economic 
growth in the first half boosts 
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Landco was also keeping an 
eye on the US subprime cred- 
it crisis, especially on the ef- 
fect it would have on liquidi- 
ty in the world's largest econ- 
omy. 

"There are very real ‘cau- 
tions," he said during the brief- 
ing. "There are very real red 
flags we can't ignore. 

The Landco official noted 
that a significant number of 
its buyers are US-based expa- 
triate Filipinos who borrow 
from US banks to finance 
their property acquisitions lo- 
cally.

THE DEPARTMENT OF FINANCE SAID 
P6.5 billion was added to the national bud- 
get for social services and infrastructure in 
the first quarter, as it generated additional 
revenue from the implementation of the 
‘Value-Added Tax Reform law. 

‘The VAT law provides for the allocation 
this year of 35 percent of the additional rev- 
enue arising from the implementation of 
the reformed VAT for social services and in- 
frastructure. The balance should be used 
for the reduction of the budget deficit. 

Last year, 30 percent of the additional 
VAT revenue went to social services and in- 
frastructure. The share of infrastructure 
and social services in the VAT proceeds will 
increase to 40 percent next year, 45 percent. 
in 2009 and to 50 percent in 2010.

DA finds new areas for sugarcane production

THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE, 
through the Sugar Regulatory Administra- 
tion, has identified 60,250 hectares of new 
sugarcane areas that can produce as much 
as 274 million liters of bioethanol. 

"These new areas for sugarcane will pro- 
duce more than enough bioethanol to meet. 
the 2009 requirement of 255 million liters," 
Agriculture Secretary Arthur C. Yap said in 
a recent forum in Cagayan de Oro City. 

“We need about 10 refineries with at 
least 30 million liters annual capacity to 
produce this volume,” he added. 

There are currently 38,500 hectares 
planted to sugarcane. 

Yap said in the same forum that the ex- 
pansion of sugarcane areas for bioethanol 
production would help improve the lives of 
more than 55,000 farmers dependent on 
sugarcane. 


Pangasinan top 
bangus producer

DAGUPAN CITY—PANGASINAN HAS RE- 
mained the country's top bangus (milkfish) 
producer, according to the five-year study 
ofthe Bureau of Agricultural Statistics. 

According to the milkfish situation re- 
port posted on its website, BAS said that 
from 2003 to 2005, the province had con- 
sistently topped other bangus-producing 
provinces, such as Bulacan, Capiz, Iloilo 
and Negros Occidental. 

It was only in 2001 and 2002 when Pan- 
gasinan's bangus harvests were second to 
Bulacan's and this was attributed to the 
massive fish kill that hit Pangasinan during 
those years. 

From 30,782 metric tons in 2001, Pan- 
 gasinan’s production increased to 57,837 
“metric tons in 2005, supplying 20 percent 

of the 289,153 metric tons harvested 
throughout the country that year, the re- 
portsaid. 

The top five bangus producing provinces 
accounted for 51 percent of the total ourput 
in2005.

“We have enough land to meet sugar 
ethanol refinery requirements,” Yap said. 
“DOE reports more than enough prospec- 
tive refinery investors. What is left for us to 
dois plant the sugarcane.”

CASABLANCA IN MOROCCO WAS 
the perfect setting for the 1942 classic 
featuring Humphrey Bogart and In-

Fauad added 


that the healer in 
oneself draws its power from God, 
hence it can also be aptly called di- 
vine healing, If one doubts this fact, 
even the best medicines may have 
some difficulty in being effective. 

‘This is what Fauad and a growing 
number of people worldwide be- 
lieve as the natural process for heal- 
ing, hence, it is called natural heal- 
ing. When the body tissue repairs it- 
self, it is doing what God naturally 
intended it to do via the body's im- 
mune system. Effective medicines 
complement how nature works. 
They boost the systems for healing 
that are actually present within the 
body, clearing away barriers impair- 
ing health. 

‘Although we can appreciate some 
sense and divine logic in what Fauad 
and others say, what is difficult to ac- 
cept for us physicians is to be told that. 
medicine by itself has actually no last- 
ing healing power and all it does at its 
very best is to delay death's inevitable 
arrival. 


Prolonging survival 

I think physicians cannot argue 
against this, but prolonging survival 
from an ailment is the goal of any 
form of scientific treatment, and so 
long as the quality of life—not only 
quantity or duration—is preserved, 
medicinal treatment may be deemed 
‘successful. A vegetative survival, as in. 
the case of some comatose cases, can- 
not be labeled as a medical success al- 
though survival of the patient may be 
indefinitely prolonged. 

‘We base our assumptions of the ef- 
fectiveness of any form of therapy by 
its quantifiable or measurable clinical 
benefit to the patient, which can be 
duplicated from one patient to anoth- 
er having a similar medical condition. 
This is where natural healing may 
have its setback because it is difficult. 
to document it and duplicate it in a 
series of patients. 

Researchers have actually tried to 
evaluate the effectiveness of natural 
healing but without success, leading 
to their conclusion that it is not scien- 
tifically effective, 


Placebo 

А few controlled studies have been 
done on natural or faith healing and 
they showed no objectively measur- 
able beneficial effect. Many patients 
however felt subjectively better, 
symptom-wise. A cancer patient, for 
example, may feel less pain or dis- 


comfort but the cancer tissues re- 
main. 

Survival is in no way improved. It 
can be argued though that the sub- 
jective feeling of improvement by it- 
selfis a positive outcome from natu- 
al healing, which may be equally 
important, as treatment of the can- 
cer itself. 

Doctors often attribute this to the 
placebo effect or the psychological 
boost that one gets when one believes 
he is receiving an effective form of 
treatment. It should also be noted 
that some ailments—say, a self-limit- 
ing febrile illness—will heal with or 
without treatment, and both patient 
and healer will tend to credit the most. 
recent treatment for the cure, 


Best form of therapy 
‘Although I say that natural healing 


has not been scientifically document- 


ed to be effective, Isay this with a part 
of my brain disagreeing. Any doctor 
who has practiced enough years will 
admit that he has been humbled a 
number of times when he has de- 
clared some cases as hopeless and ter- 
minal, only to be visited by the same 
patients again years after, without 
any trace of disease. 

А combination of scientific and nat- 
ural healing might just be the best 
form of therapy one can get. 

Thope Fauad, full of faith, hope and 
spirituality, will not disagree.

Each new doodling project for WeeWillDoo- 
dle is an adventure. Seeing how the piece will 
turn out excites the whole team. They even let 
the audience members participate in their ses- 
sions to add to the thrill. For one segment on TV, 
the team went to an elementary school in Tondo 
and encouraged the kids to doodle, allowing 
their creativity to flow. 

"Kids are the undisputed masters of doodling, 
they have so much energy and so many raw 
ideas that are free from all the insecurities and 
limitations that we adults have. It was so much 
fun to draw with them. Once we got things start- 
ed, we couldn't stop them from drawing all over 


our tarpaulins. The characters they made were 
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off the wall! Anlalabo! Ang gagaling nila!,” the 
team recalls. 

The improvement each member has under- 
gone since they all started is also fascinating. 
They find themselves more creative now, with 
their drawing powers much stronger, and their 
team spirit more solid. 

As for the future, the team admits that they re- 
ally have nothing concrete planned out. Like 
their doodles, they're doing everything sponta- 
neously. As long as people show interest in what 
they do, they'll continue to show up for their live 
doodle shows. Either individually or as a group, 
they plan to turn egg people, hybrid animals, 
and talking TV sets into reality until the end of 
time. 

The six guys and two girls of WeeWillDoodle 
are not seeking to be cutting-edge and forward-

“The Invasion" offers us a dif- 
ferent look at how alien takeovers 
i can be done. After all, we're so used 
to movies like "Independence Day,” 
“Transformers” and “War of the 
Worlds” that if there isn’t a single 
explosion big enough to destroy 
three city blocks of an American 
city, its nota real invasion. 

“The Invasion” is a remake of earlier films 
based on the novel by Jack Finney. In this 
version, a space ship reentering Earth's orbit 
* crashes in the US and in its debris carries an 
alien species that slowly takes over the 
world virally—like the flu. Slowly, people 
start to change. They start to lose their emo- 
tions, they become lifeless and cold. Wit- 


messing all of this is Nicole Kidman who 
plays Carol Bennell, a psychiatrist who be- 
gins to witness a very creepy and silent inva- 
sion. Directed by Oliver Hirschbiegel of “Das 
Experiment" fame, the film follows Carol's 
point-of-view, showing us at the beginning a 
world filled with chaos and rife with emo- 
tions and then, later on, devoid of it. 

As usual, we are treated to fantastic act- 
ing by Nicole Kidman and we've got an able 
director in Hirschbiegel. The movie is quite 
scary but its by-the-numbers storytelling 
ruins the pacing making the movie too fast 
in some parts and too slow in others. But its 
definitely an eye-opener in the way we've 
come to know and what we expect from our 
usual alien invading the Earth films. 

Invasions should be more like this: Quiet, 
relatively slow and peaceful. In fact, its real- 
ly very good for the environment. Burning 
Cities is really bad for the atmosphere as it 
contributes greatly to the greenhouse effect. 
The mobilization of planes and tanks and 
trucks would just use up more fossil fuels. In

“The Invasion,” the most hostile act of incur- 
sion is being vomited on. Not a pretty sight 
and probably not a very pleasant experience 
but at least it doesn't have harmful byprod- 
ucts that could make global warming be any 
worse than it already is. 

Imagine the world after Spielberg's alien 
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invasion film “War of the Worlds.” Imagine 
the aftermath: All the fuel that would be | 
needed to operate the construction vehicles 
to fix up the city, imagine the methane emis- 
sions that will be produced by the dead bod- 
ies left out in the open and everything else it 
would take to Heal the broken world. Can 
you imagine how much environmental dam- 
age was caused when the aliens blew up the 
White House in "Independence Day?" =

You don't feel 
joy. All the aliens seem to enjoy low lighting 
and no one is ever rushing.

No stepping on the gas to speed 
up. Thats all ways of conserving energy 
and our fuel supply, right? 

With the impact of the documentary “An 
Inconvenient Truth” rallying everyone up 
to the cause of the planet, it's strange that 
there is still a war going on in the Middle 
East.

Festivals are always 
the best places to discover new works 
and rediscover old ones. The best part 
is watching films and interacting with 
fellow artists from other cultures. 
There's also the opportunity to meet 
the masters. 

T anticipated to see Ingmar 
Bergman appear in foggy Goteborg. 
"The down side? Going to festivals can 
be tiring—and you spend so much. 
‘You feel sad about those endless part- 
ings, and the visa applications are the 
most insane! 

Since "Encantos" is classified as a 
documentary, news stories pre- 
sumed that its protagonist, Benjamin 
‘Agusan—a poet and a scholar who 
goes home after a study grant in Rus- 
sia--is based on a real-life character: 
Was Benjamin Agusan inspired by 
your father who, 1 understand, is “a 
lover of Russian literature and all 
things Russian”? Is there a bit of Lav 
Diaz in Benjamin? 

“Encantos” mixes documentary 
and fiction. I created Benjamin with 
no particular Filipino artist or per- 
sona in mind. My subconscious 
merely flowed with all the threads 
that ended up with the lead charac- 
terin the nine-hour film. 


Familiar terrain 

But, Benjamin's journey is familiar 
terrain for the aesthetic traveler—the 
search for beauty, real love, redemp-

humanity to greater heights. 

"The Russian bit is a send-up to my 
late father, although he never went to 
Russia, Yes, I know how it feels to be 
alone in distant lands--1 know about 
solitude and sorrow, so I know Ben- 
jamin Agusan. 

Hundreds of residents of 
Padang went missing as a result 
of super typhoon, Reming.

"There's no exact number to this 
day. Some say more than three hun- 
dred families were buried alive. The 
smell of death is still in my head.

Yes, I wish I can again create fea- 
ture films shorter than what Pm do- 
ing now, and its easy to fulfill that if 
only Ihave the strength to manipu- 
late or betray my mise en scene and 
just be part of the circus. 

But, lm committed to my own cin- 
ema. So, 1 must fulfill my aesthetic 
stand—I can’t compromise it! Length 
is not really the issue—commitment 
is. By the way, I just did two short 
films—one is seven minutes long, 
and the other, five minutes. 

Where does this passion to 
make films that are epic in scope 
and length spring from? 

1 don't really know. There are sto- 
ries in my head. They take on different 
incamatons in my poems, songs, 
short stories and essays. I put them in 
paintings, novels and cinema. Cinema 
appropriates those stories well. I love 
making films. It mirrors my ideology 
and how I understand the world. 


Most amusing 

What are the most amusing 
things that people do to sit 
through your films? 

At Hope University in Kuala 
Lumpur, a "survivor" put up a virtu- 
al kitchen in front of him while 
watching the 11-hour "Ebolusyon 
ng Isang Pamilyang Pilipino.” He 
prepared well for the battle! 

At the House of World Culture in 
Berlin, they mounted "Ebolusyon" 
from 6 p.m. to 6 a.m. in a hall where

PINOY MUSIC FANS ARE AN UNCOM- 
promising lot, but when they pledge their 
love for their “idol"— foreign or other- 
wise—their loyalty is beyond question. 
Some foreign artists actually find that 
they're bigger here than they are in their 
native lands: 

Tt wasn't a surprise then when, in the 
mid-90s, ап affable instrumentalist 
named Jim Brickman visited Manila and 
charmed the pants off local music ай- 
cionados, whom he won over with his 
collaborations with Martina McBride 
("Valentine"). He also wowed them with 
his uniquely charming covers of chil 
dren's songs (“Rockabye Baby,” “Twinkle 
‘Twinkle, Little Star") —which he surpris- 
ingly transformed into pop ditties! 

But, Brickman was no flash in the pan. 
‘At 19, he was hired by Jim Henson to write 
songs for “Sesame Street.” This paved the 
‘way for his album in the jazzy confines of 
‘Windham Hill Records. 


Single 

The single, “Rocket to the Moon,” was 
the first solo instrumental song ever to 
chart on Billboard’s Hot 100. Four of his 
succeeding albums ("By Heart,” "Picture 
This,” “The Gift" and "Destiny") have all 
sold over 500,000 copies in the US! 

His frequent Manila visits signaled the 
birth of a new musical star in the local 
recording and concert scenes. He per- 
formed at the then William J. Shaw" The- 
ater at Shangri-La Plaza to an SRO audi- 
ence, where he sang his version of “Rain- 
bow Connection"! Like Michael Bublé, 
his rapport with the crowd was palpa- 
ble.

But, through sheer dint of consistently 
good performances, Picache has succeeded 
in making her unusual appellation a non-is- 
sue.

Characterization 

For years now, we've always liked Cherry 
Pie's big-screen characterizations (with the 
exception of her “Manay Po” appearance, 
where she was too artificially ditzy for com- 
fort). We especially appreciated her perfor- 
mance in “Bridal Shower,” where she 
turned her "loser" character into а winner. 

But, we really raved over Cherry Pie's por- 
trayal of a lesbian in “Kaleldo.” Unlike other 
lesbian characterizations that stress stereo- 
typical “butch” or even "macho" behavior, 
Cherry Pie's lesbian portrayal was more in- 
ternalized and natural: No tough-guy pos- 
turing, but completely credible, nonetheless. 

The actress’ fresh approach was even more 
felicitous because it enabled her to develop 
and explore her characters other aspects, 
aside from her being a lesbian: She was also a 
daughter, sister and friend. Thus, the charac- 
ter she created was well-rounded and three- 
dimensional, unlike many lesbian portrayals 
that stress their gender-bending aspect. 

Since we watched “Kaleldo” in preview, 
months before its regular run, we were able 
to write about Cherry Pie's outstanding per- 
formance early enough to interest other peo- 
ple in it, thus expanding the movie's influ- 
ence and impact when it was finally released. 


Realistic portrayal 

Most recently, Cherry Pie once more im- 
pressed us with her acutely realistic portray- 
al ofa foster mother in “Foster Child.” Again, 
we caught the film in preview, so we were 
able to spread the good word about it way 
before its mainstream release (on Sept. 12). 

Cherry Pie’s performance in “Foster 
Child" is exceptional, because the actress 
"disappears" into the "ordinary" character 
she's playing.

COMMISSION ON ELECTIONS CHAIR BENJAMIN 
Abalos Sr. yesterday said he was ready to face a sup- 
posed impeachment case which some lawmakers were 


considering filing against 


him over a controversial 


$329-million telecommunications deal with China. 


“Abalos also told the молага that 
should the deal involving the setting 
up of a national broadband network 
(NBN) across the Philippines be found 
illegal and that it did not secure Com- 
elec clearance, a case should be filed 
in court against all those involved. 

“Tm not afraid because I did not 
do anything wrong,” he said when 
asked about the reported impeach- 
ment threat. 

Abalos denied having any hand in 
the negotiations between China and 
the Philippines to build the project. 

In another development, former 
Hoilo Rep. Rolex Suplico has asked 
the Supreme Court to immediately 
issue a temporary restraining order 
оп the implementation of the govern- 
ments NBN contract with the Chi- 
nese ZTE Corp, China's third largest 
telecommunications firm which is 
backed by the Chinese government. 

Suplico also asked the high court 
to immediately act on his earlier 
motion to nullify the deal. 

The project aims to link govern- 
ment agencies throughout the 
country through a common elec- 
tronic backbone. 

Critics of the NBN deal said it was 
dubious because ZTE's offer was in- 
ferior to those of other interested 
parties. Amsterdam Holdings Inc. 
(АНГ) and the US-based Arescom 
Inc. reportedly offered to build a 
similar network for only $242 mil- 
lion and $135 million, respectively. 

Opposition Rep. Carlos Padilla, in 
a privilege speech, alleged Abalos 
brokered the deal and that Abalos 
was seen playing golf with ZTE offi- 
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cials in Manila and Shenzen, China. 
Padilla also cited a newspaper 
columnist’s article that a Comelec 
official—unnamed in the arti- 
cle—had received lavish gifts and 
women from his Chinese hosts. 


Teves apologized 
Abalos said he was was no longer 
amused by mounting accusations 
that he brokered the project. 
“Before, I considered these reports 
humorous because who am to influ- 
ence such a big deal?” Abalos said. 
“Now, however, Im hurt a lot because 
Tm not even a signatory in the. 
tract and yet I'm being linked to it. 
Abalos said he had called Finance 
Secretary Margarito Teves and that 
the latter supposedly apologized for 
saying that Abalos was present 
when the project came during a dis- 
cussion at the Wack-wack golf club 
in Mandaluyong City 
“Irecalled to him that we just met 
there by chance. He was with Trans- 
portation Secretary Leandro Men- 
doza and I just saw them there and 
sat with them for a while. There 
was no detailed discussion, only in- 
troductions," Abalos said. 


Why me? Abalos asks 

Abalos said that in fairness to 
Teves, the finance secretary never 
said that it was he (Abalos) who ar- 
ranged the meeting at Wack-wack. 

As president of the golf club, Aba- 
los said that whenever he was in 
Wack-wack, he often interacted 
with members and their guests 

"With so many VIPs Гуе spoken to 


and met at Wack-wack, I might be 
accused of brokering a lot more 
deals," he added. 

Abalos said he could not fathom 
why politicians and the media were. 
bent on linking him to the contro- 
versial contract. He said he had 
grown weary answering questions 
about his alleged lobbying. 

“It seems there is a concerted ef- 
fort to destroy me and malign me. 
What have I done? Why is every- 
body after me?” he said. 


Merely played golf 

He said he never deserved being 
bannered in newspapers about the 
NBN deal since he had nothing to 
do with it in the first place. 

He said he only hosted ZTE offi- 
cials at Wack-wack and that he “sim- 
ply returned the gesture" by playing 
golf with them in China later on. 

In his urgent motion, Suplico 
said there was a need for a TRO in 
the light of recent developments. 

Suplico said government officials 
were waiting for the finalization of 
a $330-million loan from the Chi- 
nese Export-Import Bank to imple- 
ment the ZTE contract. 


Tears flow in Wowowee’ 
tribute to dead soldiers

BATTLE-HARDENED SOLDIERS WERE 
reduced to tears yesterday on national 
television after the popular "Wowowee" 
show of ABS-CBN staged an emotional 
tribute for their comrades who were 
killed in Sulu and Basilan. 

Around 400 soldiers were invited to 
yesterday's show and participated in the 
games, according to Armed Forces 
spokesperson Lt. Col. Bartolome Bacarro. 

But he said over 500 soldiers from the 
Army, Air Force, Marines, and Navy came 
along. Also invited were families of Ma- 
rine soldiers who were slain in an am- 
bush in Basilan last July 10, where 14 
soldiers died, 10 of them beheaded. The 
family members brought along pictures 
of their fallen loved ones. 

“Before the show, I told them we will 
just have fun and enjoy ourselves,” 
Bacarro said. 

But the show turned emotional when 
producers showed video images of sol- 
diers in battle. 

The show became touching when Re- 
villame called on stage a mother, later 
identified as Susanita Eleazar, whose son 
Asjorin was killed in Basilan. 


No goodbye 

Inteviewed by Revillame, Susanita re- 
counted that she last talked to her son be- 
fore he was deployed to Basilan. She said 
she never really said goodbye to Anjorin, 
who would have turned 25 years old on 
Oct. 1, and asked Revillame if she could 
do that through a song on the show. 

She sang her own adaptation of Eva 
Eugenio's “Ano Ang Gagawin Kapag Wala 
Ka Na" dedicating it to her son and also 
as her personal tribute to the soldiers. 


Eleazar's rendition reduced to tears + 
the soldiers and their families who were 
in the studio. 

"The soldiers started crying, the staff of 
the show started crying. Even Willie cried. 1 
didn’t want to look at my seatmates be- 
cause I was afraid the tears would come 
down,” Bacarro said. Nonetheless, he was 
‘caught on camera wiping away some tears. , 

“Walang matibay dun. (No one was” 
tough enough for that.) We all had a 
heavy feeling,” said Maj. Demy Zagala, 
the military's deputy spokesperson who 
came with Bacarro. 

Zagala said the show reminded him of 
his days in combat. "When you are out 
there, you don't really grasp what your 
relatives feel when you die in the trench- ~ 
es, But today I saw how the relatives re- 
act when soldiers die.” 


Reaching out to Joey 

Му touched by Eleazar’s song, Revil- 
lame also used the occasion to reach out to 
Joey de Leon, host of rival “Eat Bulaga” 
and who had engaged Revillame in a re- 
cent word war. He sang the song, replacing 
the lyrics with his own words for De Leon.

PRESIDENT MACAPAGAL-ARROYO 
yesterday appealed to Congress to join 
her in fighting poverty, waging peace and 
working for political stability after sena- 
tors downplayed the second quarter's ro- 
bust growth of 7.5 percent, saying it 
failed to create jobs for the poor. 

Ms Arroyo, in her arrival statement 
from Malaysia, made the appeal after Sen- 
ate President Manuel Villar and Sen. Mar 
Roxas, said the high growth posted by the 
economy in the second quarter might be 
impressive, but means little to jobless ur- 
ban dwellers and low-income farmers. 

"The statistics from our National Sta- 
tistical Coordination Board (NSCB) 
shows that our economic roadmap is un- 
folding as it should, and right on sched- 
ше,” the Presideit said. 

"From Third World to First World, this 
is the only journey worth taking," she 

«said. 

“] call on our people and their repre- 
sentatives in Congress to work for 
progress and unite for peace, so that fi- 
nally we can leave the chains of poverty 
and political instability behind us,” Ms 
Arroyo said. 

She said the experience of Malaysia 
and other Asian neighbors showed that 
the Philippines can become a rich nation. 
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i CHEN GUANGCHENG: In prison for speaking up against abortions. 
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A duty officer at the Shandong police of- 
fice, who refused to give his name, said he 
had not heard of the case. 

The action against Yuan came the same 
day that a speech by her was read out at the. 
Magsaysay awards ceremony in the Philip- 
pines accusing Beijing of violating human 
rights. 

“In China, our government is often the 
biggest violator of people's rights,” Yuan 
said in the speech. "Because Guangcheng 
engaged in helping peasants safeguard 
their rights, he became the target of a retal- 
iatory strike by some corrupt government 
officials.” 


Trumped-up charges 

Yuan said her husband was convicted 
"based on trumped-up. charges and a 
flawed trial process,” in which villagers al- 
legedly were kidnapped and tortured to 
testify against him. 

Chen was convicted on charges of insti- 
gating an attack on government offices in 
Dongshigu. Police said he was upset with 
workers sent to carry out poverty-relief pro- 
grams. 

Chen and a fellow Chinese, Chung To, 
jointly won the Magsaysay emergent 
leadership award. Chen, blinded by a 
fever as a child, became a "barefoot 
lawyer," helping farmers file court cases, 
leading protests against a river-poll 
ing paper factory and docu.aenting 
abuses. 

Chung was recognized for his AIDS Or- 
phans Project, which provides children 
who have an AIDS-infected parent with 
school fees. 

Each Magsaysay winner receives a gold 
medallion with an image of the former 
Philippine president after which the award 
isnamed plus $50,000. AP 


GMA asks Congress 
to work for progress 


“Our GDP (Gross Domestic Product) 
growth shows that we can prosper, and 
that in fact, we are on our way to better 
times, as long as we stay on course and 
fight poverty as Team Philippines,” Ms 
Arroyo said.

The Inoumer has been 
swamped by complaints from 
GSIS pensioners and active 
members from all over the coun- 
try who said they were having a 
difficult time accessing loans of 
getting their pension checks. 

The complaints had been the 
subject of several articles by the 
paper's columnists.

Honors for the dead 

‘When President Macapagal-Arroyo gave 
in February the Presidential Medals of Mer- 
it to the five pillars of komiks—Tony Ve- 
lasquez, Francisco V. Coching, Mars Ravelo, 
Larry Alcala and Caparas—it was like lay- 
ing wreaths on tombs, as four of these peo- 
ple had already died, and so had the 
komiks. 

People who grew up on it and have be- 
come busy adults do not realize that their 
favorite medium of entertainment, infor- 
mation and instruction as youngsters had 
Jong vanished from the cultural landscape. 
Tt was mostly blamed on the entrenchment 
of TV culture and the Internet. 


Billion-peso industry 

їп its heyday, komiks was a billion-peso 
industry and was said tobe even bigger than 
thé movie industry. The two coexisted for 
decades as their relationship was often sym- 
biotic. But with the coming of the so-called 
“alternative platforms” from which to access 
information and entertainment, there was 
no way for the komiks to go but out. 

From an average circulation of nearly 
200,000 copies a week in 1984, with half of 
the 200 komiks making money, it dropped 
to 2,000 in 2004 with only one circulating, 
Atlas Publication’s Pilipino Komiks. That 
year, the lone survivor had to close. 

‘And it wasn't the only ailing mass medi- 
um, either. Similar signs could be seen in 
newspapers which were also reeling from 
diminishing circulation. 


Wild idea 

Newspapers have since been taking vari- 
ous innovative measures to sell copies, 
short of resorting to a buy-one-take-one 
promo. Some do tie-ups with hamburger 
chains, others sponsor celebrity events. 

‘The INQUIRER, true to its corporate image 
(resolutely A-B and Upper C readership), 
goes to the root of the problem and tries to 
solve the twin evils of illiteracy and dimin- 
ishing readership. 

‘One program being held in its premises is 
a series of reading sessions for kids, includ- 
ing street children and physically handi- 
capped kids, It aims to cultivate a new gen- 
eration of readers and make reading attrac- 
tive again. 

‘The Inquirer also struck on a wild idea: 
то bring back readership and get a broader 
mass base, why not run komiks stories in 
the paper? Whats more, the two mass 
mediums would be helping each other. 

‘And so the INQUIRER went to Caparas. Af- 
ter all, the guy has written over 800 novels 
and short stories for komiks, and some 100 
screenplays many of which he himself di- 
rected 

Last Tuesday, Caparas signed a contract 
to write for the nation’s No. 1 newspaper 
what is now called a “diario novela,” with 
artby Arnel A. Avetria.

“KOMIKS RELIEF 


Komiks King Carlo |.Caparas and wife- | 


collaborator Donna Villa take a breakin 
Hong Kong from their hectic schedule 
reviving the komiks as a source of 
Information and entertainment. 


Komisyon ng Wika has asked him to revive 
the komiks as it can greatly help people 
learn the national language. 

Tn the caravan he is doing with wife Don- 
na Villa in the provinces, where he gives 
lectures and workshops on komiks writing 
and illustrating, he has seen how people 
have wanted the komiks to return. 

Early this year, in a reunion of komiks 
writers, illustrators and various former em- 
ployees of the defunct industry, he learned 
of the plight of his colleagues who lost their 
jobs. "Out of 10 people na kinumusta ko, 
eight had already died (Out of 10 people I 
asked about, eight had already died),” he 
recalls. 

‘The INQUIRER venture may prove to be a 
blessing in disguise. It could all at once en- 
ergize various industries and medi- 
ums—komiks, newspaper and movie. 
“They go hand in hand,” says Caparas. 


Source materials for movies 

The movie industry is clearly also on a 
decline. But with the revival of the komiks, 
who knows what source materials movie 
directors could find to activate their art, as 
itonce did with people like Lino Brocka and 
Eddie Garcia? 

“May foothold ang nobela sa komiks bago 
ipagawa sa pelikula (Novels have a foothold 
in comics before they become movies),” says 
Caparas. 

He means a movie based on komiks 
would already have a built-in readership, 
which could then translate into a box-office 
hit. 

And a revived industry, of course, would 
generate jobs. After all, the komiks has not 
really died. It was just in a three-year coma. 
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Navy Ensigns Elmer D. Cruz and 
Emerson R. Rosales, both bache- 
lors, who graduated from the 
Philippine Military Academy in 
2000. 

Their recipes tell stories from 
their childhood, from years at the 
PMA, from stints at sea, from days 
in detention and the tedious court. 
martial hearing which has been 
ongoing for more than four years, 
and from their yearning to be 
free. 

Like the Oakwood mutiny 
which was participated in by sol- 
diers from the Navy, Army, Air 
Force and Marines, “Pulutan” is 
also a composite adventure.

Life after detention 

Going on a big eatin; 
drinking "gimik" once they are re- 
leased is a pact they have made 
among themselves, said 30-year- 
old Cruz. 

"(Looking forward to) Life after 
detention is something that sus- 
tains us,” he wrote in the book's 
"Fried Pulutan" section. 

“In detention, anniversaries ac- 
quire a special meaning," Rosales 
also added in the ATBP section. 

For his 26th birthday in 2005, 
Rosales said he wanted to serve 
something different from the usu- 
al detention birthday fare of 
spaghetti and fried chicken. 

He thought of his father’s “Tur- 
bo Spareribs,” had the ingredients 
bought, and cooked it with the en- 
tire detention population hover- 
ing nearby. 

“Drinking, of course, is not al- 
lowed in detention. But that didn't 
prevent us from having a great 
meal,” Rosales, a dog breeder and 
proprietor of the Great Outdoor 
Hammocks, said. 


“ron chef 

The authors said they learned 
cooking as an art and adventure 
from their classmate and fellow 
detainee, Ensign Cesar Pangan Jr. 
; dubbed “our iron chef.” 

Banned from using cellular 
phones and the Internet, Rosales 
and Cruz said they solicited the 
recipes from other rebel soldiers 
during court hearings, and tested 
the recipes at the kitchen in Fort 
San Felipe. 

Parents, girlfriends, siblings, 
families and friends who visit 
them also gave their inputs, and 
contributed ingredients so that 
the detainees could try out the 
recipes before printing, Rosales 
and Cruz said. 

Rosales said that the rare and 
exotic dish, "Kinilaw na Tamilok 
(woodworm),” for instance, was 
contributed by Clyde, the wife of 
detained Ensign Jeff Daquilanea. 
Known as an aphrodisiac in 
Palawan, tamilok is a woodworm 
that feeds on mangrove wood, 
Rosales said. 


Looking for publisher 

"Our contributors have tried 
out the recipes in this book and 
stake their honor on them. As to 
the state of their intoxication, that. 
is an altogether different matter,” 
the authors wrote.

Destabilizing palate 

Acedillo had suggested jazz- 
ing up the cookbook with anec- 
dotes, which the authors man- 
aged to write. They then passed 
the handwritten manuscript to 
Tordesillas during one court 
hearing. 


Tordesillas said Anvil agreed to 
publish it under a “better, more 
commercial” title. The recipes 
were also subjected to a kitchen 
test by Anvil's food experts, who 
recommended that they tone 
down the spiciness of some dishes 
because it was “destabilizing to 
the palate.” 

“There was so much siling 
labuyo (native chili pepper) in 
some dishes,” said Tordesillas, 
who edited the book with Yvonne 
Chua.

The DOH and local government 
units, of course, can take up the slack but it 
won't send а good message if our hospitals 
are to go on holiday" Duque said. 


Philhealth-accredited 

He reminded PHAP that its member-hos- 
pitals have accreditation agreements with 
the Philippine Health Insurance (Phil 
Health) that allows PhilHealth members to 
avail of medical services. PHAP has about 
500 member-hospitals. 

‘ButgDuque added that public hospitals 
could'cope with an increase in outpatient 
consultation once the hospital holiday be- 
gins. 

On Friday, PHAP spokesperson Rustico 
Jimenez said the group was planning to

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beginning this month, adding that it may 
lost until 2008. 

Jimenez, however, assured patients they 
would still attend to emergency cases, and 
would only reserve the right not to treat

Hospital's protection 

"We want that law repealed or amended 
to protect hospitals. Otherwise, hospitals 
will run, Gut of doctors and nurses who 
would rather leave and work abroad. We 
know that in most cases, promissory notes 
are not paid,” Jimenez said. 

PHAP' threat to declare a hospital holi- 
day appears to be working in their favor. 

‘One of the principal sponsors of the new 
law in the Senate has already abandoned 
her hardline stance in the face of the 
planned boycott. 

Sen. Pilar Julianna “Pia” Cayetano said 


she was now willing to amend Re- 
public Acj 9439 or the Hospital De- 
tention Law, so long as the PHAP

Fraport said on Friday only two out of 
three judges at the arbitration tribunal con- 
sidered its involvement in the Manila pro- 
ject was not protected under a German-

‘The World Bank announced its decision 
earlier this month. 

"Fraport currently believes that essential 
documents presented at the proceedings, 
as well as argumentations and other as- 
pects submitted by Fraport, were not or in- 
sufficiently taken into consideration by the 
court,” the company said. 

"Therefore, Fraports executive board is ex- 
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amining all legal options, including application 
for annulment,” Fraport added in a statement. 

A successful plea for annulment could 
lead to the arbitration procedure being 
restarted, Fraport said, reopening the pos- 
sibility of winning more compensation 
from the Philippine government. 

Fraport headed a consortium that built 
and was meant to operate the new termi- 
nal, which was designed to handle 13 mil- 
lion passengers a year and was originally 
set to open in late 2002. 

"The Philippine government seized the ter- 
minal in December 2004 in a contract dispute, 
triggering Fraports compensation claim for 
$425 million plus interest via the World Bank. 

Fraport received an initial $29 million 
payment from the Philippine government 
in September. Fraport wrote down all its in- 
vestment in the project in 2001 and 2002.

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China's caddy 


ENJAMIN ABALOS MADE HIS REPUTATION AS A 
B man of such modest means he supported himself by 
working as a caddy at the Wack-Wack Golf Club. He 
studied the law, rose to become a judge, and then, a may- 
or, establishing a political dynasty in the process. His ap- 
pointment as chair of the Commission on Elections was 
supposed to be the crowning glory of his career. Instead, 
it has proven to be one of the greatest. 
EDITORIAL tragedies in our democratic history. 
Under Abalos” watch, the Comelec has 
returned to the days of the Marcos era, when its chairmen 
couldn't count, and when it served as an institutionalized 
instrument for defrauding the people of their votes. And 
just like in the days of the dictatorship, the Comelec has 
thwarted and poisoned every institution with which it has 
come into contact. 

Stubbornly refusing to bow to public pressure or damn- 
ing legal findings, Abalos has left the Supreme Court 
(which said he should be charged and tried), in a humiliat- 
ing position of being ignored by an Ombudsman eager to 
exonerate him. President Macapagal-Arroyo, who preach- 
es electoral virtue while appearing to preside over elec- 
toral manipulation, speaks of the separation of powers 
that renders her powerless to do anything about 
him—even as partisans identified with the administration 
coalition were said to be behind the electoral fraud in Min- 
danao—which Abalos has claimed was no fraud at all. 

The sad and bitter truth is, Abalos matters more to the 
powers-that-be than public opinion does. He knows it, 
and his political peers know it. That is why he could be as- 
sured he'd be safe as Comelec chair so long as elections 
(and a possible constitutional referendum) are on the 
horizon. 

But now his time may, indeed, be up; his term expires 
nextyear, he won't matter in 2010, and so, even the oppo- 
sition has been emboldened to go after his neck. 

Abalos’ critics now have him pinned down on an issue 
where his fellow commissioners can't help him, where the 
Comelec's rank-and-file can't save him, and where the evi- 
dence is so obvious, so glaring—and getting compounded 
so continuously—as to leave very little room for giving 
him the benefit of the doubt. The ZTE deal, which we 
pointed out a few days ago, will be funded by a Chinese 
government loan to our government, is proving to bea be- 
hest loan in the tradition of past crooked crony deals. 

‘And who played a prominent role as a fixer for this 
deal? Why, Abalos himself, reports say. What was bruited 
about in the media—influence-peddling, junkets, bribes 
and sexcapades—became the subject of a ‘privilege 
speech by opposition congressman Carlos Padilla. And 
from there, more revelations were made by an adminis- 
tration official, Finance Secretary Margarito Teves. 

‘Teves confirmed that he was introduced to officials of the 
China-based ZTE Corp. during a meeting with Transporta- 
tion and Communications Secretary Leandro Mendoza (the 
man who from the very start took credit for the deal) and 
Abalos. Teves has washed his hands of the matter—which 
leaves things even more firmly in the lap of Mendoza and 
Abalos who, it can now be basically said, served as the cad- 
dy for the Chinese trying to close the deal. 

‘We wouldn't be surprised if, the floodgates having been 
breached, more officials will come forward to say Abalos 
did this and that to facilitate the deal. There is talk he 
even had a hand in expediting the granting of visas for his 
Chinese chums. In the end, whatever is said or revealed 
won't matter so long as Abalos maintains he's done noth- 
ing wrong—the "what are we in power for?" defense, 
which is no defense at all. 

As Comelec chair, no reasonable justification can be 
found for his golfing around with administration offi- 
cials; his sitting in—worse, acting as a fixer for—multi- 
million-dollar deals; and his accepting, along the way, 
junkets and—God knows—what else. 

As itis, after studiously denying everything, Abalos has 
had to grudgingly admit to certain things, but only in 
dribbles, Each dribbled admission only raises more ques- 
tions: how to explain, for example, the differences be- 
tween his and Teves’ recollection of the meeting with ZTE 
representatives? 

Most of all, here is an official who should have been im- 
peached and indicted long ago; but even as we once more 
endorse his impeachment, we need to ask: What happens 
to those in the long list of Abalos-coddlers, from the Om- 
budsman on down? Our forecast is, no one in this govern- 
ment can risk Abalos facing the music, because once he's 
down, they're next. 
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‘The letter that killeth’ 


IN 1963, CLARENCE EARL GIDEON WROTE 
in pencil from a pad of yellow ruled paper a let- 
ter to the Supreme Court of the United States 
complaining that he was in a Florida prison af- 
ter being convicted of theft at a trial where he 
was denied the assistance of counsel de oficio 
"The Court acted swifily on his complaint and 
ordered a new trial where, with a lawyer de- 
fending him this time, he was acquitted. 

"The case of Gideon v. Wainwright (372 US 
355) was followed by other cases upholding 
the constitutional rights of suspected persons, 
among these Escobedo v. Illinois (378 US 478) 
and later the celebrated Miranda v. Arizona 
(384 US 436), written by Chief Justice Earl 
Warren, a politician who unexpectedly proved 
to be an estimable jurist, That case carefully 
specified and required full observance of the 
rights of a person under custodial investigation 
now famously known and respected as the Mi- 
randa rights. 

The rights were first applied by our martial 
law Supreme Court in Morales v. Enrile (121 
‘SCRA 538), and later in People v. Galit (135 
SCRA 465), both written by Justice Hermo- 
genes Concepcion Jr. the second with the ap- 
proval of all the members en banc except one 
justice who did not take part. They are now 
embodied in Art. Ш, Sec. 12 of the present 
Constitution as guarantees of the Bill of 
Rights against forced extrajudicial confes- 
sions. 

Tmentioned the Gideon decision at the out- 
set because it was an exceptional case that 
could not have happened in our country. The 
reason, as our Supreme Court would have put 
it, was that it was “insufficient in form and sub- 
stance" and so deserved instant dismissal for 
disturbing the serious work of the high tri- 
bunal, 

Gideon had written his letter in pencil only 
(not with a typewriter) and on ruled yellow 
pad paper (not the regulation stationery with 
the prescribed measurements). Moreover, it

In today's Gospel (Lk. 14, 7-14) Jesus re- 
minds us to be humble so as to avoid embar- 
rassment. "For everyone who exalts himself 
will be humbled, but the one who humbles 
himself will be exalted.” People who think 
of themselves as lions or lionesses would do 
well to listen and reflect on Jesus’ words 
and warning today. History shows that 
those who exalt themselves, those who per- 
petuate themselves, those who hold on to 
money, power and pride, made a miserable, 
shameful and ugly exit from this life. 


Politicians and government officials could 
and should learn a lesson or two about humil- 
ity from "Among Ed" Panlilio, governor of 
Pampanga. In my Mass at the Carmelite con- 
vent in Angeles City last Aug. 27, 1 spotted 
him in the crowd. He arrived without fanfare, 
no advance party, no blinkers and sirens, no 
cordon sanitaire. He was just himself, and by 
himself, coming before his God to pray. 
He/she who knows how to kneel before God 
will not succumb to pride, and consequently, 
will not go astray. 

After the Mass, I acknowledged the pres- 
ence of "Among Ed," and asked hím to come 
up, to the great delight of the congregation. 
"The applause was long and loud. Not only 
that, it was sincere and spontaneous, not 
scripted, not rehashed, And when he talked, 
he talked short, he talked simple, he talked. 
humble, and he talked love. 

It was my first time to meet my classmate 
since he became governor, but I could feel that 
he has not allowed the pressures nor the perks 
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was presented in ungrammatical layman’s lan- 
guage and not in the lawyer's idiom with its 
whereases and wherefores to give it the snob- 
bery and formality of a legal pleading. 

"With its usual obeisance to the letter of ће 
law, the Supreme Court of the Philippines 
would have trashed a similar untutored appeal 
and thereby relieved itself of work it should 
have weighed in the scales of justice that Jus- 
tinian defined as “the constant and perpetual 
wish to render everyone his due.” The high tri 
bunal would have felt justified in adhering to 
the correct procedure as indispensable to the 
orderly administration of justice. 

As a member of the Supreme Court reorga- 
nized after Edsa I, I also recognized the impor- 
tance of procedural rules in the conduct and 
decision of cases before us. When Evelio Javier 
v. Commission on Elections (144 SCRA 194), 
was raffled to me in 1986, 1 reported to the 
banc that the petitioner was already dead, the 
private respondent had fled, and the members 
of the Commission on Elections then had al- 
ready been removed. The petition should 
therefore be dismissed for having become 
moot and academic. 

My colleagues tended to agree but not Chief 
Justice Claudio Teehankee. He said that, con- 
sidering the outrageous circumstances of the 
case, perhaps the new Supreme Court should 
make a statement regarding its role under the. 
new regime in denouncing and correcting the 
abuses of the past dictatorship, I immediately 
saw his point and so withdrew my original rec- 
‘ommendation. Instead, І examined the case on 
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of his office come to his head. The warm em- 
brace, the solid handshake, the sincere smile, 
and the humble talk, all point to a person who 
sees himself not as a lord, but as a servant of 
the Lord, who has been given the mission to 
serve his people as priest and governor. 


After his talk, I requested “Among Ed” to 
во before the tabernacle and asked the con- 
gregation to stretch their hands to him in 
prayer. As he knelt before the Lord, we all 
prayed for his safety, guidance and strength. 
to carry out his mission. That one moment. 
captured what a public servant should 
be—called by God, chosen by the people, to 
be a humble servant of all. What a contrast. 
to many of our so-called public servants 
who are called by ambition, not chosen by 
the people, and who lord it over everybody. 

The office has not changed the man a bit. 
Governor Ed still wears sandals and shirts, and 
his dangling reading glasses, and his warm and 
sincere smile, But the man has changed the of- 
fice а lot. He has brought government clos- 
er—and made it more real—to the people. The 
secret? He is focused on the mission, not on the. 
“commission,” and he is not misty-eyed about 
his position and neither is he blinded by ambi- 
tion, 

‘To those who are lions now, or who think 
of themselves as lions now, make sure that. 
you don't exit in disgrace like a mouse. 
‘Those who think and talk big, don’t forget 
your exit. You too will exit, that’s for sure! 


the merits and started my ponencia as follows:

And so, although the horrible facts of the 
Javier case could have been buried in the grave. 
of “moot and academic,” the Supreme Court 
exposed them in all their ugly detail the ruth- 
lessness of the Marcos despotism, the election 
Javier won but was rejected by the corrupt 
Commission on Elections, the murder of the 
fallen hero who was struck down in his youth 
because he dared speak against tyranny, and 
his resurrection and appreciation in the hearts 
of his compatriots. 

We had redeemed justice and condemned 
oppression. 

Recalling that case now, Iam happy that the 
Supreme Court decided it not in blind obedi- 
елсе to the procedural rules but according to 
its substantial merits and in the higher interest 
of justice. Irwas written, I can say without false 
humility, not with “the letter that killeth but 
the spirit that vivifieth.” 


What kind of exit will you have? Don't 
just focus on your entrance or your perfor- 
‘mance. Rather, prepare for your exit and 
disappearance. Yes, make sure you don’t ex- 
itlike a tiny mouse.

“A circle ina spiral, a wheel within a wheel, never 
ending or beginning, on an ever spinning reel..." 
How true, the wedding ring is round, with no be- 
ginning and no ending. It symbolizes eternity, not 
just "tll death do us part." That is why there are 
timeless songs that moonstruck lovers swear by, 
like “Eternally” and "Endless Love.” 

Back on earth, however, a sage once said that 
there are really four rings that couples exchange 
when they wed. These are the wedding ring, car- 
ing, sharing and offering. Whenever lovers go to 
me for advice, I use these four rings as the simple, 
easy to remember guides to a happy marriage. 

Losing self in caring. By caring, I refer to a 
person's surrender of self to the other. After mar- 
riage, the "T" dies and the “we and us" are born, to 
live as long as the marriage lasts. So, every deci- 
sion—where to reside, what sports to enjoy, what 
movies to watch, which school the kids shall go to 
and how weekends are to be spent--becomes 
consensual 

They are not even voted upon. One spouse is 
expected to know the other so well that a consen- 
sus on all matters can be reasonably expected. 
Romantic love begins with the honeymoon and 
can last а lifetime when each of the partners take 
seriously their vow to love each other "in sickness 
and in health, for richer or for poorer.” This is pos- 
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sible when the happiness of a spouse no longer 
consists in self-satisfaction, but in caring, tending 
and serving the other. The self must die and give 
birth to the other 

Legal sharing. By sharing, I no longer talk 
about emotional ties. Instead, I summarize to the 
future spouses what happens to their properties 
at the moment they say, "1 do." In the olden days, 
couples—unless they execute a written prenup- 
tial agreement—automatically enter the conjugal 
partnership of gains. Here, each of the partners 
Tetained ownership of their respective assets, but 
the fruits or rentals of their separate properties. 
and their income from their work or occupation 
become jointly owned. 

‘But the Family Code, which took effect on Aug. 
3, 1988, instituted the regime of absolute com- 
munity of property. Under this system, all pieces 
of property owned by each of the future spouses 
prior to the marriage, or acquired thereafter, be- 
come community-owned. Unless—prior the wed- 
ding—the parties enter into a written "marriage 
settlement,” the absolute community regime 
takes effect immediately, even if the titles to the 
assets are registered in the name of one spouse 
only Accordingly, land, condominiums, cars, 
computers and jewelry of each of the spouses au- 
tomatically become communal. Excluded are 
property for the personal or exclusive use of ei- 
ther spouse, like clothing, shoes and cosmetics. 

The administration and enjoyment of commu- 
nity property belong to both spouses jointly, For 
example, each is entitled to the equal use of the 


family car or TV set. Neither spouse may sell, 
mortgage or give away any communal asset with- 
out the consent of the other. 

‘Together, the couple shall fix the family home; 
manage the household and exercise parental au- 
thority over their minor children. However, ei- 
ther spouse may exercise any legitimate profes- 
sion, occupation, or business without the consent 
of the other. The latter may object only on “valid, 
serious and moral grounds.” 

Offering to God. The sagacious Bishop Fulton J. 
Sheen wrote that it takes three to get married: the 
husband, the wife and God. When a couple ties the 
knot, the state intervenes to govern their personal. 
and property relationship, but God blesses the 
union to make it last through the years. Even if the 
husband and the wife care for each other dearly 
and share with each other all their worldly goods, 
there will always be problems and tensions, 

But as another song goes, "there is no problem 
so big God cannot solve it, there is no mountain so 
high God cannot move it.” True, there are parents, 
sponsors, relatives, friends, and even the courts to 
turn to when seemingly insurmountable problems 
arise, but when all else fail, there is the final ar- 
biter—the almighty, loving and merciful God. 

In fact, I advise my inaanaks not to wait for a 
crisis, but to offer daily all their aspirations, 
hopes and frustrations to the Lord. Without fail 
pray together upon rising in the morning and be- 
fore sleeping at night. The evening worship is 
most essential. Couples should hold hands every 
night and offer to the Lord, as their mutual sac- 
rifice, all the concerns, problems and quarrels of 
the day. If couples do this habitually, they will 
never fall asleep on a quarrel 

То sum up, marriage has four rings, the wed- 
ding ring, the sentimental caring, the legal shar- 
ing and the spiritual offering. All of them are es- 
sential to a happy and contented marriage.

SNAPSHOTS OF A ROAD TRIP THROUGH THE 
northern towns of Cebu: 

Rows of schoolchildren line the highway wher- 
ever the "Suroy Suroy Sugbo (Wandering 
through Cebu) 2007” convoy passes through. At 
the head of the convoy is an SUV carrying Gov. 
Gwen Garcia, who leans out the front passenger 
seat, half her body precariously balanced, as she 
waves and even shakes hands with her young 
constituents, many of them waving pennants and 
shouting “Gwen! Gwen!” At the multi-purpose 
hall in Compostela, the crowd erupts into cheers 
when she enters, and the din sounds like the up- 
roar usually reserved for show-biz denizens. 

Tn Consolacion, the first stop in the “шоу 
suroy" justa few minutes from Mandaue, the car- 
avan of tour buses, coasters, vans and SUVs stops 
for breakfast, which incredibly includes oysters 
and lochon (there will be a lechon in every meal, 
ме soon find out). Governor Gwen, the mayor 
and other officials officiate in a groundbreaking 
ceremony for the new town hall. In Compostela, 
there is а mint-exhibit of the town's main prod- 
ucts, including home accessories, candies and 
white cheese. But the high point of this stop is 
when the emcee calls on Mayor Ritchie Wagas to 
render a song, and then is joined by the governor 
for a duet of the Cebuano "national anthem,” the 
song "Matud Nila,” 

Later, the governor tells us that “Matud Nila,” a 
sad love song of a love betrayed, was her "theme 
song" in her first run for governor. She was a de- 
cided underdog then and barely squeezed out a 
Victory, and her singing “Matud Nila,” she said, 
was her way of expressing her feelings, as well as 
reaching out to the voters’ hearts.

High oil and gas prices, America’s self-inflicted 
global weakening due to its misadventure in Iraq, 
and the rise of China and India obviously have 


: prompted Moscow to change its foreign policy. 


Yet none of this amounts to a fundamental 
change in Russia's strategy, because Russia con- 
tinues to adhere to its fundamental decision, 
made in the early 1990s, to open itself to the 
West. Still, the style of Russian politics has 
changed from cooperation to confrontation. And, 
as history has shown, a change of style in foreign 
policy may quickly lead to a change in strategy. 

Currently, Russia is undergoing a restoration 
Such periods always follow revolutions and times 
of far-reaching change. The power of the center is 
being restored, following its partial disintegra- 
tion after the end of the Soviet Union. But, ever 
since the 16th century, the center has played the 
main role in shaping Russian history, and now 
looks to be no different. 

The restoration of central authority has been 
going on for some time. Indeed, today the center 
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‘Gwen was just here, just drive on ahead,” the man 
says.

THE "SUROY Suroy Sugbo" was conceived last 
yearas a way of “introducing” the towns of Ce- 
bu province to city-based Cebuanos, balik- 
bayans, as well as tourists and the media. 
‘There are three “Suroy suroy" conducted each 
year, one to the southern towns, the other to 
the northern towns, and a third to the more re- 
mote Camotes Islands, 

The “Northern Escapade” this year has gath- 
ered the biggest group yet, some 150 in all. Ar- 
rangements are made with travel agents and 
the governor's office, with rates depending оп 
the choice of accommodations, though they do 
cover transportation and all meals, 

‘Ah yes, the meals, There is food in every 
town where the convoy stops. And despite our 
resolve to stick to our diets, there is no resist- 
ing the lechon, the sea food, the rice-based 
sweets like suman, puto and even the puso, the 
Cebuano way of serving rice in a neat banana- 
leaf packet. In Danao, Maria Clara-clad young 
women hand out plastic packs of bibingka and 
puto done up in gold ribbon. In Carmen, we 
are served lunch in an “auditorium” that faces 
the Camotes Sea. While we eat, schoolchildren 
and teachers perform native dances, and not 
even a sudden rain shower deters their show, 

‘The caravan through Cebu's northern towns 
is meant not just to showcase the tourist spots 
in this part of the province. It is also meant to 
publicize each town's "culture," arts, and na- 
tive products, For this purpose business peo- 
ple, among them representatives of the bur- 
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almost completely dictates Russian internal. 

and economics, though not within a total 
ian or autocratic framework, but in a democratic 
and marker based fashion. 

Democracy has, of course, degenerated into 
what is sometimes called “managed democracy.” 
‘Theoretically, there remain different parties, elec- 
tions, a pluralistic society, an independent judi- 
ciary and a market economy. But in practice, the 
entire system is subject to control by the presi- 
dent. The people will still be allowed to vote for 
the president, but the real decision about who he 
willbe will have been made beforehand. 

Even if its annual GDP approximates that of Italy, 
Russia still is a global power and too important to 
isolate, or even forget about.

Russia's future will be determined 
by whether itis successful in comprehensively mod- 
emizing its economy, which today is largely based 
‘on exports of oil, gas and other natural resources. 

If Russia remains dependent on a natural-re- 
source economy, it will again become a colossus 
with feet of clay. Indeed, it will not be nearly as 
powerful as the old Soviet Union. Only if Russia. 
Succeeds in productively reinvesting the gains 
from its petro-economy will it achieve sustain- 
able modernization, 

But this also will require successful political 
modernization, which means nothing less than 
constraining the power of the center. The most 
important aspect of this will be to secure real judi- 
cial independence, Moreover, Russia needs a sys- 
tem of checks and balances compatible with its 
own culture and tradition, because this, together 
with the rule of law, is an indispensable precondi- 


geoning furniture industry, have come along 
to spot possible suppliers from among the 
small local businesses.

OUR final stop on the first day of the “Suroy 
suroy" is Daan Bantayan, or old Bantayan town, 
the northernmost town of Cebu. 

We drive into a field and are taken up with a 
throbbing beat of drums, xylophones and trum- 
pets, When we alight from our vehicles, we find 
ourselves amid a wild gathering of "tribes," each 
dressed in bright, gaudy costumes. This is the 
“Haladaya Festival,” meant to commemorate the 
heroism of a local datu, named Datu Daya, in re 
pelling foreign invaders. The festival features the 
various elementary schools and high schools in 
town ina street-dancing competition. 

We arrive just as the final competitors put on 
their show, but fortunately, after the winners are. 
announced, the top three in both the elementary 
and high school categories re-stage their perfor- 
mances. Every performance blows us away, from 
the dazzling costumes and clever backdrops, the 
Kinetic choreography, the throbbing beat of the 
drum-and-bugle corps, and the sheer energy of 
these children running around and gyrating in 
the increasingly muddy field. 

‘The evening's events are capped by a grand 
fireworks show, and we marvel at the organiza- 
tional skill of Daan Bantayan's young (ust 24 
years old) mayor, Sun Jay Shimura, But Governor 
Gwen gives credit, as well, to Shimura's mother, 
the vice mayor Maria Luisa Loot, who, as the for- 
mer mayor, had first organized this mammoth ex- 
travaganza.

tion of a functioning democracy. Finally, Russia 
will need to build a functioning party system, ca- 
pable of sustaining Russian democracy. Consider- 
ing the country’s vast size, a two-party system 
seems to be the most appropriate. 

All these transformations will take time, and 
they will not come easily or be free of conflict. So, 
for the foreseeable future, the West will have to 
deal with a Russia that yearns for its lost imperial 
power and shapes its foreign policy to this end. 

In international politics, one side's strength of- 
ten reflects the other side's weakness. The weak- 
ness of the United States and Europe today is an 
open invitation for Russia to return to its old im- 
perial politics. This development is anything but 
safe, particularly for Europe. 

Europe thus has a strategic interest in Russia's. 
successful modernization and in good bilateral 
relations. Above all, the European Union and its 
member states cannot allow Russia to recapture 
its imperial spheres of influence without severely 
damaging its own central interests. It is for this 
reason that securing the independence of 
Ukraine is so important, as is assuring Tukey's 
European orientation. 

So, while Russia's modernization and democ- 
ratization are in Europe's interest, its return to an 
imperial foreign policy and barely veiled authori- 
tarianism at home is пог. Most Russians look 
‘westward. In the next few years, Russia will offer 
Europe a great opportunity for closer coopera- 
tion, but it will also pose a risk of increased intru- 
sion in European affairs. 

‘The right responses to these opportunities and 
risks require a united, strong Europe. Indeed, a 
strong and united Europe will also make an im- 
portant contribution to Russia's sustainable mod- 
'ernization. A weak and divided Europe will tempt 
Russia to pursue dangerous paths into the future,

Immigration officials have 
filed charges against three Ko- 
rean landowners who violated 
laws limiting foreign ownership 
of local property to 40 percent.

Antonio Prieto, chief of the BI 
office here, said five more shops 
іп the city were closed and their 
Korean owners sued for operat- 
ing without working permits. 

The SLU goodwill tour for 
foreign students was not part of 
activities for Baguio Day, but 
Narciso Padilla, executive direc- 
tor of the Baguio Centennial 
Commission, said foreigners 
would always play a role in the 
summer capital's founding cele- 
bration because of its history. 

Baguio was created by the Amer- 
жап colonial government in 1909. 

Padilla said negative reac- 
tions to a growing foreign pres- 
ence may be natural, but people 
should consider that Baguio, as 
shown by its history, has always 
been a "global village." 

Dr. Charles Cheng, a Chinese- 
Filipino, opened a small exhibit 
highlighting how the construc- 
tion of Kennon Road helped “in- 
ternationalize” Baguio. 

The Kennon Road (formerly

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Panlilio shows 
anger at bank 
exec over checks 


CITY OF SAN FER 
NANDO—Pampanga 
Gov. Eddie Panlilio 
displayed anger for 
the first time when he 
scolded a Philippine 
National Bank man- 
ager who announced 
what was supposed to 
be the branch's deci- 
sion not to honor 
checks signed by the 
provincial government's administrator. 

Panlilio, a Catholic priest, reproached 
PNB San Fernando business manager Al- 
bert Sese during their meeting at the gover 
nor's office on Friday, two officials present 
in the meeting told the INQUIRER. 


Nervous 

“Mr. Sese looked nervous. He was twitch- 
ing his fingers the whole time that Among 
(Father) Ed was speaking to him," recalled 
one of the officials. 

The capitol and PNB sources said 
Panlilio, 53, did not raise his voice or point 
a finger on Sese. 

“| noticed that Among Ed's voice was 
firmer than usual as he expressed his dis- 
may over the ‘utter disrespect’ of PNB offi- 
cials and the repercussions of their decision 
to the services of the provincial govern- 
ment,” the capitol source said. 

Reached by phone, Sese confirmed that 
Panlilio was rather candid with his views 
and reactions. 


Disrespect 

Panlilio confirmed his scolding of Sese. "I 
am offended by their utter disrespect. Imag- 
ine, we have extended PNB's deadline from 
two weeks to two months to give us the docu- 
‘mentary requirements on why we should con- 
tinue banking with them as we try to conform 
with a [Department of Finance] instruction to 
transfer accounts to government depository 
banks like the Land Bank [of the Philippines] 
and Development Bank of the Philippines. 
Then this letter by Mr. Sese comes without 
them asking our side on the confirmation of 
[administrator Vivian] Dabu,” Panlilio said. 

Sese's Aug. 30 letter informed Panlilio 
that the PNB had received an Aug. 15 letter 
by Sangguniang Panlalawigan secretary 
Luis Rivera about the non-confirmation of 
Dabu and that the PNB legal department 
had issued a memorandum “wherein with 
due respect and deep regret we are obliged 
to dishonor provincial treasurer's checks 
bearing (Dabu's) countersignature." 


Single parents 

Rivera also furnished the PNB a copy of 
Resolution No. 936 through which the 
provincial board did not confirm the ap- 
pointments of Dabu and provincial legal of- 
ficer Maria Elissa Velez over questions on 
their moral and professional qualifications. 

Dabu and Velez had said nothing was 
morally wrong about their being single par- 
ents as a result of their decision to raise their 
respective children after separation or by way 
of adoption. They said they believed they were 
highly qualified to serve the government. 

“We joined the government with good in- 
tentions. We are not grafters nor are we 
law-breakers,” Dabu told the INQUIRER. 

Rivera also wrote Sese on Aug. 28 invit- 
ing him to attend the Sept. 3 session of the 
provincial board to “discuss the non-confir- 
mation” of Dabu and Velez.

“You see, I improved the brakes 
so that it will grip tightly on the 
wheels and there's no chance the 
chair will roll off,” explains Marlon, 
using his own chair to demonstrate 
what he means. 

Marlon has been wheelchair- 
bound all his life since he suc- 
cumbed to polio as an infant. De- 
spite his disability, his family loved. 
and supported him. He finished 
electrical engineering in Ateneo de 
Cagayan Xavier University, played 
guitar in a band and even put up a 
small business. 

“But I wanted to help people that 
are not as lucky as I am,” says Mar- 
lon. 

At that time, American engineer 
Matthew McCambridge was look- 
ing for skilled and hardworking 
persons with disability as manpow- 
er for a factory of technologically- 
advanced wheelchairs. Matthew 
works for the Freedom Technology 
Inc., a private enterprise mothered 
by the French humanitarian organi- 
zation Handicap International 
HD. 

"Freedom technology makes in-

novative, top quality custom-built 
wheelchairs that will allow persons 
with disabilities to be productive 
members of their community,” says 
‘McCambridge. 

“We needed technicians who will 
make wheelchairs according to a 
detailed specification unique to 
each of our client's needs,” he adds. 

And who else can know better 
the needs of people with disabilities 
(PWDs) than those who are also 
with disabilities. 

When Marlon learned about 
Freedom Technology from a friend, 
he was sure this was his calling. Mc- 
Cambridge readily hired him along 
with five other PWDs. 

“[ tell them they are here to work, 
no special treatment. They work 
just like the other regular guys 
here,” says McCambridge of the 
PWDs that he hired. 

"And they are amazing. They 
work fast, they are innovative, cre- 
ative, and very hardworking,” he 
adds. 

The HI found the best place to 
construct the wheelchair factory in 
2004 within the Phividec Estates in 
Tagoloan, 30 minutes from the 
central district of Cagayan de Oro 
City. 

Marlon travels early to the facto- 
гу every day. "There's no problem, 
my wheelchair is foldable so I can 
easily ride a jeepney. It's also very

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dynamic as it allows me to move 
around freely. The wheels are stur- 
dy,” says Marlon of his own prod- 
uc. 

“Like Marlon, other PWDs can al- 
so live productively by having reli- 
able wheelchairs custom-made for 
his or her needs,” says Eric Velasco, 
HI program manager for Freedom 
Technology. 

“What we produce here are 
wheelchairs that fit your lifestyle, a 
chair that gives you comfort but 
does not limit you to maximize your 
full potential,” he says. “That's why 
our motto in HI is ‘Vivre Debout 
(Live standing ир), we give a 
chance to PWDs to integrate in their 
community by improving their mo- 
bility.” 

Marlon says he takes it upon him- 
self to test the wheelchairs first to 
make sure everything's safe and 
sturdy. “We keep in mind that every 
wheelchair we make will give anew 
life to someone like us. That is what 
motivates us.” 

“Tm able to help others, at the 
same time help my family as well,” 
says Marlon who has to support his 
parents and siblings from his mod- 
est earnings. 

Behind the tools and machines at 
his workplace in the factory, Marlon 
churns out an upbeat message to 
other PWDs: “Just ойт lose hope. 
There's life for you out there.”

Misamis center builds 
wheelchairs fit for users 


MATTHEW MCCAMBRIDGE, 
an expert in product design re- 
counts how his mentor, Ralph 
Hotchkiss of the Worldwide 
Wheelchair International, 
learned the innovative tech- 
niques of designing and manu- 
facturing wheelchairs: “He 
learned from Filipinos. He actu- 
ally studied at Tahanang 
Walang Hagdan decades ago. It 
was then the only large-scale 
manufacturer of custom-built 
wheelchairs that used locally- 
available materials.” 

Freedom Technology (FT) 
Inc. takes on the tradition of 
Tahanang Walang Hagdan in 
wheelchair-making and puts in 
global technology as added-val- 
ue. The only Freedom Technol- 
ogy wheelchair production cen- 
ter in the country in Tagoloan, 
Misamis Oriental has produced 
more than 300 custom-built 
wheelchairs for clients all over 
the country. 

“Like in Tahanang Walang 
Hagdan, FT does not just make 
wheelchairs. There's а long pro- 
cess involved,” says McCam- 
bridge who supervises a team of 
technicians in the wheelchair 
factory in Tagoloan. 


Process 

A wide network of physical 
therapists and social workers 
mobilized by Handicap Interna- 
tional (HD, mother organiza- 
tion of FT, jumpstarts the pro- 
cess by filing in order forms 
signed by their patients. "The 
physical therapist and rehabili- 
tation coordinators know the 
needs and lifestyle of their pa- 
tients so we rely on them to 
make sure every wheelchair we 
make fits the client,” says Mc- 
Cambridge. 

‘The order forms are then col- 
lated and submitted to the 
Tagoloan factory. The techni- 
cian team leader will draw а de- 
sign according to the specific 
needs indicated in the order 
form. The finished product 
must pass through two phases 
of quality check before it is de- 
livered to the client. Every 
wheelchair takes two weeks to 
one month to finish. 

In its product catalogue, 
Freedom Technology empha- 
sizes its capability to customize 
and personalize wheelchairs, 
with high emphasis on quality.

tailored to the specific need of 
the client,” it states. 

“But these are not like the ex- 
pensive ones imported from 
abroad,” quips McCambridge 
and explains that they use local- 
ly-available raw materials to re- 
duce the costs and for easy 
maintenance and repair. 

Most of the FT clients are also 
beneficiaries of HI in Min- 
danao, among them war victims 
who are given free rehabilita- 
tion treatment. “Although many 
of our clients are indigents, we 
don't just give away the 
wheelchair. We make sure the 
client provides equity, even as 
small as P500 will do,” says Mc- 
Cambridge of their strategy of 
instilling a sense of ownership 
among the users of their 
wheelchair. 

“This way, they give value to 
the product and they won't 
think twice of complaining if 
the product has a defect. It's a 
sure way of getting customer 
feedback," he adds. 


Unsafe practice 

Cecile Roy, Philippines Pro- 
gram Director of HI, admits that 
there's still so much work to do. 

“There's more than half a mil- 
lion PWDs in the country who ei- 
ther does not have wheelchairs 
or use ordinary wheelchairs that 
are not custom-made for them,” 
she says. Now reaching its 20th 
year in the Philippines, HI works 
in over 60 countries around the 
globe and partners with public 
and private organizations to im- 
plement its programs focused on 
mainstreaming PWDs in various 
development opportunities and 
working for the prevention of 
disability and disabling situa- 
tions. 

Roy also expresses alarm 
over the practice of many inter- 
national charity organizations 
that go to a developing country 
like the Philippines and give 
away ordinary wheelchairs for 
free, without checking if it fits 
the user. “While their motive 
may be good, giving out 
wheelchairs at random is not 
safe,” she says. 

McCambridge says such 
wheelchairs could do more 
harm than good. "A PWD who 
sits on an ill-fitting and stiff 
wheelchair 16 hours a day can 
develop severe sores and back 
problems,” he says.

HE UNITED STATES AGENCY 
for International Development 
(USAID) has recently released 
61,000 workbooks in English 
and Mathematics this school 
year in the Autonomous Region 
in Muslim Mindanao (ARMM). 


The distribution of the reading materials 
came as blessing for Grades 1 to 3 pupils in 
public elementary schools in Meguin- 
danao, Lanao del Sur, Tawi-Tawi, Sulu and 
Shariff Kabunsuan as the Department of 
Education continues to deal with the peren- 
nial problem on the shortage of books. 

Thomas Crehan, USAID chief of educa- 
tion, said pupils in the towns of Barira and 
North Upi in Shariff Kabunsuan, Datu Paglas 
in Maguindanao, Marawi City, Indanan and 
Siasi in Sulu, Bongao and Panglima Sugala 
in Tawi-Tawi were beneficiaries of the Edu- 
cation Quality and Access for Learning and 
Livelihood Skills (EQUALLS-2) project. 

Crehan said the workbooks were devel- 
oped by the Synergeia Foundation, an 
EQuALLS implementing partner, and were 
given as part of an effort to complement the 
DepEd's textbooks distribution program. 

“ [This is to) alleviate the scarcity of text- 
books in the public school system in poor 
communities in southern Philippines," Cre- 
han said in a statement. 

He said the USAID also aims to stir inter- 
est in reading among the pupils in these 


“Each student gets workbooks in reading 
and mathematics and the beautifully designed 
books would stir interest among pupils into 
reading and numbers,” Crehan said. 

‘The workbooks cover lessons for the en- 
tire school year and feature exercises 
meant to take the pupils to higher levels of 
learning and to test if they have improved 
their mastery of the subjects, he said. 

“These materials have been found to re- 
inforce learning inside the classroom by 
providing each student with work exercises 
on their day-to-day lessons,” Mayor Albert 
Que of Bongao, Tawi-Tawi was quoted as 
saying during the recent distribution of 
workbooks to schoolchildren of Datu Halun 
Elementary School in the said town. 

"School heads of schools-beneficiary said 
the materials have been very helpful as it 
was instrumental in raising the scores of 
primary schoolchildren in Mathematics 
and making the transition from nonreaders 
to effective and fast readers,” Janice Faye 
Sevilla, EQuALLS communications officer, 
said in another statement. 

Dr. Udtog Kawit, ARMM education secre- 
tary, lauded the USAID for the support it 
has been providing to the region. 

“This historic act for the betterment of 
our schoolchildren will always be remem- 
bered. Teacher-beneficiaries are now 
equipped with the needed skills and aid 
materials to increase the level of education 
of our poor schoolchildren,” Kawit said. 

In North Upi, for example, an upland agri- 
cultural town 30 kilometers south of here, 
the reading program has reduced the number 
of nonreaders from a high of 87 percent in

2005 to 16 percent by the end of the school 
year in 2006-2007, according to Sevilla. 

“This means that when the program 
started, only two of 10 pupils had appropri- 
ate readings skills and the rest were non- 
readers. This year, eight of 10 pupils in 
Grades 2 and 3 now have appropriate read- 
ing skills,” Sevilla said. 

EQuALLS also provided manuals for 
teachers and school heads. 

The teachers’ manuals, Sevilla said, are 
equipped with daily lesson plans that un- 
burden teachers of the task of daily lesson 
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plan preparation, "allowing them to devote 
more energy in devising creative ways to 
make learning more fun and interesting for 
their students." 

This is the third year that the USAID- 
EQUALS project has provided children's work- 
books and teachers’ manuals in the ARMM. 

Sevilla said over the past three years, 
EQUALS has provided educational materi- 
als to a total of 125,335 elementary school 
students in the region. 

The ARMM is one of the country's re- 
gions with a low literacy rate.

Chief Inspector Lino Banaag of the Que 
zon City Police District Criminal Investiga. 
tion and Detection Unit (QCPD-CIDU) told 
the INQUIRER that Dr. Francisco Cruz Jr., the 
assistant chief of the VMMC ophthalmology 
department, was willing to give a state- 
ment to the police to explain how he 
brought Cris to the hospital. 

“We talked for a few minutes and initially 
he told me that Cris was brought to his 
house in Congressional Village at around 
midnight of Monday (Aug. 27),” Banaag 
said. But the doctor did not disclose the 
names of those who took Cris to his house. 

Based on VMMC hospital records, Cruz 
brought Cris to the hospital at around 1:00 am., 
‘Monday, where he was declared dead on arrival. 

Banaag said Cruz had promised to sur- 
face at the right time, but did not give any 
definite period. 

A source in the QCPD, who requested 
anonymity because he was not authorized 
to speak about the case, said Cruz's lawyer 
had initially wanted to provide his clients 
statement on Friday but was apparently 
held back by the indignation rally staged by 
UP students and academe. 

An emergency room report obtained by 
the Inquirer indicated that Cris was already 
dead when he was brought to the Veterans 
hospital. His fingernails and lips were 
blackened and his pupils dilated. 


Victim of mauling 

‘The report indicated that Cruz had told 
attending doctors that Cris was a victim of 
“mauling” but did not provide any more de- 
tails. The report also indicated the bruising 
on the back of the arms and thighs of Cris. 

‘Attending doctors at Veterans had tried 
to revive Cris but to no avail. 

The Philippine National Police (PNP) 
Crime Laboratory Service has yet to release 
its autopsy report. 

‘Top UP officials have vowed to deter- 
mine the cause of Cris’ death and bring its 
perpetrators to justice. 

"Like UP Diliman Chancellor Sergio S. 
Cao, I wish to assure the Mendez family, 
and the general public, that the UP admin- 
istration will spare no effort in determining 
the cause of this cruel death and bringing 
its perpetrators to justice,” UP President 
Emerlinda R. Roman said in a statement, 

Roman, who is currently meeting UP alumni 
in the US, called on all members ofthe UP com- 
munity and alumni to assist Cao in his investi- 
gation, and to cooperate in renewed efforts to 
prevent a repeat of the senseless violence. 

“This sporadic, irrational violence is not 
only a hideous blot on the University’s 
record, but a source of grest sorrow to indi- 
vidual families,” Roman said. 

UP officials have announced the preven- 
tive suspension of all the officers of the Sig- 
ma Rho fraternity to ensure an impartial in- 
vestigation of the death of Cris 

Cris was reportedly recruited by the frater- 
nity prior to his death. It was Ariel Paolo Ante, 
the National College of Public Administration 
and Governance (NCPAG) chair and Sigma 
Rho member, who allegedly was the last per- 
son seen with Cris on Saturday afternoon. 

‘Ante is a fellow of Cris in the NCPAG stu- 
dent council but Cris represents the college in 
the UP student council. Ante has not surfaced 
since news of Cris death circulated in the UP. 
community: He has remained incommunicado 
and has not been attending his classes at UP. 

‘Meanwhile, the Mendez family appealed 
to those who may know something about 
what really happened to Cris to come out 
and cooperate with the authorities to bring 
justice to his senseless death.

But 
then, almost literally in the blink 
ofan eye, he lost it all 

Silva and his twin brother, 
Tomas, were diagnosed with 
congenital glaucoma at birth. Af- 
ter suffering from a condition of 
increased pressure within the 
eyeball throughout their child- 
hood and teenage years, the in- 
evitable happened. 

As they reached adulthood, 
they began to lose their eyesight. 
‘Tomas’ glaucoma surfaced when he was in 
his 405 but Jaime's condition proved to be 
more severe. 

“Tomas can still see light and shadows 
and he can walk on his own without using a. 
cane," Silva said, He, on the other hand, be- 
came blind at age 28. 

a said he stopped working and imme- 
diately flew to the United States to undergo 
surgery. 


Series of surgeries 

"I thought that after the operation, I could 
go buck to work,” he said. But several more 
surgeries over the next eight years followed. 

Silva said he felt hopeful after each opera- 
Чоп because he could see clearly. But after 
some time, his world would become blurry 
and then turn dark again. 

After 18 surgeries, Silva and his wife, He- 
len, decided to come home and continue 
thelr disrupted lives with thelr children. It 
took some time before he adjusted to the 
fact that he would not be able to design 
houses anymore as architecture was "a visu- 
al occupation.” 

Silva then ventured into wholesaling, 
pepper farming and retail but found out that 
these were not for him, “I felt so unproduc- 
tive and my self-esteem plummeted,” he re- 
called. 

He was still hopeful that his eyesight 
would someday be restored, But when he 
started using a cane In 1992, he gradually 
accepted the fact that he would never be 
able to see again. 


Moving on, finally 

“When that realization hit me, I looked 
for other things to do, The hope of seeing 
again prevented me from moving on,” Silva 
said, 

One day, someone suggested that he drop 
by a new computer school for the blind in 
Pasay City, “Computers were just starting to 
take off when T lost my eyesight in the early 
1980s. 1 had no idea what they were all 
about,” Silva said, laughing, 

‘After studying for three months, Silva 
helped his brother-in-law build a house. It 
was then that he realized he could go back 
to architecture, not as a designer, but as a 
“construction manager.” 

"We made sure that the construction went 
smoothly and efficiently, overseeing the ma- 
terials and the equipment,” Silva said, 

‘After that, Silva managed the construc- 
tion of single-detached houses and commer- 
cial low-rise buildings until he got involved 
in the construction of the DPC building on 
Chino Roces Avenue.

Taliban commander says money to be used for arms, more suicide attacks 


SPIN BOLDAK—SOUTH KOREA 
paid Afghanistan's Taliban more 
than $20 million to release 19 
missionaries they were holding 
hostage, a senior insurgent lead- 
er said on Saturday, vowing to 
use the funds to buy arms and 
mount suicide attacks. 

“We got more than $20 million 
from them (the Seoul govem- 
ment)" the commander told 
Reuters on condition of anonymi- 
ty. “With it we will purchase arms, 
get our communication network 
renewed and buy vehicles for car- 
tying out more suicide attacks." 

“The money will also address 
to some extent the financial dif- 
ficulties we have had,” he said, 
but did not elaborate. 

The commander is on the 10- 
man leadership council of the 
Islamist Taliban movement, 
which is led by the elusive Mul- 
lah Mohammad Omar. 

But in Seoul, Foreign Minister 
Song Min-Soon said Saturday that 
South Korea had no choice about 
negotiating with the Taliban with 
the lives of 19 hostages at stake.

US Marine shot 5 unarmed Iraqis, court told 


CAMP PENDLETON, CALIFORNIA—A 
Marine accused of murdering 17 Iraqis 
shot dead five unarmed men before 
asking a fellow soldier to help cover up 
the killings, a court heard here Friday. 

Lance Corporal Sanick DeLa Cruz 
said he saw Sergeant Frank Wuterich 
open fire on the five men, some of 
whom had their arms raised, shortly 
after a roadside bomb attack in the 
town of Haditha on Nov. 19, 2005. 

Prosecutors say Wuterich led Marines 
ona killing spree in Haditha that left 24 
Iraqis dead in retaliation for the bomb 
attack which claimed the life of a popu- 
lar comrade. The preliminary hearing at 
the Marines’ Camp Pendleton base will 
determine whether Wuterich will face a 
court martial for the killings. 

DeLa Cruz, who was one of four 
Marines initially charged with murder be- 
fore being granted immunity in exchange 
for his testimony, said Wuterich shot five 
men standing next to a car parked at the 
side of the road near the bomb site. 


“They were just standing there, 
some with their hands interlocked 
‘Then I saw one of the men drop to the 
ground," DeLa Cruz said. 

“1 heard some pops—pop, pop, рор. 
Hooked around and saw Sergeant Wu- 
terich kneeling with his gun and shoot- 
ing in their direction.” 

DeLa Cruz himself then fired more 
rounds into the pile of dead bodies be- 
fore Wuterich methodically moved 
through the corpses shooting each one 
again. 

"He wentto each Iraqi male and shot 
at them one-by-one,” DeLa Cruz said. 

Hours after the bloodshed, Wuterich 
sought out DeLa Cruz and told him to 
lie to investigators if he was ques- 
tioned over the deaths. 

"He told me that if anybody asks 
about those five Iraqis to say they were 
running away and the Iraqi army shot 
them,” Dela Cruz said. 

Wuterich also urged DeLa Cruz tolie 
about the deaths on three further occa-

KOLKATA, India—A pregnant woman suffered burns in eastern India after the battery ‘of her 
Nokia mobile phone exploded minutes after she put the handset on charge, police said Sat- 
urday. The Finnish phone maker warned last month in front-page ‘advertisements in leading 
Indian dailies that some of its batteries were overheating after around 100 such incidents 
were reported globally. The battery that exploded was, however, from the firm's BL-D3 se- 
ries, and not from BL-5C that Nokia recalled a month ago, police said. AFP 


Illegal immigrant notices cannot go out yet—US judge 

SAN FRANCISCO— The federal government cannot start sending out letters to employ- 
ers next week containing notification of more serious penalties for knowingly hiring ille- 
gal immigrants, a federal judge ruled. Ruling on a lawsuit by the nation's largest federa- 
tion of labor unions against the US government, US District Judge Maxine Chesney 
granted a temporary restraining order prohibiting the so-called "no-match" letters from 
going out as planned starting Tuesday. The lawsuit, filed by the. AFL-CIO labor federation 
this week, claims that new Department of Homeland Security rules outlined in accompa- 
nying letters threaten to violate workers’ rights and unfairly burden employers. Chesney 
said the court needs “breathing room" before making any decision on the legality of new 
penalties aimed at cracking down on the hiring of illegal immigrants. AP 


Malnutrition in Darfur reaching emergency levels 

UNITED NATIONS—Mainutrition is on the rise in Darfur as a surge in violence prevents 
aid workers from reaching more people in need, a senior UN official said. Eighteen spot 
surveys by UN agencies and independent humanitarian groups in three Darfur provinces 
Indicated the emergency threshold of 15 per cent of the population suffering from mal- 
nutrition had increased to more than 17 percent in some areas, the UN deputy emergen- 
cy relief coordinator, Margareta Wahlstrom, said on Friday. Some of the malnutrition is 
attributed to lack of water and sanitation conditions as well as changing weather in Su- 
dan's western province where African rebels rose up against the Arab-dominated central 
government four years ago, accusing it of neglect. Wahistrom said ће. number of people 
forced to flee their homes was also a major factor. Reuters

BEING SUCCESSFUL IS NOT ABOUT 
how hard you work—it’s about how smart 
you work. Michael LeBoef said, "Devoting 
a little of yourself to everything means 
committing a great deal of yourself to 
nothing.” 

Ina leaders life, there's a big difference 
between activity and accomplishment. 
Activity is being busy. But as Henry David 
‘Thoreau once said, “Is not enough to be 
busy; so are the ants. The question is: 
What are [you] busy about?” 

Generally speaking, there are five ways 
that people spend their working hours. 
Read through the following list and deter- 
mine which one best describes how you 
spend your time: 

1. Urgent—Loud things first. 

You've no doubt heard the saying: The 
squeaky wheel gets the grease. Well, that 
shouldn't always be the case in leadership. 

As a leader, you will probably en- 
counter a lot of “squeaky wheels" in the 
form of complaints or requests or sugges- 
tions from the people in your organiza- 
tion. Some of them will be valid and merit 
spending your time on rhem. But often, 
oiling the squeaky wheels in your organi- 
zation isn’t the best use of your time. 

Writer Shelby Friedman once said, 
[The] person with an hour to kill usually 
spends it with someone who can't spare a 
minute.” 

Though it’s tempting—especially if 
you're a people pleaser—you have to 
learn to discern what wheels really need 
grease, what ones can be greased by oth- 
ers and what ones will squeak no matter 
how much oil they have on them. 

2. Unpleasant- Hard things first. 

Many of us are taught this concept 
when we're young. It's the "dinner before 
desert" mentality, and there can be some 


value in it. But just because something is 
hard doesn't mean it should be at the top 
of your to-do list. 

Henry Kissenger once joked, "Next week 
there can't be any crisis. My schedule is al- 
ready full.” As a leader, you have to constant- 
ly check your motives. If you have a strong 
work ethic, you may naturally want to get 
the harder things done first. But don't just 
startin on the hard stuff before determining 
the value of your actions. If doing something 
easier is a better use of your time, then do 
that before you tackle the difficult tasks. 

3, Unfinished--Last things first. 

Ifyou're like most leaders, you work on 
a day-to-day schedule. And many times 
your to-do list is left a little undone at the 
end of the day. If you have only completed 
eight of the 10 items on your list, the ten- 
dency is to automatically place the re- 
maining two items at the top of your list 
for the following day. But that’s not al- 
ways the best use of your time. 

As Johann Wolfgang Goethe once said, 
“Things which matter most must never be 
at the mercy of things which matter 
least" 

Chances are, if the two items you didn't 
finish a day earlier were on bottom of 
your list, they weren't top priorities in the 
first place, and probably won't be top pri- 
orities the next day either. 

Before you spend time completing an 
unfinished task from the day before, take 
time to evaluate it in comparison to the 
other things you need to accomplish. If 
finishing the task is still not a top priori 


place it at the bottom of your list again, 
and work on it after you finish the more 
important items. 

4. Unfulfilling—Dull things first. 

Of the five styles, this one is probably 
the most common. If you subscribe to this 
notion, your tendency is to want to get 
boring things out of the way so you can re- 
focus on what's really important. 

As a result, you spend time doing the 
dull, mindless things, like copying or fax- 
ing or reading e-mails first. But even 
though those things must be done, they 
are rarely the top priority. 

Robert McKain said, “The reason most 
major goals are notachieved is that we spend 
our time doing second things first" Dont 
waste time “getting things out of the way" 

Instead, get a jump start on completing 
your most important task first. 

5. Ultimate— First things first. 

Do you naturally spend time on the 
most important things first? Whether you 
do them first or second or last, they even- 
tually have to get done for you to succeed. 
Commit to give your best time—right now 
and in the future—to your most impor- 
tanttasks. 

Although it's admirable to be ambitious 
and hard working, its more desirable to be 
sman working. You see, the key to becom- 
ing a more efficient leader isn't checking 
off all the items on your to-do list each day. 

Its in forming the habit of prioritizing 
your time so that you are accomplishing 
your most important goals in an efficient. 
manner. When you're able to do that, it 
won't be long before you exceed your own 
expectations as a leader.

pumice stones that are sifted 
from the sand. When there's пог 
much, she goes to the river to 
search for stones. 

She and her two helpers cut 
these into smaller squares. 
Makers of denim pants come to 
buy these to give the fabric a 
stonewash effect. A sack fetches 
P15 to P25. Her team produces 
200 sacks of pumice stones a 
week. 

The biggest business that has 
come out of the sand boom after 
Pinatubo's 1991 eruptions is the 
quarry industry. 

In Pampanga, which is some 
60 km north of Metro Manila, 
many people make a living out 
ой. 

Quarry operators (companies 
or individuals that hold permit 
Over five to as much as 50 
hectares of sand-rich public or 
private areas) sell the mineral 
by the truckloads or cubic me- 
ters straight to construction 
projects or to suppliers. 

Sand is used for making hol- 
low blocks, as filling materials 
or for cement mixes. 

Private landowners, on the 


ae 


other hand, get royalties. 

Drivers of heavy equipment, 
such as backhoes and loaders, 
also get to earn their keep. 
Truck owners rent out their ve- 
hicles for delivery or operate 
their own hauling business, em- 
ploying a set of driver and 
helper for every truck. 

Gasoline stations have their 
hands full supplying fuel ‘to 
these trucks. Dozens of road- 
side canteens cater to drivers. 
Then, there are “hustlers” or 
men who guide the buyers to 
the source of good sand. 

Industry leaders said about 
30,000 people directly benefit 
from sand quarrying. 

Local governments earn, too, 
from sand taxes. 

The Pampanga provincial 
government has collected P36.6 
million in sand taxes from July 
2 to Aug. 21, capitol records 
showed. 

Aside from collecting ecologi- 
cal taxes (ranging from Р50 to 
P90 per truckload), towns and 
barangays get P45 and P60 
from out of the P300-tax that 
the provincial government col- 
lects for every truckload. a 
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VIRAC, | CATANDUANES—GOVER- 
nor Joseph C. Cua strongly believes 
that, apart from an aggressive abaca 
development program, local farmers 
should use mechanized stripping to 
double local fiber production. 

This month, Cua, Fiber Industry 

Development Authority (Fida) offi- 
cials led by provincial fiber officer 
Lorenzo Tariman, and local officials 
headed by Mayor Leo Rodriguez 
spearheaded the demonstration of 
the spindle machine to abaca farmers 
іп Bato town. 
, In asking for the support of farmers 
for his program, the governor re- 
vealed that the Fida has received a 
grant from the Spanish government, 
P30 million of which would be allo- 
1 cated for Bicol and the Caraga region 
for the acquisition of spindle. ma- 
chines, 


In Catanduanes, he added, each 
town would be initially provided one 
spindle machine in an effort to mai 
tain the province's reputation as the 
abaca capital of the country. 

The demonstration at Barangay 
San Roque was an eye-opener for 
farmers from outlying barangays as 
they expressed wonder at how fast 
the machine stripped fiber of fine 
quality. 

Fida officials said the spindle ma- 
chine can produce 100 to 200 kilos of 
S2 fiber every day, depending on the 
skill of the operator while manual 
stripping yields only about 10 kilos 
each day. 

‘The Spanish grant would be 
coursed through active abaca farmers’ 
cooperatives in nine towns, which 
will have to provide a 150-square-me- 
ter lot and a building, locally called

"hag-otan," to house the mobile ma- 
chine possibly in areas near abaca 
plantations. 

The machine is a common equip- 
ment of abaca farmers in Leyte, where 
abaca is harvested in the day and 
stripped at night in the farmers 
homes. 

‘The governor also asked farmers to 
remove the “amokid” and other low- 
quality fiber-producing abaca in their 
farmers and to replace them with 
“abuab? variety. 


In his brief address, Cua likewise 
downplayed the possibility of estab- 
lishing a pulp and paper mill in Catan- 
duanes due to its high cost as well as 
environmentally-unfriendly ^ waste 
products. 

"The activity served as the launching 
of the Catanduanes Unlad Abaka- 
Masa Program, which seeks to offer 
assistance to abaca farmers through 
disease eradication and rehabilitation 
activities in the light of findings that 
the dreaded abaca bunchy top, abaca 
mosaic and bract mosaic diseases 
have already infested 15 percent of 
the province's 23,676 hectares of aba- 
ca plantations cultivated by 15,454 
farmers. 

The project is aimed at increasing 
farm productivity and sustain a pro- 
duction rate increase of two percent 
and to increase the supply of abaca

suckers in the province. 

Specifically, 1,184.05 hectares, or 
five percent of the total abaca land 
area, will be rehabilitated involving 
772 farmers. 

Aside from abaca rehab and disease 
eradication, the other components of 
the project are the establishment of a 
one-hectare abaca nursery, technical 
training on spindle stripping, hands- 
on training on abaca decortication, 
and monitoring and evaluation. 

Government statistics show that 
Catanduanes produced 15,160 metric 
tons of abaca fiber in 2005, represent- 
ing 20 percent of the country's total 
production and 76 percent of Bicol's 
harvest. 

It has also the highest acreage 
planted to abaca at 22,384 hectares 
tilled by 15,333 farmers. Fernan Gi-

also need assistance on packaging, labeling 
and marketing. s 
Aside from presenting the products well, 
packaging also protects the products from 
spoilage, thus lengthening its shelf life. Re- 
search should be done to come up with ap- 
propriate layers of packaging for a product. 
For example, DOST assisted a young cou- 
ple who are new in the business of baking 
butterscotch, which is a mouthwatering 
mixture of chocolate, flour and eggs and 
generously topped with bits of cashew nuts. 
Because of its metallic foil packaging, the 
butterscotch can last from four to six 
months while the ones wrapped in multi- 
colored cellophane may stay for one to two 
months only. 
Since January there were 40 companies 
who asked for DOST's assistance for pack- 
aging and labeling, including nutritional 
analysis of their food products. Gelonga ex- 
pects the number to more than double by 
the end of the year. 


Export market 

Many of those who asked for DOST's 
help in packaging and labeling are small 
businesses that wanted to gain a foothold 
in the malls and the lucrative export mar- 
ket. 
In these areas, their product labels 
should not only be unique and attractive 
but should also conform with the Philippine 
‘Jaws and standards of the export market 
that require disclosure of ingredients, nu- 
trition facts and shelf life, among others. 
Among those enthusiastic to ask for 
DOST's assistance are entrepreneurs from 
Guimaras who sell preserves, cashew nuts, 
fruit juices and concentrates, dried mango 
slices, fruit-flavored piaya or flat cakes. 
‘Their strength is their creativity to improve 
on existing food items by enhancing their 
tastes such as adding fruits and other new 
flavors. 
‘They also make their presence felt in the 
local market with their attractive labels. 
Unlike in lloilo where competition is strong 
among makers of delicacies, Guimaras pro- 
ducers tend to help each other. 

“Give it some three years and entrepreneurs 
in Guimaras will outdo their conservative 
counterparts in Iloilo,” said бейопа.

'N 1993, AFTER FAILING TO REACH 
IE: top of K2, the world's second 

highest peak, US mountaineer Greg 
Mortenson stumbled upon Korphe, an 
impoverished Pakistan village in the 
Karakoram Mountains. The villagers, 
led by their chief Haji Ali, welcomed the 
ailing Mortenson and, with sizzling cups 
of tea, nursed him back to health. 
‘Mortenson promised to return to build a 
school for their children. 

But Mortenson did not have money. 
‘An emergency-room nurse, he worked 
irregular shifts so he could do climbing 
in his spare time. Living from paycheck 
to paycheck, he slept in his old car at 
night. 

Mortenson wrote 580 letters to 
politicians, movie stars, foundations. 
Six months later, all he received was a 
hundred-dollar donation from news 
anchor Tom Brokaw. But a climber 
friend read Brokaw's note of encour- 
agement and decided to write a maga- 
zine article about the project. 

When Jean Hoerni, a fellow moun- 
taineer and a physicist, read the arti- 
cle, he decided to help. The cost of the 
school, Hoerni learned, was only 
105$12,000. 


Three cups of tea 

Mortenson returned to Pakistan and 
encountered problems—sly contrac- 
tors, dangerous roads, uncooperative 
leaders. But the open-hearted and gen- 
erous Mortenson made lifelong 
friends, who became indispensable in 
his task. Mountain porters helped car- 
ry building materials into the most in- 
hospitable terrain. A taxi driver sold 
his cab and became a dedicated assis- 
tant. Former Taliban fighters turned 
away from violence and helped him in 
his mission of peace. Most of all, they 
stopped supporting the oppression of 
women and started building schools 
for girls.

son had tea for the third time with Haji 
Ali. "The first time you share tea with 
us, you are a stranger. The second time 
you take tea, you are an honored 
guest. The third time you share a cup 
of tea, you become family, and for our 
family, we are prepared to do any- 
thing, even die." 

“Three Cups of Tea: Building Peace 
One School at a Time" is Mortenson's 
book (written with journalist David 
Oliver Relin) about how he became 
part of a Pakistani family and commu- 
nity, and how he built not just one, but 
55 schools in Pakistan and Afghanistan 
over the next decade. 

Inspirational and heartwarming, 
the bookisa timely reminder of what it 
takes to achieve genuine peace today: 
education. 

When а landslide cut off jeeps carry- 
ing wood for a school, the men of Kor- 
phe walked all night, clapping and 
singing, to aid Mortenson and his 
team. At the front of the line was a holy 
man. 

Mortenson wrote, “The holy men of 
the villages aren't supposed to degrade 
themselves with physical labor. But he 
wouldn't back down, and he led our col- 
umn of 35 men carrying roof beams all 
the way, all 18 miles to Korphe. He had 
polio as a child, and he walked with a 
limp, зо it must have been agony for 
him. But he led us up the Braldu Valley, 
grinning under his load. It was this con- 
servative mullah's way of showing his 
support for educating all the children of 
Korphe, even the girls.” 

‘At the end of the day, chief Ali 
showed his beloved Koran to Morten- 
son. “I can't read it,” Ali said. “I can't 
read anything. This is the greatest sad- 
ness in my life. ГЇ do anything so the 
children of my village never have to 
know this feeling. ГЇЇ pay any price so 
they have the education they deserve.”

verse and border guards to pacify. AF 
ter the success of the Korphe school, 
and with financial support from Ho- 
emi, Mortenson returned many more 
times to dangerous places, in the midst 
of civil war and bombings. 

Mortenson survived close calls in 
Central Asia, but he did not have an 
easy time at home. After 9/11, the US 
government declared its “war on ter- 
ror” and Mortenson was interrogated 
by the CIA. He faced a lot of goves 
ment skepticism. While he was talking 
in the Capitol about the project, a Re- 
publican congressman interjected that 
US security, not Afghan schools, was 
the most important need of the mo- 
ment. Here was what Mortenson had 
tosay: 

“I don't do what I'm doing to fight 
terror. I do it because I care about kids. 
Fighting terror is maybe seventh or 
eighth on my list of priorities. But 
working over there, Гуе leamed that 
terror doesn’t happen because some 
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group of people somewhere like Pak- 
istan or Afghanistan simply decides to 
hate us. It happens because children 
aren't being offered a bright enough 
future where they have a reason to 
choose life over death.” 

To the Pentagon, he gave this mes- 
sage: “As best as I can tell, we've 
launched 114 Tomahawk cruise mis- 
siles into Afghanistan so far. Take the 
cost of one missile tipped with a 
Raytheon guidance system, about 
US$840,000. For that much money, 
you can build dozens of schools that 
сап provide tens of thousands of stu- 
dents with a balanced non-extremist 
education over the course of a genera- 
tion. Which do you think will make us 
more secure?" 


Far too much dying 

Mortenson, who many people hope 
will win the Nobel Peace Prize, re- 
mained undeterred despite the hostile 
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reactions. As his work spread, people 
began sending donations to the Insti- 
tute. In one of his later trips, Morten- 
son sought the support of a powerful 
tribal leader, Commandhan Sadhar 
Khan. 

“We fought with Americans, here in 
these mountains, against the Rus- 
sians,” said Khan. "And though we 
heard many promises, they never re- 
turned to help us when the dying was 
done.” 

“There has been far too much dying 
in these hills,” Khan continued. “Every 
rock, every boulder that you see before 
you is one of my martyrs who sacri- 
ficed their lives fighting the Russians 
and the Taliban. Now we must make 
their sacrifice worthwhile. We must 
turn these stones into schools.

Socorro Arevalo 

‘A program director of A Home for 
the Angels Child Caring Founda- 
tion, Inc., Arevalo aids women and 
children in Baseco, Parola, Smokey 
Mountain, Paradise Heights and 
other underserved areas in Manila 
through alternative and creative 
approaches to early childhood care 
and development (ECCD). The 
Learn and Play Program she initiat- 
ed trains mother-teacher volun- 
teers to provide daycare services to 
pre-school-age kids. The program 
has been recognized by Unicef as 
опе of the models in best practices 
in ECCD in the region. 

Since 2004, Learn and Play has 
helped more than 200 women and 
children understand their rights; it 
has also helped women gain employ- 
ment by developing their livelihood 
skills, “These trained mothers have 
also developed self-confidence and 
are now engaged in community vol- 
unteer work,” Arevalo said. "They 
have participated in livelihood and 
income-generating projects of differ- 
ent organizations, Through the con- 
tinuing seminars, their parenting 
skills, responsible parenthood and 
family life have improved. Moms 
who didn't finish elementary or high 
school have enrolled in skills raining 
and livelihood projects.” 

On the other hand, Rachels Pro- 
gram, put up in 1989, has saved 
thousands of babies from abortion, 
directed mothers in pregnancy cri- 
sis situations and helped post- 
abortive women towards healing 
and reconciliation. 

Arevalo will use the Avon grant 
to sustain and further expand the 
programs by networking with more 
volunteers and organizations. ‘A 
paradigm shift in terms of access to 
education must be introduced for 
parents and children, helping wom- 
en move on from past mistakes, ne- 
glect and ignorance, and experi- 
ence ‘Hello Tomorrow as the future 
of their family is at stake.”

Established in 1992, the Zonta 
Club of Iloilo City II, Inc. has been 
raising awareness on violence 
against women, encouraging vigi- 
lant reporting of such cases and 
providing women with options to fi 
nancially support themselves and 
their children.

schools teach students to recognize 
physical, psychological and sexual vi- 
lence, early signs of abuse, relevant 
laws and institutions, and how to fos- 
ter gender equality at home. 

“Now, more women and children 
in Iloilo City are brave enough to ex- 
pose their abusers because of their 
increased awareness, knowledge and 
understanding of rights and preroga- 
tives. Existing support and security 
mechanisms also ensure victims are 
protected from their abusers,” said 
club president Denilla. 

Since 1998, the club's Shelter for 
Threatened Victims has been pro- 
viding temporary refuge to women 
and children who are victims of do- 
mestic violence and rescued by the 
lolo City PNP Women and Chil- 
dren's Desk from their abusers. 

In August 2004 to March 2005, 
Zonta Iloilo П organized Project 
Nanay: Baking and Food Prepara- 
tion, a skills training and livelihood 
program, which taught idle wives 
income-generating schemes and 
food business opportunities. 

"Since these women are now 
small entrepreneurs, they have 
helped improve the economic sta- 
tus of their families," Denilla said. 

For Denilla, Avon and Zonta Iloi- 
lo П are allies in emancipating 
‘women from bondage. 

“Avon empowers women towards 
economic sufficiency and indepen- 
dence while our club inspires young 
women to aspire for higher educa- 
tion, economic productivity and 
freedom to lead a life of dignity and 
quality” 

Zonta Iloilo II will use the Hello 
Tomorrow Fund grant to produce 
and distribute more information 
materials such as leaflets, posters 
and comics. 
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Betty Lourdes Tabanda 

Baguio City's Tabanda, an Inte- 
grated Bar of the Philippines board 
member, applied for Hello Tomor- 
row to continue improving the re- 
productive health care information 
and services available to women. 

Her group, Balikatan, estimates 
that one in 20 indigenous women in 
their area get illnesses of the repro- 
ductive system, including cervical 
cancer, every year. Since 1998, Ba- 
likatan has been conducting aware- 
hess campaign on cancer preven- 
tion and detection. 

According to Tabanda, educating 
indigenous women on the need for 
reproductive health care and correct- 
ing their physically harmful supe: 
tious beliefs are Balikatan's main 
goals. The P100,000 grant will help 
provide proper medical orientation, 
examination and treatment to more 
women in Baguio City: 

“In helping other women, we ac- 
tually help ourselves become more 
empowered. Every woman has a 
right to make informed decisions 
about her body and have a better 
future,” Tabanda says. 


Mila Udang 

Since 1998, Cagayan de Oro 
Blessed Hope Foundation, Inc. has 
been conducting values formation, 
skills training and livelihood semi- 
mars to urban poor women, 
streetchildren and the disabled. 

The group also plans to establish 
its Bayanihan Community coopera- 
tive store. “Through this project, it 
will make the urban poor women fi- 
nancially productive, self-reliant, 
and most of all, boost their self-es- 
teem,” said Mila Udang, executive 
director of the organization found- 
ed by her husband Genesis, the 
group's president. 

Udang said the P40,000 from the 
Hello Tomorrow Fund will be used 
for the construction of the store. 
‘The remaining P60,000 will be the 
cooperative's capital build-up. “The 
visibility of the project will create a 
ripple effect and inspire others to 
get involved, and hopefully, help us 
build a bigger membership base. 
This is a dream come true for us.”

‘My brothers will always be the world to me’ 


S A PARENT, YOU CATCH 

yourself once in a while won- 

dering if you are doing right 
by your children. In a family that has 
known loss such as ours, the ques- 
tions can become more complex. 

This week, I give this space to my 
16-year-old daughter, Pia. Below is 
an essay she wrote four years ago, 
when she was 12. Last week, she 
showed me a self-portrait where she 
is shown looking at her brother's pic- 
ture. 

Loss early in life imbues a child 
with a sense of wisdom way beyond 
his/her years. Coupled with it is a 
‘sense of sadness that will always be 
‘a part of that child. Rereading her es- 
say again, I was struck at how vivid 
the images of our experiences as a 
family have really stuck to her head. 

Pia knew loss at the tender age of 
7 when we lost Migi in 1998. A 
child's grief is cyclical in the sense 
that it appears at every point in the 
various developmental stages. Per- 
haps now as a teenager her way of 
creatively processing her sadness is 
through photography. As parents, 
we really need to stop every now and 
then and really listen to our chil- 
dren. Not just see them, but really 
pay attention to them with eyes wide 
open, and listen to them not only 
with our ears but with our hearts as 
well. 

In the same manner, they watch 
and listen to us all the time, so we al- 
ways need to remember that every 
word or action has the potential to 
either make or break the child.

He was born with a heart disease 
called Tetralogy of Fallot. Living 
with a brother with a disease taught 
me that I should accept people's dis- 
eases or differences. 1 understood 
that some people are just born with 
special needs or differences, and 
that I should learn to respect them. 

І remember that he taught me 
how to share. We used to share ev- 
erything! We shared books, toys, 
even the same room. Most impor- 
tantly, we were raised by great par- 
ents, together. 

Another important virtue that 1 
learned from him was to be patient. I 
remember some days when we 
would play and he would get too 
tired, his lips would turn blue, he'd 
turn pale and he would have to be 
placed in front of an air-conditioner 
or an electric fan while being rocked 
back and forth by our mom. 

I never really complained when 
this happened. I understood that I 
had to be patient and wait until he 
was all right again. I realized that 
my baby brother had special needs. 
Until today, even if I know that God 
has called him home, 1 will never for- 
get my Migi, the brother I had who

Avoiding

@ WHEN THE FAMILY IS EXPECT- 
ing a new baby, parents should begin 
early to talk to and convince their old- 
ег children that their help will be im- 
portant in caring for their new baby 
brother or sister. 

* Plan and carry out frequent “fam- 
йу activities" with all of your children. 
Avoid games and contests in which one 
of the children “wins” and the others 
“lose.” Instead, look for activities or 
create scenarios where everyone is a 
winner if the entire family cooperates 
and works together. 

Parents need to spend time with 
each one of their children. Schedule a 
special day or time for each child, do- 
ing the things that the child wants to 


do. 

Role model good conflict resolu- 
tion. If you and your spouse work 
through conflicts in a way thats re- 
spectful, productive and not aggres- 
sive, you increase the chances that 
your children will adopt those tactics 
‘when they run into problems with one 
another. If your kids see you routinely 
shout, slam doors and loudly argue 
when you have problems, they're likely 
to pick up those bad habits them- 
selves.

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Nation marks centennial of La Naval’s canonical coronation 


MRT 
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PRESIDENT MACAPAGAL-ARROYO 
will lead dignitaries attending the cen- 
tennial of the canonical coronation of 
Our Lady of La Naval at 4 p.m., Oct. 4, 
in Sto, Domingo Church, 

Under the care and promotion of the 
Dominicans, Our Lady of the Holy 
Rosary of La Naval de Manila, easily 
the most lavishly decorated and the 
most historically rich Marian icon in 
the country, was canonically crowned. 
in 1907 in the old Sto. Domingo 
Church in Intramuros. 

Tt was the first canonical coronation 
ofa Marian image in Philippine history 
and the authority was conceded to La 
Naval and the Dominicans by Pius X 
(now St. Pius X). The coronation drew 
the biggest crowd during its 
time—some 150,000 people—and 
was attended by leaders of the 
Catholic church around Asia. Fr. Mari- 
ano Rodriguez's description of the oc- 
casion is found in “Tifografico de Cole-

gio de Sto, Tomas, 1908,” 

He wrote: "The throng has seldom if 
ever been equaled in Manila, Every 
available foot of space within sight of 
the stand erected for the coronation 
services was occupied, along the Paso 
Magallanes, Plaza de Espafia and Plaza 
Sto, Tomas, the available window 
space of the Intendencia building and 
Dominican convent and the walls of 
the old city. 

"Shortly after five o'clock the solemn 
march from the altar of the church to 
the coronation stand began. Following 
the image came Archbishop Ambrose 
‘Agius, Apostolic Delegate, accompa- 
nied by Bishop Jorge Barlin of Nueva 
Careles, and the bishops of Tunquin, 
Amoy and Hong Kong. The image was 
placed in front of the elevated stand, 
Archbishop Agius and the other bish- 
‘ops mounting the latter. As Archbishop 
Agius reached the top of the stand, he 
was met by Governor-General James R 
Smith, who bore the crowns for both 
the Child and Mother and presented 
them to the Archbishop, 

“Taking the crown of the Child first, 
Archbishop Agius made the Sign of the 
Cross, then placed the crown on the 
Child and repeated the ceremony with 
the crown of the Virgin. 

“No addresses were delivered and 
no psalms chanted, but as soon as the 
coronation was completed, the vast 
throng of people broke forth in ap- 
plause while a band rendered the na- 
tional air, which was repeated by a sec- 
ond band, rockets and cannon crackers 
were exploded on the old wall, while 
simultaneous with the coronation ser- 
vice, a beautiful rainbow appeared in 
the ‘east, which was greeted as an 
omen of peace and prosperity. 

“The procession, headed by the im- 
age, then returned to the church where 
services were conducted until a late 
hour.”

vide assistance to vic- 
tims and witnesses of 
illegal recruitment. 
through the payment of 
docket fees and other 
court or legal fees. 

G. B. Resolution No. 
05 also provides that 
victims and witnesses 
availing of the program 
shall be given priority 
for overseas employ- 
ment. S 

Bron said that 
many illegal recruit- 
ment cases are often 
dismissed due to the 
inability of complain- 
ants to pay the re- 
quired docket fees in 
court.

IN THE CORPORATE WORLD, AS IN TODAY'S GOSPEL, SEATS 

are of paramount importance. Who gets the corner office with a 

view? Who are assigned to working stations without windows? 

In the conference room, who sits at the head of the table? Who 

sits at the right hand of that seat? Who takes the seat in the cor- 

ner ofthe room? Who has no choice but to sit with his back to the 
loor? 

We may not notice it but seats represent one's position in the hi- 
erarchy, and therefore are an indication of power. It’s the way things 
are with the world—see how in Jesus’ time there were “places of 
honor?'—that's a reality. And taking this reality for granted, ac- 
cepting ir as a standard without understanding its origin or its effect 
on our actions, thoughts and feelings, places us in bondage. Soon 
we are caught in its flow—envying or idolizing the occupant of the. 
corner office; thinking we deserve to sit at the right hand of the boss, 
feeling depressed when all we get for an office is a dark, windowless 
cubicle; losing interest when at gatherings we are given a seat no- 
body else wants. 

Seats—positions—may give us prestige or power, but not peace. 
In fact, they may even rob us of peace. Peace comes upon one who 
works with no regard for prestige, power or position. He is not moti- 
vated by ambition or the desire to get ahead of the others, but he 
works in the certainty that work is its own reward. He simply works 
in a spirit of gratitude for his God-given gifts—his body, his breath, 
his capacity to work. Thus, he is freed from anxiety over seats. His 
labor is preserved from contamination, and wherever his place is in 
the workplace, he radiates peace.

Polish the ‘rainbow gems of teamwork’

COMPANIES YEAR IN AND YEAR 
out spend substantial amounts in 
team-building workshops. They 
often combine leisure, team exer- 
cises and reward for performance 
into a team activity typically done 
in a resort. These experiences are 
valuable. They build the founda- 
tion for excellent teamwork. But 
the results and impact in the 
workplace are often short-lived. 

Building a team involves hard 
work back at the workplace where 
it matters, where actual execution 
happens. Yet the effort is worth 
the rewards that can be exponen- 
tial in value not just to the organi- 
zation but also to the individuals 
in the team. 

High-performing teams do not 
happen overnight. Teams need 
leaders--champions who believe 
that leading teams fundamentally 
isall about getting results through 
people working together in syn- 
ergy. Building a motivated and 
productive team is at the heart of 
every leader's responsibility. 

Let me share with you the ele- 
ments of great teams, using our 
Rainbow Gems of Teamwork. It is 
а checklist that you can use to de- 
termine how to improve your 
team. We used the colors of the 
rainbow as a memory aid. 

Red is for leadership. Is there a 
clear leader in the team? Has he 
established a shared vision? Does 
the leader flex style depending on 
the situation? 

Orange stands for common 
goals. Has the team crafted their 
common, SMART (Specific, Mea- 
surable, ‘Actionable, Results-ori- 
ented and Time-bound) goals? 

Yellow is for trust. Is there trust 
in the team? Do the members 
have the ability to share and re- 
ceive ideas losing their egos when 
necessary? Are decisions made on 
the basis of the soundness of the 
idea and the benefit of the group 
rather than simply personalities? 
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Blue is for clear roles, contribu- 
tions and norms. Does each mem- 
ber of the team understand and 
agree to the role assigned to him 
or her? Does everyone feel that 
his or her contribution counts? Are 
the work norms of the team 
agreed upon? 

Green represents commitment. 
Do team members commit with 
passion to decisions and agree- 
ments made? Is there consistency 
in effort? 

Indigo is for team resources. 
Are the resources necessary to 
achieve the goals of the team 
available and accessible? Violet is 
for continuous communication. Is 
there effective and efficient com- 
munications to all members of the 
team? Does everyone take res- 
ponsibility for communications? 

Recently, I was reading a very 


insightful and timely book sent to 
me by Herman Gyr, one of our con- 
sulting technology partners based 
in Palo Alto, California. In the book 
entitled “Innovation: The Five 
Disciplines for Creating What Cus- 
tomers Want” by Carlson and 
Wilmot, the authors described 
successful innovation teams as 
practicing the “three-legged stool 
of collaboration." They present а 
new perspective of team ele- 
ments. 

The three legs are shared stra- 
tegic vision, unique, complemen- 
tary skills and shared rewards. 
They also cited respectful com- 
munication as the glue that holds 
the three legs together. 

Shared strategic vision is all 
about creating a clear, compelling 
vision as a force for change that. 
pulls the team forward. It is ima- 
gining a project or initiative as 
something already achieved and 
completed. For a leader to forge a 
team there has to be a vision with 
a higher purpose that brings them 
together. The vision has to be 
aligned with the organization's 
mission, simply stated and inclu- 
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sive of all team members. 

‘The second leg is unique, comple- 
mentary skills. Every member must 
feel that he or she has a significant 
role or contribution to make. When 
а member's role is unclear commit- 
ment dives. Teams are enriched by 
the collective wisdom of the mem- 
bers as they engage in creating 
value together bringing in their dis- 
tinctive skills. Members must wel- 
come diversity as each member pro- 
vides unique insights to the project 
at hand. 

The last leg but equally impor- 
tant are shared rewards. Rewards 
need not always be monetary. It 
could be a sense of achievement 
or fulfillment or a plaque of appre- 
ciation or a bonus. Or sometimes 
а simple thank you will do. All 
forms of recognition are impor- 
tant. Shared rewards are based on 
actual team achievement and vice 
versa, if not successful there 
maybe no rewards at all. 

The authors also talked about 
recognizing disappointments as 
well. When the team did their 
best and failed, leaders have to 
appreciate the effort that went 
into the work. Often, the initial 
defeat may turn out to be the 
catalyst that leads to solutions 
and eventually to success,

For example, you may wish 
to wear a blouse or coat that has 
more weaving in order to distract 
the eye from your hips.

Comfort Food for Rainy-day Blues 


Reliable and just around the corner, Su Zhou makes me dial for dumplings to 


keep the storm at bay 


It rained, it rained 

It poured, it stormed 

It shuddered, it thundered 
It whistled, it blew

In dialing Su Zhou :-) 


Like most Filipino city rats, my comfort 
foods of choice rotate among Pinoy home 
cooking, pizza and Chinese food. So when 
stormy weather forces us to stay home and 
watch bad TV and inebriated by the music 
of the rain, by force of habit | find myself 
dialling 73737 (that's North Park, by the 
way, not Su Zhou). 


Residents of the Greenhills and Wilson 
areas are much luckier because their 
choices for Chinese take-out far outnumber 
those for residents of other locations, save 
for Ongpin. It was in the Greenhills-Wilson 
area that | found a great neighborhood 
restaurant called Su Zhou. 


Like a real Chinese resto, Su Zhou is a no- 
frills, no-nonsense joint. So for those who 
are after frills—ambience, coziness, dim 
lights—it would be wise to skip over to Fu 
instead at Serendra, The Fort; Su Zhou 
would not be the restaurant for you. The 
walls here are painted a simple flat white 
and green, they don't even have the same 
chairs and the lights are simple Chinese- 
themed lanterns. 


But if you are a real foodie and can delight 
in a meal amid an austere setting, by all 
means visit this restaurant. Like the 
residents of San Juan and contiguous 
neighborhoods who fill the restaurant at 
different hours of the day, you'll grow 
accustomed to the place. 


At the top of the To Order list are the 
dumplings. In fact, in my humble opinion, 
it's the dumplings that make this Chinese 
diner. A must try is the Special Xiao Long 
Pao. Not to be confused with their siopao,

Bringing the 
Pinoy closer 
to home 


Be it ever so humble, Filipinos always 
find ways to make a home. Think of 
the possibilities if living space 
translates to home ownership. “Going 
home” then takes on a new meaning 


“М 

АМАМАНАҮ' is the term we use 
when, while on travel—it can be Baguio or 
Bahrain—we are unable to sleep at night, 
or are dogged by a feeling of malaise and 
dis-ease, including unproductive sitting in 
the morning. “Namamahay' is a graphic 
description of how the psyche, the spirit 
craves for home so that the Filipino, even 
as he boards the plane to leave the 
country, already wants to go back home. 


Home is where the heart is, the cliché 
goes, and it doesn’t matter how humble the 
house might be. The last national census 
had a startling finding: the median floor 
area for Filipino households was 29.6 
square meters. We're not just talking about 
several informal settler families (read: 
squatters) cramped into a tiny shack; look 
through the classified ads and you'll find 
condos with 16 square meters of space. 


The Filipino adjusts to whatever's 
available. I've seen air conditioners even in 
squatter areas, part of a massive recycling 
economy which allows Filipino households 
to constantly upgrade their homes. The 
poor have been particularly resourceful at 
tapping into the many junk shops for 
materials they can reuse, from plywood to 
discarded advertising tarpaulins, from sinks 
to commodes (kubeta). 


The remittances from 8 million Filipinos 
working overseas have created a boom for 
housing construction and interior 
furnishings. It's helped, too, that in recent 
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years, low-cost housing fixtures have been 


| made available from China, Thailand and 


Indonesia. 


; The Filipino home is like our telenovelas, 


with numerous installments, complete with 
stories of triumphs and victories, of blood, 
sweat and tears. l've found homes with half 
a wall, or holes in the walls meant to be 


: windows, owners apologizing about a delay 


in money from Saudi (or, if I'm in some 
remote province, from Manila). 


. The Filipino home is Philippine society in 


miniature. No matter how tiny, the house 
has socially demarcated spaces and 
corresponding furnishings. Visitors from a 
lower class usually make it only to the gate 
or the garage. Honored guests are ushered 
into the living room (or for richer 
households, the den), which is kept neat 
and clean, the sofa and the TV still 
wrapped in plastic, sometimes with their 
price tags still attached. Our fear of empty 
space, and love of the borloloy (frills), is 
reflected in the living room, often a 
museum for all the photographs, abubut 
(knick-knacks) and souvenirs from 
weddings, baptisms and overseas trips. 


Intimate friends make it all the way to the 
bedrooms, where we dump all our junk 


" when unexpected visitors arrive. But amid 
| the junk are the treasures as well, saved 
| for the eyes of closest friends, like that 36- 


inch television set, and the Magic Mike 


karaoke set for friends to sing along.

There is one place in Filipino homes that is 
often neglected: the "comfort room." 
Despite that unique Filipino-English word, 
we seem to associale the toilet with 
"profane" activities like bathing and 
evacuating (the Taglish slang) and 
therefore allow toilets to fall apart: cracked 
or missing tiles, leaky faucets, commodes 
that no longer flush, even heaters that 
have long burnt out. 


Gardens are better cared for than the 
comfort room. Even urban poor shanties 
will have a few plants growing out of 
recycled infant formula cans, precariously 
hanging from window sills that threaten to 
come crashing down on hapless Bantay, 
the family dog, miserably tied on a short 
leash. 


A paradox in the Philippines is that while 
we treasure our homes, our surroundings 
are often filthy. To some extent, it's 
because of the way we define spaces: The 
home is private space, for which we take 
responsibility while everything else, even 
the street in front of the house, is public, 
which we perceive to be the government's 
responsibility. 


| do think it is possible to combine both 
individualism with a sense of community. 
Look at how the upper classes have built 
their own little worlds within their 
subdivisions or even condominium 
buildings, with their own shared spaces

We might pay lip service to Bauhaus style, 
or minimalism, or the Miami style, or 
whatever new wrinkle in interior design 
happens to be trendy at the moment, but 
deep down, we're all the same. 


Face a Pinoy with a bare wall or an empty 
shelf and that old horror vacui just wells up 
inside him. And chances are, he'll pick the 
cheesiest possible piece to put there. 


For instance: 


* The Sto. Nifio theme. Much has been 
made of the Filipino devotion to the Christ 
Child. What most commentators fail to 
mention is the fact that for many of us, the 
Sto. Nifio also fills the role played by Ken 
and Barbie for young girls, an opportunity 
to play "dress up." And age—or gender, for 
that matter—is no barrier. | once 
interviewed a high-ranking police official on 
some long-forgotten story, but I'll never 
forget the foot-tall Sto. Nifio on his desk, 
dressed from head to toe in full khaki 
uniform, complete with insignia matching 
the rank of the owner (this was before the 
PNP switched to dress blues) I've also 
been to some local government offices 
where the Sto. Niño is dressed up like 
Some minor government functionary, in 
polyester barong and double-knit pants, 
and some clinics where he's dressed in 
scrubs and is carrying a toy stethoscope. 
And of course, there's the "farmer" Sto. 
Nifio, with his little salakot, red pajamas 
and neckerchief. 


* Religious décor: While we're on the 
subject of Jesus, whatever happened to

those 3-D pictures of Christ—you know, the 
one where his eyes seemed to be looking 
at you no matter where you were? Holy 
paranoia, Batman! There used to be one in 
every home, laminated on a wood plaque, 
very likely hung next to a similar plaque 
containing the story of "Footprints in the 
Sand" or some such “uplifting” sentiment. 
They seem to have been replaced by 
"disco Jesus," where in lieu of a halo, 
Jesus' head is surrounded by flashing 
colored lights. This is a Vietnamese import, | 
but it could just as well have been Pinoy. 


* Baguio : Apart from being the country's 
produce market, the City of Pines is also 
the source for much kitschiniana, and just 
about every lowlander who pays it a visit 
goes home with a bottle of strawberry jam, 
a month's worth of veggies and a "barrel 
man." There seems to be a city ordinance 
that says you can't visit Baguio and not buy 
one of these "conversation pieces." Me, | 
prefer the giant Igorot warriors brandishing 
the freshly-severed heads of their enemies, 
or carrying a deer or wild boar across their 
shoulders. If only | had the space! 


* Dining room décor: Baguio is also where 
you get those giant wooden spoons and 
forks that Pinoys like to hang on their 
dining room wall, together with the de 
rigueur Last Supper. Our family was 
considered avant garde in our 
neighborhood because we had Dali's "Last 
Supper" in our dining room, instead of Da 
Vinci's. 


* Weapons of Moroland: The origins of this

While the old residential suburbs eventually 
decayed into stums, new suburban 
enclaves rose out of sleepy provincial 
areas, “You should see Punta Fuego in 
Batangas, with its beautiful seaviews and 
huge houses that cost at least P15M 

each." 


Most cities like Manila, Valencia avers, 
"attracted rich merchants, traders and 
settlers because they were near the seat of 
government and ports servicing world 
trade. Up to the Second World War, people 
from all over the country sought to live in 
Manila." 


Although Manila is still largely seen as the 
Promised Land by impressionable 
provincianos who seek out their luck in the 
city, the trend has been reversed drastically 
by a host of problems, foremost of them 
the perennial floods owing to the city's 
below sea-level elevation. 


The influx of migrants has also brought on 
a housing crisis and a host of related 
problems, say Eden Garde, program 
manager of the United Nations Human 
Settlements Programme, and co-worker 
Jaime Antonio Jr., program coordinator. 


The problems include "housing, secure 
tenure, safe water, waste disposal, 
drainage, access roads..." which, says 
Valencia, prompted rich folk to move to 
new residential suburbs developed by the 
Ayalas in Makati, the Aranetas in Quezon 
City and the Ortigases in Greenhills, San 
Juan. Quezon City has its housing projects 
for government workers through GSIS and 


SSS loans, while middle-income groups 
look to mall-makers Shoemart, Robinsons 
and Ever-Gotesco for affordable housing. 


Elmer Mercado, policy advisor for the 
AusAID-funded Land Administration and 
Management Programme of the 
Environment department, redefines 
suburbs. 


"There is no such thing as suburb in our 
situation," he contends. "(Suburb) is an 
American invention and import in the 
Philippines specially during the early 
19605-19705... This development was 
'copied' for goverment and middle class 


, employees. That's why you have 
Teachers/UP Village and Projects 4 to 8 in 


Quezon City. The development later moved 
southwards to Parafiaque, Las Piñas and 
Pasig. So the suburbs is really a 
movement of the rich outside Manila, which 
was later followed by the middle class." 


Notes Valencia: "Wide spacious residential 
enclaves moved outwards primate cities 
like Manila and cars made the move 
easier, as suburban residents can easily 
drive to work." 


Indeed the choice of one's residence is 
largely dictated by its proximity to 
workplace, schools and shopping. When 
leisure is not part of the package, rich 
families opt to buy weekend suburban 
properties to satisfy their need for 
breathing space. Likewise, those who live 
in outlying provinces who need to be close 
to work are attracted to condominium living 
in the city, since most units are within 
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Mercado: “No such thing as a 
suburb.”

But the city-suburb dichotomy remains | 
confined to Metro Manila апа maybe, | 
Metro Cebu, claims Mercado. In fact, he 

says, “Cities outside of Metro Manila and 

Metro Cebu more or less remain ‘rural’ in 

the culture and nature of their residents 

who maintain their close linkages with their 
rural past. This is what we see as the 

‘promdi' culture. 'Promdi' culture is more 
accepted and pronounced in cities other 

than Metro Manila. So for me, the suburb- 

city distinction is actually an 'elitis and 
'western' concept from our real cultural 
moorings, our 'promdi' culture." 


The danger in this, furthers Mercado, is " 
the negative backlash of our 'westernized' 
urbanization: the shopping mall and 
consumption-based economy and lifestyle. 
The ‘consumption’ and ‘consumerist’ 
culture is slowly overtaking the sense of 
community that typifies our 'oromd? 


‚ culture." 


The lack of urban planning exacerbates the 
problem, says Mercado. "Most of our 
planning regulations were taken from both 
the American and British system.” 


He adds that public spaces are regulated 
by the local government unit and the 
DENR, “which apply environmental 
standards and impact assessments for any 


: physical construction and disruptions of

where | have found such dumplings in this 
country is Dong Bei in Chinatown, which 
was introduced to me a few months ago by 
Ivan Dy of Old Manila Walks 
(oldmanilawalks.com). 


Other than the dumplings, the noodles are 
also highly recommended. By noodles | 
mean the soup noodles, not the stir-fried 
dish. | ordered the Stir Fried Beef Noodles 
once and it seemed like the cook just 
slammed everything in sight into the dish. It 
reminded me of my dad's cooking, which | 
would describe as boy scout survival 
cooking (sorry, dad, you know we love you 


heaps anyway!). On the one hand it will 
keep you from going hungry; on the other, 
it ends there. It can be tasty but unlike a 
symphony playing one cohesive note, its 
taste resembles a beginner rock band 
playing all out of tune. A solution for a 
hungry stomach, but not for one seeking to 
dine and not just devour. For those seeking 
better taste, the soupy Special Taiwan Beef | 
Noodle hits the right note and sings the 
right melody. A huge bowl of filling noodles 
that is awarded a star on the menu 
(meaning it is a bestseller of the 
restaurant), this noodle dish is just slightly 
spicy and perfect after a long day or on a 
cold, rainy day. 


A curious dish that I tried on a day | was 
feeling adventurous was the Drunken 
Chicken in Hot Pot. You wonder why the 
meat on this dish does not taste like your 
ordinary white chicken; instead it tastes a 
little too much like dark meat. Maybe it had 
a little too much to drink. So | have been 
more appreciative of the sober Fish in 
Tausi Sauce instead. The tofu in this dish is 


presented in generous blocks, served hot 
so the tofu melts in your mouth. The way it 
is mixed also creates a very flavorful, Asian 
experience for the customer. 


Overall, Su Zhou is a great Chinese 
neighborhood restaurant. It reminds me of 
those Chinese restaurants in Hollywood 
movies where the owners and customers 
know each other by their first names; 
where the customers have the menu 
memorized by heart and the owner has the 
customer's favorites memorized as well. 
The owner was never around the times 
that | dined but Luchi, a chatty waitress, 
usually remembers faces and favorites.

Zhou makes me dial for dumplings to keep 
the storm at bay even when it's on its 
way... to make the living easy, even when it 
isn't summertime!

“Is the house structurally sound? Check 
the painting, the carpentry, the plumbing 
and electricity to see if they are working 
properly.

How do you deal with rats, 
cockroaches, termites and other house 
pests? Is chemical warfare the 
answer? Or are we poisoning 
ourselves and the planet in the 
process? 


“ Н 

OME, sweet home” can have an 
entirely new meaning when used in 
connection with pests. Rats, cockroaches, 
termites and other pests can treat your 
house as a veritable food source, reducing 
it to a shell right under your feet. Termites 
gnawing at the wooden foundation can 
literally bite away your home to dust. Rats 
and cockroaches are not just unsightly 
creepy crawlies but are also harbingers of 
life-threatening diseases from cholera to 
dysentery. Even ticks, mites and lice on 
pets can be bothersome to both animal and ! 
its owner. | 


The quick fix is to grab an insect spray and 
shower these unwanted house guests with | 
death-dealing chemicals. There's also 
germicidal soap and shampoo for pets. For 
a longer term solution, there's the 
neighborhood pest exterminator. 


There's just a couple of problems. Each 
type of pest demands its own kind of death 
sentence so you need to shell out more to 
kill them all. Chemical insect sprays can 
turn out to be an expensive way to do 
away with persistent irritants at home. 


Your friendly exterminator, on the other 
hand, may be delivering a quick, but not 
necessarily a total, wipe-out. The treatment 
may last for a year and then the pests will 
be back in droves. Studies have shown 
that insects tend to acquire immunity after 
regular exposure to specific chemicals. 
Their next infestation may involve a 
resurgent swarm of highly-resistant, 
sturdier variant of the original breed. 


A more adverse but insidious impact of 
pest extermination using non- 


' biodegradable chemicals is the potential 


harm to yourself, your family, and the 
environment. For one, many chemical 
elements in pest control products for the 
home have been distilled from farm 
pesticides, which are intended to stamp out

| Even distillates carry the potency of the 


original formulation, some of which have 


j been associated with serious damage to 


humans and the environment in a number 
of agricultural Third World economies. At 


| the same time, unless one knows how to

chemicals. This could explain the usual 
precaution of barring entry into a treated 
room for at least 30 minutes. 


| Imagine introducing that potential harm to 
| the comforts of home and house pests may 


seem to be the lesser evil. 


But the Fertilizer and Pesticides Authority 
(FPA) argues that the devil in chemical 
pest control may be grossly 
misrepresented. Gregorio Arboleda, a legal 
assistant at the Planning Division of the 
FPA, says that proper and strict 
controls—from the entry of imported 
chemicals to the registration of pest control 
establishments—are in place to prevent 
harm of any kind to users of pest control 
products and pest exterminators. 


Says Arboleda: “The labels of pesticide 
products comes with a color code, from red

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for those containing elements potentially 
harmful to humans, to green for safe, eco- 
friendly ones. There is also information on 
the formulation and application of the 
pesticide. In the event of an accident, this 
information will guide the attending 
physician on how to treat the victim.” 


He adds that even before the pesticide is 
introduced into the market, it goes through 
a strict and rigorous certification process to 
be undertaken by a professional FPA 
researcher. The new product is analyzed in 
the laboratory for its chemical breakdown, 
toxicity level, etc. It will then be field-tested 
in all types of conditions: upland, lowland, 
rain or shine, hot and cold, and all costs 
will be borne by the importing company. 
The process may take as long as eight 
months and can be a very expensive 
undertaking for the proponent. 


The training and certification of pest 
exterminators by FPA is another set of 
controls, adds Arboleda. Prospective pest 
contro! proponents must undergo a four- 
day training course culminating in a 
certification exam. Those who pass the 
licensure test are given their license after 
they have set their own pest control 
company or are employed as exterminators 
, in a pest control establishment.

Vignette from “Fossil” 


Was the animal a solitary type, dull and plodding, like the 
kiwi or a moa? Or was it a social creature, chirpy and 
zealous like the ostrich or the velociraptor?

Tue PAPER proposes a morphology and 
fine structure of an avio-reptilian 
macrofossil, based on a recent discovery in 
the "white subcliff" area of Cebu Island, in 
the Visayas region of the Philippine 
archipelago, located in the South China 
Sea. The partially lithified sediments in the 
area, 216.2 m above sea level and 
approximately 15 kilometers inland, are 
seen as factors that make for the 
particularly good specimen.
